Lyman J. Gage occupied the chair, and D.

SEALING OF DEMOCRATIO FATE, 


The Gang Forces the Laborites to Unite 
with the Citizens. 

The Democrats inadvertently helped the 
Citizens’ ticket iast night. The Singie- Tax 
and the Tomahawk Clubs called a convention 
of laborites and all who favored the special as- 
sessinent plan for raising funds for the drain- 
age canal to meet at the Madison Street. 
Theater. Many labor organizations sent 
delegates. A piatform was adopted embody- 
ing the special assessment idea. Reports 
were submitted from committees of the 
two clubs which called the convention, and 
of the Trades Assembly, giving replies re- 
ceived from various candidates on the three 
tickets as to the special assessment plan, the 
eight-hour day, weekly payment of wages, 
and day labor instead of contracts. It was 
proposed to pick out those who had given the 
most favorable pledges and indorse them. 

Robert L. Nelson, the guardian candidate 
of the United Labor party, presided. But 
such athing as order could not be main- 
tained. The hall was packed by the Demo- 
Cras, as was manifest at the first mention of 
the names of Gahan and Lynch. The 
Democratic beelers attempted to force 
a nomination of the entire batch of their 
candidates. The honest laberites and 
single tax men refused to swallow the dosé. 
In van Charley Seit called ‘ 
to the fate of the Democratic party in 
1886 when the labor convention at 
North Side Turner-Hall was packed by 
the McAboodle crowd and adjourned to meet 
again and nominated a ticket that swept the 
Democratic party out of existence. The 
heelers insisted on their nauseating dose and 
the labor men rebelled. 

After struggling till 11 o’ciock at night to 
preserve order Chairman Nelson in despair 
adjourned the convention. | 

After adjournment he said: “Iam gaing 
to offer my services to the Citizens’ ticket.“ 

Seib mounted a chair and wanted to call a 
convention for Monday to indorse the Citi- 
zens’ ticket. “Anything to beat the Demo- 
crats,’’ was the universal sentiment.

A Rather Tardy Appropriation for Desti- 
tute Grand Portage Ked Men. 
ASHLAND, Wis., Dec. 7.—[{Special.]—Agent 
Leehy today received $8,000 from the depart- 
ment to be used in the purchase of supplies 
for the destitute Indians of the Grand Port; 
age Reservation, in Minnesota. Ihe red- 
skins of Grand Portage, Which is on the 
north shore of Lake Superior and inaccessi- 
ble save by water, have not had any rauous 
since last spring and are now in a starving 
condition. Their only means of sustenance 
is fish, and they are not even well supplied 
with means for carrving on this mdustry. 
Game is scarce. The Indian agent said today 
that if be could charter a boat he would pur- 
chase provisions and attempt the trip to 
Grand Portage in a few days. The passage 
would be dangerous on account of the forma- 
tion of ice, especially in the channels leading 
to Ashland Harbor. The appropriation ba 
been made rather tardily.

The Union League Club threw open the 
doors of the annex to its big building last 
night and heid an informal reception in 
honor of the event. Over 500 members and 
wives and daughters of members, as well as 
a lot of guests, came down-town to stroll 
through the new quarters and exchange con- 
gratulations on the growth of the famous 
club, in which the opening of this annex was 
Only a mile-post. 

The guests found the building blazing with 
electric lights without and fragrant and 
brilliant with flowers ana green within. All 
the arches were hung with long streamers of 
Smilax intertwined with roses, All the stair 
posts were surrounded with palms and other 
tropical plants.

It was agreed that it needed none. It is al- 
together a substantial, handsome structure. 
To begin at the top: The fifth floor 
contains the annex to the ining-room 
and the art gallery. One hundred 
and eleven pictures loaned by artists, art 
firms, and club members hung from the walls. 
The most noticeable ot them was the immense 
painting of Custer’s Last Raliy, which occu- 
pied the entire south wall. This and others 
will continue to hang in the gallery till the.

ARRESTED FOR A DOUBLE MURDER. 


A Young Bavarian, Captured at Minneap- 
olis, Confeases a Fearfal Crime. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
Michael Scniefer was arrested here late this 
afternoon on the charge of murder. He has 
just made a full confession at the Central 
station. He is 32 years old. and lived at the 
Village of Pandorf, County of Regensburg, 
Bavaria.

Now, in view of these facts, and as we repre- 
sent over forty papers and periodicals published 
from Maine to California, from Chicago to New 
Orleans, and as Judge Lewis and his family are 
people of such importance that all the papers 
would be anxious to publish the nauseous par- 
ticulars, we deem it no more than fair to give you 
the last opportunity to suppress it.

we ordinarily file matter for our outside papers, 
and at 6 p. m. we will file this matter, which is 
worth not less than $200 to our organization. If 
you would prefer not to have it publisned you 
can doubtless arrange by calling at No. 31 Frank- 
lin street at 5:30 p. m. 

No call was made except on the grand jury.

DES MOINES ALMOST HAS A LYNCHING. 


Constables Potts and Hamilton of Un- 
savory Record Given a Salutary Lesson. 
Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—An 

exciting riot took place on the streets of this 
city tonight, when a mob numbering several 
thousand people started after Constables 
Potts and Hamilton, the noted prohibition 
searchers. They had urrested a man found 
in a gambling-room, and were clubbing him. 
As they reached Walnut street, which was 
crowded with people, the man yelled 
„Murder!“ and the crowa, recognizing Potts 
and Hamilton, started after them. Ropes 
were flourished and the air was filled with 
shouts of Hang them!“ The frightened 
constables ran into a clothing store and took 
refuge in the yault. The crowd, tem- 
porarily baffled, began to throw Obrick- 
bats at the store, and an alarm was 
sent in for the police. A platoon responded, 
and with great difficulty got the con- 
stables out and took them to the station, 
followed by the crowd, ,yelling and hurling 
missiles through the air. The constables 
were put in the iron cage at the station for 
safe keeping, and several leaders of the mob 
were arrested. These constables became 
notorious by their searches, and public opin- 
ion is so strongly against them that a mob is 
ready, On any provocation, to run them 
down. They are greatly frightened and will 
probably not attempt amy more searches for 
some time. 


LEAVENWORTH ENJOYS A FREE DRUNK. 


Liquor Emptied in the Street by Officers 
and schoped Up by Hoodlums. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Dec. 7.—[{Special.|— 
The Metropolitan police tonight made a raid 
on the residence of Henry Wolfsberger and 
seized seven barrels of whisky and one of 
wine. Kolling them into the street the offi- 
cers knocked in the heads of the barrels and 
poured the contents into the gutter. A crowd 
had gathered, and as soon as the contents of 
the rst barrel started toward the sewer the 
hoodlum element gathered up everyhting that 
wouid hold the liquid and either drank it there 
or carried it away for future use. The 
crowd increased as each sugceeding barrel 
was destroyed, and when the last drep had 
been spilled a dranken, howling mob filled 
the streets. 

The action of the police in entering a 
private residence and seizing liquor has 
provoked much comment. It is not charged 
that Wolfsberger was rnnning a saloon, and 
he claims that it was a stock that he had 
when he went out of business some five 
years ago. The services of a leading law 
firm were secured soon after the raid and 
papers prepared for a damage suit.

The United States Steamer Thetis Arrives 
at San Franci«co—Uer Voyage. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 7.—The United 
States steamer Thetis arrived here from the 
Arctic today, having completed an eight 
months’ cruise. The Thetis was caught in 
an ice pack near Point Barrow Aug. 15 and 
narrowly escaped destruction After being 
fast in the ive four and a half days a slight 
opening was made and the ramming process 
was adopted and kept up until the vessel 
was free. 

The Thetis has traveled along the entire 
coast line of Alaska and madea longer cruise 
than ever attempted by any other vessel in 
those waters in one season.

duties, and endeavoring to keep track of thd 
noisy proceedings, when, according to sever- 
al of the witnesses, halt a dozen woula-be 
orators had the floor all the time. That an 
entry under such circumstances was open to 
criticism, and that, of all other purposes, it 
should not be taken as strong enough proof 
on which to take a prisoner’s life, the lawyer 
argued ably and at length. 

The ill chosen phrase, “Peace through 
war,” which had been urged as an indication 
of Beggs’ evil inventions towards Cronin, 
was next taken up by his advocate, and 
from a murderous expression of an excited 
enemy it was deftly transformed into the 
language of an exalted patriot, 
its author bemg none other than 
the great William Pitt, whose epitaph it 
afterwards became. Peace through war“ 
was Beggs’ challenge in the reunion 
of Feb. 22; “Peace through war” was 
Beggs’ language to District Officer Spelman; 
“Peace through war” was tne inscription 
on the tombstone of William Pitt; and 
“Peace” of conscience even though u 
meant war against public opinion was 
the reward which Beggs’ lawyer beld up bo- 
fore the twelve jurymen should their verdict 
mean un acquittal

td Spelman was a matter which Mr. Foster 


did not attempt to explain away. Frankly 


acknowledging that he was unable to offer 
the shghtest explanation on this point, and 
that whatever of ominous import lay in the 
concurrent circumstances could not be taken 
from the shoulders of his client except by the 
gratuitous adt of the jury, Mr. Foster made 
the only logical defense possible— namely:

White his attorney was pleading for his 
life the prisoner Beggs was an attentive 
listener. Several times he passed a note to 
tne speaker when a point not thrashed 
threadbare seemed to-him capable of furtner 
argument, and the sympathetic advocate, re- 
gardiess of the beauty of his address which 
such interruptions threatened, failed not to 
revert to the point overlooked, while a grati- 
fied look from his client bespoke the only 
praise he cared for. Toward the end of the 
address, when argument es being exhaust- 
ed, it only remained to make the last appeal 
in the name of common humanity to refrain 
Trom taking life because of prejudice, Mr. Fos- 
ter’s voice grew sad and low. Visclaiming any 
intention of a peroration, he pictured to the 
jury the gratitude of his client should their 
verdict be such that he could shake them by 
the hand and thank them for having re- 
stored to him a chance for life and an oppor- 
tunity to cleanse his character from the 
stain of blood. 

And while the lawyer pleaded to the jury, 
the prisoner struggied hard to restrain the 
em ns which threatened to overcome 
him. Tears welled into his upturned eyes as 
his ears drank in the words of hope uttered 
by his attorney. A twitching of his face and 
@ contraction of his mouth bespoke the stifled 
800, and when the last word of appeal had 
been spoken two tear drops coursed down his 
cheeks, while bis pale blue eyes continued to 
gaze upward as if seeking to look beyond the 
present and distinguish whether freedom or 
death layin the dim future. Had Beggs 
looked around he would have seen more than 
ore sympathizer in the audience and among 
the prisoners and lawyers sitting near him. 
Dan Coughlin and Kunze both were in tears, 
Attorney Donahoe was weeping like a child, 
handkerchiefs were in demand throughout 
the audience, and the eyes of more than one 
of the jury were dimmed as they sat gazing 
into vacancy, and conjuring in their minds

lows: 
if the court please, and gentlemen of the jury: 
At the adjournment last night I was about to 
enter upon a discussion of the meeting which 
has become historic—at least in this case—of 
Camp No. 20 Feb. 8. 1889. There have been a 
few suggestions made, I think, which merit a 
reply. There is no principle of law better known, 
more ciearly defined, or uniformly understood, 
not only by lawyers but by ail citizens, that un- 
der no circumstances, in no event, in no case 
which can be imagined is it demanded that the 
defendant should prove his innocence. The bur- 
den of establishing guilt, beyond all doubt, 
which can fairly, reasonably, clearly, and ra- 
tionally arise in the human mind is devolved 
Upon the State. Nevertheless, we are contront- 
ed with the prvposition from my learned 
friends, why was not this witness called 
and why was not that witness called! 
He pfropounds to you a conundrum with 
reference to Thomas Murphy, the secretary of 
Camp No. 2), and demands of us to know why 
Thomas Murphy was not called. If the gentie- 
man will refer to his ow record in this case, if 
he will refer to the indictment in this case, if he 
Will refer to the minutes of tne testimony taken 
fore the grand jury in this case, he will find 
re recorded the name of Thomas Murphy as a

upon the back of the indictment, as a witness

Murphy. He will find among the list of his sub- 
pcenas that Thomas Murphy was 3 as 
a witness on the part of the prosecution; and yet 
the record of this trialis as silent as the grave 
on the testimony of Thomas Murphy, and we are 
only met with the demand, Why didn’t.you call 
Thomas Murphy to the stand, the secretary of 
Camp No. 20? I retort the gentleman’s argu- 
ment upon his own head and say why dic. you 
not cali Thomas Murphy, the secretary of Camp

Why is it that he demands that we should call 
Thomas Murphy? Simply because soine witness 
somewhere, at some stage of the proceedings in 
this case, gave it as his opir ion or best recollec- 
tion that Thomas Murphy seconded the motion 
which was made by Daniel Coughlin for the ap- 
pointment of a secret committee. 
The position of Mr. Beggs in this ¢ase is that 
no secret committee was ever appointed. That 
has already been the position of Mr. Beggs, and 
Iam not sorry that that is so. Now, this man 
Murphy was called as a witness and examined 
before the grand jury. Why? Not because he 
seconded the motion made by Danfel Coughlin, 
not because he was a member of a oy 4 0. 20, 
but because he was the treasurer and had pos- 
session of the vouchers which belonged to him 
as treasurer and to the camp; because he had 
his bank book showing the .deposits of 
money and the purpos® for which the money 
had been drawn. The theory of the prosecution 
in this case, gentlemen, is, I suppose—if they 
have a theory, and it is a little indistinct in my 
mind, a little uncertain—but I suppose the 
theory in this case must be that Camp No. 20, as 
a camp and as an organization, formed a con- 
spiracy or the putting to death of Dr. P. H.

Heis the man who had the bank 
book; be is the man whose bank book showed 
the deposits; whose check book shewed the 
amount that had been drawn from those deposits 
and the purpose for which it had been arawn. 
Why did the gentlemen want to see the bank 
book? 
WHERE DID THE MONEY COME FROM? 

The flat at No. 117 Clark street, they tell us.

greenbacks and a ticket for the other side of the 
water, and they demand of youto know where 
that money came from. 

Not only thatit might be shown where the 
money came from, but in order that it might be 
shown where the money came from that paid the 
rentof No. 117 Clark street, and where the 
money came from that was paid for the rent of 
the Carlson cottage, and where the money came 
from that was paid to Revell & Co., and all of 
these expenditures, amounting to large sums of 
money. Thomas Murphy, Treasurer of the camp, 
was subpoenaed and compelled to show his books 
and show his vouchers. They examined them, 
running back for months and months, and hav- 
ing examised them they returned them to Mr. 
Murphy. 

Do you believe, gentlemen, that a society com- 
posed of 380-members in the City of Chicago, 
composed of such men as Michael P. Brady, the 
lawyer, John F. Finerty, the journalist, such 
men as have been present or have been com- 
pelled by process of this court and who testified 
that they were members of Camp No. 20—do you 
believe that such an organization was corrupt? 
Do you believe that such an organization as that 
camp has adopted and carried out a connected 
scheme for murder? 

Feb. 8, 1889, John F. Beggs had the first meet- 
ing. It was the first occasion after being in- 
stalled in the position of Senior, Guardian, and 
he presided. It is useless for me to go into de- 
tails of the circumstances which surrounded that 
important meeting. They are perfectly familiar 
to you, There was ascene of excitemcnt there, 
there is no question about that. 

I suppose there was unusual excitement. 
There was an unusual occasion for it at that 
‘time. Le Caron, who had been known in the 
City of Chicago for years as one of ths most ar- 
dent patriots, as one of the friends of the Irish 
people as against the tyranny of England, had 
suddenly disappeared from America and ap- 
peared in England, and there, before what is 
calied the Parnell Commission in London, he ap- 
peared as a British spy and testified before that 
commission and announced that four others 
similarly employed with him under the British 
Government were still in America. That aroused 
the Irish people; there is no question about that;

and it was under those circumstances and fol- 
lowing that incident that the meeting of Camp 
No. 20 Feb. 8 was held. 

THE SKCRETARY WAS A TINSMITH. 

But before I refer to testimony i want to call 
your attention to the record by which they ask us 
to be bound. You will remember that the voung 
man who made this record said he was a tin- 
smith. You will remember that he said he never 
had in his life performed any clerical work as a 
bookkeeper, or scribe, or anything of that kind, 
and the book as presented to us here upon its 
face looks as though he had been a blacksmith 
instead of a unsmith. Now I want you, gentle- 
men, to look at this book and tell me under your 
oaths whether or not any man should be hanged 
by reason of the recitations which are contained 
in here and from the presumption of them, all 
taken together, that they are actual and true. 

Now, what was going on that this young man 
was making these records ind scratching them 
out. We know what was gomgon. There were 
six excited Irishmen on the floor at once trying 
to get recognition from the Senior Guardian, 
and endeavoring to make a speech from the 
question of whether or not their principal offi- 
cers were aset of robbers and murderers, or 
whether they were honorable gentlemen, as they 
had supposed them tobe. This turmoil is going 
on and this matter is entirely erased. *That the 
S. G. (Senior Guardian) request and notify the 
district member of the report of the trial com- 
mittee read in one of the D’s in this city. 
Carried.“ Motion made and same carried. 
“Seconded that a committes,”’ and the word 
“secret” interlined,“of three be appointed by the 
Senior Guardian to investigate the rumors afloat 
regarding the trial of the executive body.“ 
That, you will see. is the same thing that is ex- 
plained by Walter O'Connor. He says a secret 
committee was demanded. Hesays a reference 
to the executive was demanded, and he, on his 
side, changed the matter to a mild request. 

Now, what would this man probably do, unac- 
customed, as he Was, to keeping these minutes— 
unaccustomed, as he was, to writing with a pen, 
as bis record shows? The probabilities are that 
the last thing that was said in this turmoil would 
be the first thing he would put down. And, re- 
membermg that he had heard a motion made 
for the appointment of a secret committee, he 
proceeded to write that down. If there is any

I say as a record that it is absolutely worthless, 
as the testimony clearly indicates and indisputa- 
bly shows.

Conflicting Testimony by Members of Camp 
20 on the Point. 

Mr. Foster—Now, gentlemen, I Invite your 
consideration for a short time to the testimony 
not of one witness, but of every witness who has 
testified on this question. I told you yesterday 
that 1 desired but one reputation at the conclu- 
sion of this trial so far as you are concerned, and 
that was the reputation of an honest presenta- 
tion of my case. A man who cannot succeed by 
honesty can never succeed atall, I do not care 
what his vocation in life may be. Capt. O’Connor 
was tne first witness who spoke of the appoint 
ment of a secret committee. 

The first motion Capt. O'Connor referred to in 
the progress of his remarks was a motion made 
by one of the defendants—not the defendant in 
whom 1 am interested—moving that a secret 
committee of three be appointed to find out the 
source of Capt. O’Connor’s information. Now, I 
am not mistaken in regard to that. I know what 
the testimony is. Denris O'Connor—and I have 
nothing to say against the words of commenda- 
tion that have deen used dy these 
gentlemen on behalf Dennis O'Con- 
nor and other witnesses which have been 
spoken here—Dennis O'Connor tells you 
—do you remember, he was an elderly gentle 
man’—a man who suid he was not in business, 
but he had been erecting some houses, as ap- 
peured in cross-examination, he had been sing 
some of his surplus funds in the erection of 
houses to rent to tenants, as an investment— 
Dennis O'Connor, in his testimony, says the 
motion was to find out what the minority report 
was that had been read in Dr. Cronin’s camp. 
That is what Dennis O'Connor said. There is a 
wide difference there—to find out what the 
minority report was, or whetber it was to find 
out the source of Capt. O'Connor's information. 
But he says, “I did not understand that it was a 
secret committee.“ 

Now, how assuredly my friend, Brother Hynes, 
standing here and asking for the blood of my cli- 
ent—how carefully he avoided the testimony 
of Dennis O Connor. How carefully he avoided 
the statement that Dennis O Connor said. I did 
not understand that it was a secret committee.“ 
Not a word! Not a syllable!! Nota reference 
to that!!! No more than that there was a refer- 
ence to Mr. Colleran—another one of their wit- 
nesses who comes forward here and says there was 
talk of a secret committee, but the Senior 
Guardian overruled it. No reference to that. No, 
you must take a single line here and a single 
line there and take my client into the jail-yard 
and hang him, because counsel in their ingenuity 
and in their adroitness anticipate and suppose or 
hope that you will forget what the evidence is in 
this case. I complain of such treatment as that 
and I have a right to. 

Here is Stephen Colleran, who says that the 
talk about the committee was overruled by the 
Senior Guardian and that he would not have it. 
James, Lyman, the oid veteran contractor of 
this city, grown gray with years of honest toil, 
comes upon the stand and tells us all about this 
matter. He refers to the secret committee, 
finally the amendment to the motion that it be

He 
passed by it without a reference to his name or 
a syllable of his testimony, and asks you for a 
line culled here anda line culled there to hang 
my client. say again I have a right to com- 
plain of such treatment as that. 
MR. INGHAM FORGETS ABOUT BEGGS. 

Mr. Foster then took up the testimony of Capt. 
Thomas, Dennis, and Harry O'Connor, and read 
from the record all that pertained to the ap- 
pointment of a committee in Camp No. 20, as 
these witnesses testified on the stand. 

Resuming, he said: I know that a motion was 
carried. I have not falsified the record, nor have 
I attempted to, and it makes me mad, cool as 
my nature may be, when my client's life is in 
jeopardy, to have men coatinue to insinuate, 
and interpolate in tii} hearing of the jury, to men 
in the jury box, that there is evidence that a com- 
mittee was appointed to murder Dr. Cronin. No 
adjective known in the English language, known 
to me, is sufficiently strong to express my views, 
and my sentiments, when these charges are 
made, because it is false as Hell. 

Icame to Chicago astranger three and a half 
yearsago, I was desirous of becoming acquaint- 
ed with as many of the leading members of the 
bar as I could. I early, by reason of my associa- 
tion in an important case, made the acquaint- 
ance of my then much admired and since much 
esteemed friend, Ingham. I was told by one of 
the leading lawyers at the Chicago bar that there 
was an honest member of the bar. This same 
member of the bar said to me, He has been a 
prosecutorin the criminal courts for years and 
he is a perfectly honest man. He never demand- 
ed the conviction of a man who, in nis udgment 
and in his opinion, was not guilty.” e has ar- 
gued this case from beginning to end—from be- 
ginning toend—and he almost forgot the name 
of John F. Beggs, almost forgot his name. While 
hurling denunciations and grouping facts, when 
he came to that part of the argument in which 
he was about to conclude a buzz went 
around among the counsél at the table, and my 
brother Mills spoke to my friend Scanlan, and 
my friend Scanlan wrote in letters large as that 
of a poster and nanded it to Mr. Ingham, ‘** Don’t 
forget Beggs.’’ 

Mr. Scanian—That is a mistake. I didn't 
write anything of the kind. 

The Court—lIf it is not a mistake I don’t think 
that it should be spoken of. 

Mr. Foster—He says he did not write it, and I 
will let him out, so far as he is concerned, but I 
simply say that ISaw a card with those words 
upon it, and 1 would stake my reputation and my 
life upon it. 

The Court—He is not a witness. 

Mr. Foster—Now lam done with that. Mr. 
Ingham in his final speech turned to Beggs, and 
this is his arraignment of Beggs. There are 
four of these men, and from the letter which 
was written by Mr. Beggsto the district mem- 
ber, it shows a foreboding of danger. Did George 
C. Ingham ever turn to you and ask the con- 
viction of John F. Begg Did he ever, by any 
ingenuity, or by any reference to the testimony, 
insinuate his conclusion, his conviction that he 
had been guilty ofany offense. George C. lngham 
is an honest man. But they tell us that there is 
another branch of this case which establishes 
the guilt of John F. Beggs, and I desire to call 
your attention to that. I state to you, gentle- 
men, that the only damaging evidence, if damag- 
ing it was, are the letters that have been intro- 
duced in evidence in this case, which were 
suggested to the prosecution by Beggs, and by 
Beggs turned over to them, either directly or by 
reference to his letters being sent to Mr. Spel- 
man. I argued to you yesterday, or tried to, 
if there was anything criminal in those letters, 
if there was anything about those letters which 
were incriminating, that John F. Beggs would 
have concealed such letters. 

The Spelman and Beggs letters which have 
been heretofore published were then read by Mr. 
Foster and commented on at length. 


A 8TRANGE COINCIDENCE; NOTHING MORE. 


Now, perhaps the question might be asked of 
me how it came that Beggs wrote this Spelman 
letter on the very day thatthe man first went to 
Revell’s to see about the furniture. And my 
answer to that is, I do not know. Why do any 
two incidents happen on the same day? Why 
was it that Dr. Cronin was murdered just three 
years to a day from the time of the explosion of 
the bomb upen the Wost Side which sent seven 
policemen to their graves and sixty to the bos- 
pital? I do not know. There are millions of 
men doing millions of things every day in the 
world, and why you should write a letter while I 
was doing an act, or why I should write a letter 
while you were doing one, is something which 
no man can explain, and the man who attempts 
to explain it must be either a fool, or regards his 
audience to be one to whom he attempts the ex- 
planation. 

I do not know why nt was the furniture was de- 
ing picked out on the very day that this last letter 
was written; and the ‘echoto the question an- 
swers,i do not know. Hang a man because he 
cannot explainit! Justice destroy the life of 
my client because he cannot tell why it happened 
in the business affairs of life that a man went to 
Revell's to buy furniture on the very day that 
he wrote this letter! 

A secret committee they tell us was appointed 
to try Cronin. That is the only way my 
friend can make me lose my temper in the 
world. He can call me a fool, he can call me an 
idiot, he can call me a liar, and he can call me u 
vagabond—I think ne could call me a thief, any- 
thing in the world he can call me and he wouid 
not make me mad, except when he states in the 
hearing and the presence of the jury that a com- 
mittee Was appointed to try Dr. Cronin. I can- 
not keep my temper then; and I think that I 
would bea little less than a human being with 
the instincts necessary to assume the grave fe- 
sponsibilities which I have assumed in this case, 
if I should listen to such a charge as that against 
my client, uncorroborated by a circumstance or 
a word of testimony. 

Mr. Foster took up the various circumstances 
relating to Beggs’ connection with the other de- 
fendants and argued at length that they showed 
no guilty knowledge of the murder, either before 
or after the tact. He also admitted that Beggs 
made a mistake when he said he saw and was in- 
troduced to Bailey Dawson at the Grand Pacific 
the evening of May 4. But that the Republican 
club met that night and Beggs was present was 
proven by Gleason and others. An adjournment

BEGGS WAS NO MAN’S DUPE. 


If Guilty He Is the Most Guilty of All the 
Defendants. 

“Gentlemen of the jury.“ said Mr. Foster on 
resuming his address yesterday afternoon, “if a 
man commits a wrong or makes a mistake, or is 
guilty of an injustice is manly for him to ad- 
mit. I made a mistake this morning, although I 
did not know I was making a mistake. 1 desire 
to make a correction. I said, to the great dis- 
gust of my young friend, Mr. Scanlan, that I saw 
him write a note, and I gave the contents of that 
nove. Mr. Scanian has been writing during this 
entire trial, andisaw him write. He says he 
did not write me note which I saw, and I believe 
him when he says so—that he did not write that 
note, The fact is that I am informed that Mr.

The Court—I want nothing more said abou 
that note, Mr. Foster.

never written at al 

Mr. Foster—I merely wished to state thatI 
have made a mistake, and I do not wish the jury 
to regard anything that I have said. The verdict 
that is predicated on the argument of counsel is 
a Vicious verdict, However, I shall say no more 
about the note, and, gentlemen, I shall ask you 
to forget every word that I have said, and apply 
the testimony and the cold facts of the case 
where they belong. and as you believe them to 
be just, fitting, and proper. 

he great mistake and wrong, or great cir- 
cumstance of guilt, which is harped upou by 
counsel that have preceeded me, on the part of 
the prosecution in this case, is the fact that 
Beggs did not believe that Cronin was dead. It 
is inexcusable on the part of Beggs not to be- 
lieve that Cronin was dead. Why, the evidence 
shows that they had ceased to look for him. The 
evidence shows that the police were no longer 
looking for Cronin. They did not believe that he 
was dead, and this is what Mr. Longenecker 
says to youin his opening statement; and until 
May 22, the day on which the body was found 
in the catch-basin, says the State’s 
Attorney, the people ail over this city 
and country bad doubts as to whether the 
r man had ever been killed. That is what Mr. 
ongenecker tell us was true at that time—true 
the 22 of May that people all over the city and 
all over this country had doubts as to whether 
the poor man was killed. And yet, because my 
client had doubts, there is evidence of his guilt. 
Think of that, gentlemen. I have doubts; news- 
paper men sitting about me have doubts. They 
did not believe he was killed, but Beggs dare not 
doubt that the doctor had been murdered. 
Why? Why make a difference in his reasoning 
from what you make in your own, or what I make 
in mine? I know of no difference; I know of no 
reason under the sun. 
THE SENIOR GUARDIAN NOT A FOOL. 

Gentlemen, at the same interview in which he 
doubted as to whether Cronin was dead he gave 
it as his opinion that he would turn up again, ac- 
cording to the opinion of the 5 1 all over the 
city and all over the country. In the language of 
the State's Attorney he says to O Byrne and 
Maurice Morris, “We know, because we belong 
to the inner circle. We know; you fellows do 
not know. We know; we belong to the inner 
circle.” Now, think of that, gentlemen, in the 
light of a man whois guilty and who possessed 
guilty knowledge at that time. If Beggs was 
guilty on May 7, ne knew that Cronin was dead 
and not alive. He knew that Crouin's body lay 
in the catch-basin. He knew that the clothes 
of Dr. Cronin and the surgical instruments of Dr. 
Cronin and the receptacles with his own name 
engraved upon them layin the sewer, left to be 
found by the officers in search and by those en- 
gaged in the repair or cleansing of the sewer. He 
knew that. 

Now, assume fora moment that he did know 
these facts, that he was the head of this conspir- 
acy, the head of this infamous and damnable 
plot, do you believe, as sensible ana reasonable 
men—for again I assure you that my client is no 
fool—that he would claim to have extraordinary 
knowledge by reason of hig belonging to a circle 
which the evidence overwhelMingly establishes 
in this case never did exist? 

May 10 O'Connor says he asked him in regard 
to that report of the secret committee. New, 

entiemen, I know, and I think the evidence 
justifies me in saying, that almost every member 
of Camp No. 20 has been examined in the State's 
Attorney's office, or before the Coroner's jury, 
or before the grand jury, in order to elicit 
the truth—the most —— examination among 
all the members of Camp No. W., who were pres- 
ent at that meeting—and their examination un- 
der oath fails to disclose who it was that called 
for the report of the private, or secret com- 
mittee. he sole name besides that of Mr. 
Nolan was thatof Mr. O’Connor, who testified 
that the inquiry was made in reference toa 
private committee, or fora secret committee—I 
don't know which word was used, and you do 
not. Mr. Beggs responded, “That committee 
reports to the Senior Guardian,” or as one of 
them said, 'the Senior Guardian alone,“ or only. 
Now that is u fair presentation of the fact, and 
I challenge the gentleman to state if I have 
omitted anything in substance of what was 
stated by these men, 
THE JURY MUST NOT GUESS AT BEGGS’ GUILT. 

Now, gentlemen, it would be unfair and it would 
be unlawyerlike for me to go into details and 
tell you how hard Ihave worked and how hard 
my associate has worked and try and find some- 
where on the face of God’s green earth—to find 
the man who made that motion. He is not here, 
gentlemen. He is not here. If he is in existence 
how easy it would beto have him here to ex- 
plain what motion he had reference to and what 
committee he referred to, But he ig not here, 
gentlemen, 

No other men, no other men than Nolan and 
O’Connor ever heard that language, or pretend 
to testify to it. So then, my client must take it 
as he finds it—undenied, undisputed; because a 
thing which cannot be denied cannot be over- 
whelmed by testimony; and there it stands, the 
8th day of May, undisputed and unexplained. 
Some man arose—nobody ‘knows who—and, ac- 
cording to the recollection of Mr. Nolan and Mr. 
O'Connor, asked if that private committee had 
reponse: or secret committee, as the case ma 
be ey do neg tell who it was, and therefore 
do not know And you cannot know. “That com- 
mittee reports to me.“ 

Now, gentlemen, you are asked here as candida 
and tautious men with the presumption of inno- 
cence, with the presumption of law, every pre- 
sumption to which your attention has been called 
against the guilt of John F. Beggs in this case, 
you are called upon to presume that because 
there was a secret committee spoken of Feb. 8, 
that thirteen weeks afterwards, when there was 
a reference made to a private committee, it 
meant that committee and no other Why, the 
witnesses say it was a common thing to have 
committees appointed, Again I say, gentlemen, 
are you going to guess away the life of my client 
under such circumstances as those? 

Now, gentlemen, you are not going to do that; 
I know you are not going to do that. All I ask 
of you is to give to this matter, gentlemen, the 
same fair determination, the same consideration, 
and the same just verdict which you yourselves, 
if sitting in his piace, would ask of a jury sitting 
in your places. That is all I ask. hat is al 
that is necessary that I should ask. 

“IF BEGGS IS GUILTY LET HIM HANG.” 

Now, there is a matter, gentlemen, to which I 
desire to call your attention. If my client is 
guilty he is awful“ guilty, no words of com- 
menaation, no thought of pity. Not one syllable 
would I say in his behalf was he guilty of this 
atrocious and cold-blooded murder. Because 
John F. Beggs is the dupe ot no man. He is the 
toolofno man. He stands forth responsible for 
his acts without a mitigating circumstance if he 
is guilty. Therefore, I say to you, gentiemen, in 
all candor and sincerity you must destroy the 
life of John F. Beggs or else you must turn him 
free. Are you opposed to the execution of the 
death penalty? You and each one of you have 
sworn that you were not. Are you waiting 
fora murder more atrocious? In the name of 
heaven where do you expect to hear of one? I 
am talking sense now, gentlemen. I am appeal- 
ing to your reason, your judgment. If John F. 
Beggs is guilty John F. Beggs must die. Shame 
to the verdict; shame to the verdict under the 
circumstances surrounding this case that could 
suy: We will not torture our minds; we have 
not the moral turpitude to hang a man upon this 
evidence. but guessing, imagining. speculating 
that he might be guilty we will give him a term 
in the penitentiary on general principles, or upon 
speculation.“ Shame upon such a verdict as 
that. Humanity can stand no such outrage per- 
petrated upon one of its members. 

Gentlemen, my client has already suffered too 
much in this case. He is ruined, A young man 
blossoming outin an honorable profession is 
forever ruined. It requires but a charge of this 
kind to do that. It matters not what your ver- 
dict may be. The stain is fastened upon his 
skirts, and there it must stay forever. He has 
already suffered too much. I have no peroration 
to make, gentlemen. 1 desire to appeal to oo 
sympathies. I demand your cool, deliberate 
judgment. That is all I ask. In behalf of my- 
self, and in behalf of Mr. Beggs now and of my 
associates, I extend to you thanks for the kind 
and patient manner in which you have listened 
to the testimony and listened to my argument. 

I hope that the time will be short when he 
will be able to take each ohe of you by the hand 
andin person thank you for his deliverance. 
And then may you return to the loved ones at 
home, and may he be returned to the bosom of 
his loving wife. For love makes the world so 
small that all the beauty isin one face, all the 
music is in one voice, and all the rapture is in 
one kiss.. Gentlemen, I thank you. 


LEGAL TESTS VERSUs COMMON SENSE, 


Mr. Forrest Pointe Out Wherein the Jury 
Might Err in the Latter Kespenct. 

Mr. Forrest, on behalf of the defendants in 

general, addressed the jury as follows: 
May it please your Honor and you, gentlemen 
of dhe jury: You sit in judgment upon the lives 
of your fellow-citizens. You act, you look, like 
men that are thoroughly imbued with your sense 
of responsibility. You have listened attentive- 
ly to all tne details of the testimony. You have 
listened with 9 to the discussion of the 
testimony by the distinguished gentiemen that 
have preceded me, You cannot have failed to note 
the radical difference between the method of 
treating the evidence by the counsel for the 
defendants and the method of treating it by the 
counsel for the people. The two methods are 
radicallv different. One is wrong, altogether 
wrong, and the other is right, altogether right. 
The question is a most important ene. Counsel 
will not be able to agree uponit. You will hear 
my discussion of it and the discussion of Brother 
Mills, and then you will bear the Jucge pro- 
nounce upon the method of treatment. 

You will pay no attention to what I say about 
the law unless it commends itself to your reason 
and unless what I say is afterwards affirmed in 
principle or substance by the court It must be 
that the method of treatMg circumstantial evi- 
dence hus been pointed out, and pointed out 
clearly. The books are full of decisions. Our 
Judges cannot be radically different in treating 
it. They ail treat it alike, in England and in 
America. And therefore I say the prosecution 
is altogether wrong or we are altogether wrong. 
They are altogether right or we are altogether 
right. 

The State’s Attorney began with a rapid re- 
cital of the testimony. Youheardit. The testi 
mony was connected here aud there with a 
statement of his own private belief, He was 
followed by Brother Iagus and Brother Ing- 
ham immediately attacked Mr. Wing's method. 
I stand by Mr. Wing’s method. It will be cor- 
robora the books and corroborated by the 


court. He says that was a method of sophistical 
reasoning. Analysis is never sophistry. Analysis 
is the method of the scientist who wishes to 
ascertain the truth. Analysis is the method of 
the historian who wishes to find out what 
the fact is. Anaiysis is the method of the 
theologian who wishes to discover the truth of 
what is taught In the Scripture. Analysis is the 
method of every scientist, of 3 truthseeker, 
in all departments of learning throughout the 
world, But my Brother Ingham tells you that is 
not the method. but that you should think of the 
farmer and his sons and the bundle of fagots. 

There was no analysisin his speech. There 
was much wild, whii:ling denunciation. For ex- 
ample: He says here that young Kunze saw 
that he expected to be arrested, entirely ignor- 
ing the statement of the man that pointed him 
out when he was arrested, “I told him two 
weeks before that the officers were looking for 
him, ana he would be arrested.” He turns upon 
those men on trial, twoof whom only are my 
clients; he attacks them, and be makes their 
faces blanch with fear, and the young German 
cries out from the bottom of his soul, God 
knows I am innocent.” 

Then followed Mr. Donahoe. His method 
was substantially the method adopted by 
Judge Wing. hen followed Mr. Hynes. 
I did not have the pleasure of listening to what 
he said, but I did read it with considerable care, 
and shall have occasion to refer to it afterward. 

Now, gentlemen, our method is the method of 
analysis. Their method is the method of ignor- 
ing analysis and considering everything together, 
One is the method of the truthseeker; the other 
is the method of the political harangue. Which 
is right? Now, I wish to spend the whole after- 
noon, gentlemen, in discussing thut question. 
CONVINCED AS JURORS, CONVINCED AS MEN, 
Now. Mr. Ingham is usually fair, but he has 
been much excited by Mr. Wing's calm, clear, 
and cool and dispassionate analysis of the evi- 
dence in the case, and it was h @ statement 
of it as your Honor would have been warranted 
in delivering to this jury if the State of IIlinois 
permitted you to comment on the evidence. 

He picked up another Illinois report and read 
to you jurors, and he says that you jurors are not 
to lose your brains when you become jurors. 
And that is right. and you are just to have a lit- 
tle moré brains than you have at home—you ere 
to bring them together. He said this instruction 
was given by Judge Wing, in which you will re- 
member he quoted. Lou are convinced as jurors 
if you are convinced as men.” Now that is cer- 
tainly right when properly understood, but you 


must know it as the law intends, When the Su- 


preme Court passes upon instructions they never 
take up an instruction oy itself, but consider one 
instruction in the light of all the others. . 

Now. gentlemen, that phrase alone is a mis 
leading phrase. ‘‘You are Convinced as jurors 
if. you are convinced as men.“ What does that 
mean? That means when you come into the box 
and become jurors you do not lose your man- 
hood, you do not lose your experience, you do 
not lose your education, you do not set aside any 
advantage that you have; you bring into the box 
your manhood, your conscience, your intellect, 
your education, everything you have, and you 
are then simply men acting under your oaths. 
That is the common sense of it. Now, then, the 
gentleman says you are not to lose your experi- 
ence. No. You areto have as much or, if I may 
say so, a little more intellectual power than you 
have on the streets, if possible. ou are to have 
common sense. Now, I have an old-fashioned 
idea that common sense is more rare than 
genius. I think you will find less common sense 
in the community than you will of genius in 
different departments, Common sense! A broad, 
well-trained intellect. So much for those two 
statements. 

Now, then, gentlemen, as to law. 

From this point on Mr. Forrest read cases and 
extracts from Wills on Circumstantial Evi- 
dence,“ Burrell on the same, “Starkey on 
Evidence, and numerous decisions of Judges 
and Supreme benches on the value of indirect or 
circumstam#al evidence. The entire afternoon 
session of court was occupied by the lawyer 
in giving the jury lessons in law on this particu- 
lar point: The following paragraphs are extracts 
ee he incidentally spoke of the case on 
trial: 

THE BURDEN OF HIS SONG—PROOF! 

The rule is, The burden of proof is always on 
the party who asserts the existence of any fact 
which infers legal accountability.” Now, for, ex 
ample, Mr. Ingham says, Tell me why No. 117 
Clark street was rented, if it was not connected 
with this conspiracy?’ That is the very thing he 
has got to tell. Heasks us to tell him why it 
was rented. He would shift the burden of proof 
from his shoulders to ours, the very thing 
that he must bear. Mr. Longenecker says, If 
that blood in the cottage is not Dr. Cronin’s 
blood, tell me whose blood it is.“ The burden of 
proof is upon him to prove it instead of throwing 
it upon anybody else. He must show that it is 
not the blood of any other human being in the 
world. The burden of proof is upon him to show, 
net that it may be Dr. Cronin's blood, not that 
it might be Dr. Cronin's blood. but that as a 
matter of fact, as sure as this table is before you 
(atriking the table forcibly with his hand), it 
must be Dr. Cronin’s blood and not the blood of 
any other human being or animal. 

They ask whose it was if it was not Dr. 
Cronin’s. Now, that is the smartness of debate, 
and that is why I am reading these rules, and if 
you should go out there and sey that because the 
defendants do not show that it was not Dr. 
Cronin's, why we will say that it was, why then 
you would do a wrong thing, and you will come 
to that evidence more clearly a little further on. 
In order to justify aconciusion so far as the 
guilt is concerned the inculpatory facts must be 
incompatible with innocence of action, and only 
explainable on no other reasonabie hypothesis 
than guilt.” That is what is called the test of 
tests. 

So that when you find the facts are consistent 
with their guilt, you have just begun to apply 
the principle itself. When you find that tne 
facts, if you do find, are consistent with their 
guilt, you have then to apply the test of tests: 
Are they inconsistent with innocence? 

This is not a question of who are Irish patriots. 
I have got my opinion of these Irish patriots, 
just as you have; we are not concerned about 
Irish patriots. We are not concerned about the 
scoundrelism of that faction in stealing money, 
and the scoundrelism of that faction. As an 
American citizen I have my opinion about the 
Clan-na-Gael. I think it should be wived out.of 
existence. That won't help you, and won't help 
me. The question charged here is murder— 
murder (rapping his knuckles violently on tne 
table). 

TWO AND TWO DO NOT MARK FOUR. 

„Each circumstance necessary to the con- 
clusion must be distinctly and independently 
proved by competent evidence.“ ow, that 
does not mean every factin the case. It means 
every fact necessary to the conclusion sought. 
For example, here are some seven or eight wit- 
nesses that are called with reference to the 
horse. The Dinans, McNearneys, and Scanlan, 
and Mrs. Conklin. Now, it does not mean that 
every fact testified to by every one of those wit- 
nesses must be proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt. but it means that all the evidence on that 
fact of the horse which is necessary to the con- 
clusion sought must be proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt, and must be distinctly and inde- 
pendentiy proved. But you cannot say, Well, 
Niemann said something about Daniel Coughlin. 
Now, Niemann is not quite certain about it and 
we will add the Conklins certainty about the 
horse to Niemann’s uncertainty about Coughlin 
and prove them both in that way.“ You see the 
statement of itis absurd. And yet, geatlemen, 
you would be likely to do that unless your at- 
tention was called to these tests. 

So that all of tnese might have beens” that 
these gentlemen ask us to remove by proof are 
the things which the law says you musi give the 
prisoner the benefit of. Now, then, what kind of 
a might have been must this be. I use this 
word because itis cheir bypotnesis. There are 
two hypotheses—the hypothesise of guilt and 
the hypothesis of innocence, The State says the 
hypothesis of guilt is proved, and the defense 
say we cannot prove the hypothesis of innocence, 
but we can suggest something to you which we 
think is consistent with everything they have 
proved, and which will be true, and yet these 
men be innocent, 

What sort of a thing must that be that the 
lawyer suggests, or you may suggest, or any one 
on the jury may suggest for himself? How rea- 
sonable must it be? ‘If it appears that it ac- 
counts for the facts witb greater reason than the 
hypothesis of guilt the resWt is obvious. The 
hypothesis of guilt must be abandoned.” We 
Will agree on that but the State won't agree with 
what follows—they won't like what follows: It 
it accounts for that with equa] reason, the same 
effect is produced, the equilibrium of judgment be- 
ing the consequence, and an acquittal must fol- 
low.“ Do they agree to that! Mere probabil- 
ity, as we have seen, never constituted a suf- 
ficient basis of conviction.”” Do they agree to 
that? 

Judge Longenecker— We agree to that. 

Mr. Forrest—Then, sir, we do not disagree at 
all on anything, and when the court comes to 
apply it he will have no trouble. 

RULE UPON ROLE, PRECEPT UPON PRECEPT. 

Let me read a little further: ‘The proof is di- 
rect that the defendant obtained the note from 
Smith.“ I omit this and you can see why. Be- 
cause there was direct proof it did not apply.” 

: Mr. Léngenecker—It is the same with the cot- 
age. 

Mr. Forrest—No, the cottage does not apply, 
because here he was charged with stealing the 
note; and the proof was direct that he got the 
note—that be had the note. He says there are 
two witnesses, or different witnesses here on dif- 
ferent subjects, and both of them testified di- 
rectly to the fact—the very fact in dispute, the 
factum probandum, the larceny. The testimony 
of another comes under the head of circumstan- 
tial evidence, 

Mr. Longenecker—Read on there. 

Mr. Forrest—I1 am going to read on. “The 
testimony of another comes under the head of 
circumstantial evidence. The jury might not 
have believed there was 4 reasonabie doubt that 
the defendant did not have the maney wherewith 
to make the payment.“ Your cottage is an in- 
dispensable link in the chain; strike the cottage 
out and the whole case goes out with it. 

Mr. Longenecker—I agree with you. 

Mr. Forrest—Counsel for the deferidants radica)- 
ly differ in their method from the procésses of the 
counsel for the prosecution. They proposed a town 
meeting metnod, We used that of analysis, and 
they object to it, and we submit that ours is the 
proper method. And for that reason I have 
spent hours in reading these cuses, and that it is 
correch you Will see if the court so charges you. 
This method we insist on. And with this ex- 
haustive statement of the case we leave it with 
you until Monday morning, when we shall take 
up each circumstance by itself by the method 
proposed. r

NEBRASKA AND KANSAS RATES, 


Inability to Bring About an Adjustment of 
Existing Complications. 

The managers of the Nebraska and Kan- 
sas lines have been in session since Tuesday 
morning for the purpose of adjusting the re- 
lation between the through and local rates 
west of the Missouri River iu the States of 
Nebraska and Kansas, but in spite of the 
most strenuous efforts made toreach an 
agreement a conclusion could not be reached, 
and the matter will again come up for con- 
sideration at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Managers of the Gentlemen's 
association next Wednesday. It was ex- 

cted that the Special Conference Commit- 

e appointed last Thursday would succeed 
in devising a plan for the adjustment of the 
tariff. But these hopes were not realized, 
and the committee has finally to admit its in- 
ability to bring gbout an arrangement by 
which the matter’could be disposed of. Asa 
last resort the Rock Island proposed that tne 
question be again submitted to the special 
board of arbitration, and that the rates recom- 
mended by the arbitrators be put in effect for 
at least sixty days. The proposition, how- 
ever, was voted down. The Nebraska roads 
claimed that they were pledged to put re- 
duced rates in effect from Omaha, Lincoin, 
and Beatrice to Nebraska local points and 
they could not violate that pledge without 
causing great dissatisfaction among their 
patrons in Nebraska, which they feared 
would lead to antagonistic legislation. The 
compromise tariff proposed by the Kansas 
lines they did not consider satisfactory, and 
consequently ali that they would consent to 
was to hold the ir proposed new tariff—which 
was to have gone in effect Dec. 10—in abey- 
ance until after next Wednesday’s meeting. 
If that meeting fails to adjust the matter a 
war in Western freight rates must be the in- 
evitabie result. 


TO DISMISS THE INJUNCTION SUITS, 


Negotiations Between Gov. Larrabee and 
the Railways of Iowa. 

Des Mores, Ia., Dec. 7.—Negotiations are 
in progress between Gov. Larrabee and the 
railway companies of the State, by which it 
is proposed that the railroads accepting the 
Iowa Commussioners’ schedule as com- 
pensatory will dismiss their injunc- 
tion proceedings against the Commis- 
sioners in the Federal Courts and 
that the State Will dismiss the 
fifty penalty suits against the roads begun 
by Attorney-General Baker by direction of 
Goy. Larrabee in Polk and Scott Counties. 
The injunction proceedings, in accordance 
with the decision of Judge Brewer, are in 
abeyance while tue Con.missioners’ rates are 
being tried. If the railroads push them they 
will have to produce evidence that tne rates 
are not compensatory. The proposed com- 
promise contemplates the witndrawal of 
the Rock IsSland's injunction suits in 
the State courts as well as of 
the other corporations in the Fed- 
eral courts. The penalty suits were brought 
by the Governor ata time when the roads 
were disobeying the law and continuing to 
charge the old rates. They are criminal pro- 
ceedings and the penalties under the law 
would amount in the fifty cases to about 
$250,000. The roads sought to remove them 
to the Federal courts, but Judge Brewer re- 
manded them on constitutional grounds. 
When in February last the railroads an- 
nounced their inteation of accepting the 
schedule and obeying the law the Governor 
directed Attorney General Stone not to push 
the suits for the time being. It is probable 
now that they will alt be dismissed. 


NORTH DAKOTA’S LEGISLATIVE DOINGS. 


Bills Introduced in the House—The Fro- 
hibition Measure Referred Back. 

BisMArcK, N. D., Dec. 7.—[Speciai. |—The 
first action in the House this afternoon was 
the appropriation of $40,000 to defray the 
expenses of the legislative session. A bill 
was introduced giving the Railroad Com- 
missioners power to compel the railroad com- 
panies to furnish carstoany one for the 
shipment of wheat, thus preventing discrim- 
ination against the private buyer. 

The Capital removal question came up in 
the House and an attempt was made by the 
Grand Forks men to force action on it this 
afternoon. They were outgeneraled, and the 
bill was referred to the Committee on Ap. 
portionment. The Prohibition bill was re- 
terred back to the Committee on Temper- 
ance for the amendment of sections claimed 
to be defective. 

A memorial to Congress prayi that the 
price of Government land in the State be re- 
dauced to $1.25 per acre, whether the land is 
inside or outside of a railroad land grant, 
passed the House. This affects the land in 
the Northern Pacific grant, which is now 
solid at $2.50 per acre. 


FARMERS’ ALLIANCE OFFICERS CHOSEN. 


The St. Louls Gathering Finishes Its Work 
—Agreeing to the Federation. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—The 
National Farmers’ Alliance met this morning 
at their rooms in the Planters’ House and 
finally considered the different planks in the 
agreement looking toward a consolidation of 
the several labor bodies. While the work 
was practically accomplished at the exposi- 
tiom meeting last night, there were quite a 
number of the Northern alliance delegates 
who did not feel authorized by their home 
organizations to enter into a positive agree- 
ment at this time. Their instructions did 
not warrant- such a procedure, but it was 
agreed that fraternal relations would exist 
between all the bodies that had been —— 
meeting during the week, and that a federa- 
tion for mutual protection be considered as 
effected. That being ali the business before 
tne alliance, adjournment was had, to meet 
in Omaha next year at the call of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The election of officers re- 
sulted in H. L. Loucks of Clear Lake, S. D., 
being chosen President; J. H. Powers of 
Nebraska, Vice-President; August Post of 
Moulton, Ia., Secretary; J. J. Austin of Aus- 
tin, Minn., Treasurer; and M. B. Asbley of 
Des Moines, la., Lecturer. 


THREE PRISONERS ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


The Rickety Bastile at Lawrenceville, III., 
Loses Some Star Boarders. 

Rripceport, Ill. Dec. 7.—[Special.]—Three 
prisoners escaped from the county jail at 
Lawrenceville early this morning. Outside 
friends furnished them a crowbar with 
which they pried apart the bars on the 
window ana climbed down a ladder placed 
against the wall. Those who escaped were 
Will Sheppard, bound over for jattempting 
to rob the Ohio & Mississippi night express 
in October, and Scott Wartield and another 
prisonér, horse-thieves. The jail is in the 
center of town and itis not guarded at night, 
although it is a tumbie-down structure. he 
flight of the prisoners was not discovered 
until breakfast time this morning and there 
is no Clew to their whereabouts.

SILCOTT FORGED THE NAMES oF 4 
SCORE OF CONGRESSMEN, 


He Took Up the Forged Notes Before Hig 
Flight, Thinking Thereby to Avoia Ex- 
tradition Proceedings — Lawyers Say 
That This Will Not Save Him—Latest 
Deveiopments in the Case—The Where- 
abouts of the Thiebault Woman Still 
Unknown. 5 


Wasmxorox. D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special, 1 
To- day's developments regarding the steal. 
ings of Cashier Silcott increased the wonder 
that he had ever been trusted with other peo- 
ple’s money. He was a territic plunger on 
the races and this knowledge was not con- 
fined to quarters outside the Sergeant-at. 
Arms’ office. His forgeries were fully ex. 
plained before the Adams committee this 
morning when several of the Congressmen 
testined that notes bearing their names wers 
forged.

is elected and rallies his army corps of 
muscle Democrats around him. There are 
not bonds enough in sight, evenif the Su- 
preme Court upholds tne law, to give the 
10,000 or 15,000 work for more than about 
seven or eight months. Then they will have 
to hunt for something else. f 

One man of Mr. King’s army“ receiving 
$2 per day will get abot $600 a year, or, $2.50 
a day, $750 a year. It will be necessary for 
the board, if it does the work itself by the 
day, as Mr. King proposes, to lay out $2,000,- 
000 or $3,000,000 in plant at the start,. There 
must be immense dredges, and derricks, and 
machinery for handling tne stone and earth. 
‘There must be steam or air drills, steam en- 
gines, tug-boats, great stocks of explosives. 
There must also be a battalion of superin- 
tendents, deputy, and deputy sub-assistant 
superintendents, and foremen. There must 
needs be one Democrat to oversee every ten 
or a dozen Democratic workmen, and see 
that they do uct work too hard. Conse- 
quently, for every $600 paid to a Democratic 
workman there will be an expenditure of 
$400 for plant and supervision and other ex- 
peases. Hence the employment of 10,000 
men for a year means the expenditure of 
$10,000,000. 

“This is splendid,“ says the unrefiecting 
Democratic workingman. “This is better 
than California in gold-washing days.“ But 
where is the money to come from, good Dem- 
ocrat, which is to pay these wages and keep 
the 1 going? 

From the sale of bonds.“ says his Demo- 
cratic guide and friend, Kine. How much 
can be gotion from this source? The law 
says: 

The corporation may borrow money for eorpo- 
rate purposes, and mayissue bonds therefor, 
but shall not become indebted in any manber or 
for any purpose to an amount in the aggregate to 
eiceed 5 per centum on the valuation of taxable 
property therein; provided that said per centum 
shail not exceed the sum of $15,000,000. 

The present assessment is but $2U0,000.000, 
so that but $10,000,000 in bonds can be sold. 
It will be seen that after the cost of plant is 
taken out of that sum there will be barely 
enough. left to run Mr. King’s Democratic 
legions of sojers tor five months. The bond 
money will tnen be all gone and the job 
hardly commenced on that tax devouring 
plan. 

* But,” says the astonished Democratic 
sojer, we will be paid out of the general 
taxes which can be levied, won't we!“ 

The law says the Trustees may levy and 
collect taxes tne aggregate amount of which 
in any one year shal) not exceed one-half of 
1 ,percentum of the value of the taxable 
property within the corporate limits.“ That 
means that with the present assessment but 
51.000. 000 a year can be collected to pay $10,- 
000,000 in wages. And out of that $1 000,000, 
too, will come about $400,000 for interest on 
bonds, leaving but $600,000, or enough to hire 
only 600 Democratie sojers. 

THE PROGRAM. 

The King program is plain enough. First 
elect the Democratie ticket by false promises 
of perpetual employment at high wages to 
15,000 laborers. Then issue the $10,000,000 in 
bonds and put the money in some#ank 
which will pay interest—#200,000 or $300,000 
a year—to the block of five Trustees who are 
on the inside. Next, in 1892 throw this army 
of 10,000 to 15,000 Democratic sojers to work 
on the canal and see whst can be done to 
carry the State for the Democracy. And 
after that the drainage ditch may take care 
of itself. 

What next? The money being gone in a 
few months by King’s plan the sojers will 
be discharged. The work, hardly begun, will 
be suspended. The costiy machinery will be 
left to rot, littering the banks of the channel 
as De Lesseps’ machines do those of the 
abortive cut at the isthmus, which has cost 
the French people 8240, 000, 000. 

The power of the Drainage District to issue 
bonds, will have been exhausted. No Demo- 
cratic assessor will raise the valuation to give 
boodlers a chance to sell five millions more 
of them. After they are eaten up work will 
remain less than half finished—for how mahy 
years no one can tell. Either that ora Dem- 
ocratic Legislature will be asked to allow of 
far heavier taxes, so that the entire com- 
munity may be ruined in the effort to enable 
Mr. King and his block of five Trustees to 
keep good their promise of paying ten or fif- 
teen thousand Democratic sojers their big 
wages for ten or twenty years longer. How 
do the housholders and the taxpayers like 
King’s plan of confiscating their homes and 
estates to divide up with his Democratic 
sojers while they are pottering and pretend- 
ing to be digging the ditch?

The old-time bears 
who had thought it prudent to cover some of 
their lines Friday were reselling yesterday, 
and it was not until the price 
of May had receded to 83 cents 
that any reaction from its downward 
course took place, and even then Hagge 
was the limit of its recovery. It closed with 
sellers at 83i¢c, and the only buyers at tne 
close were shorts taking their profits, Linn 
and Pardridge being among the most prom- 
inent. Baldwin-Farnum and Field-Lindley 
were free sellers at 88e, and at 83!¢c the 
former sold about 250,000 bushels for account 
of a local speculator. The decline from the 

revious Gay’s closing price was ge per 

ushel. : 

There was another scare among the shorts 
in December corn. Mr. Benjamin Peters 
Hutchinson was the cause of their fear, 
he being credited with having absorbed the 
cash corn recently dropped by the manipu- 
lators of the November squeeze. Be this as 
it May. No. 2 corn for immediate delivery has 
again become a scarce commodity, ana its 
value advanced from 3l4c to 32¢, and for 
this month’s delivery it sold at one period of 
the day up to 324¢c and closed at 32c. Re- 
ceiving houses wich have been selling on the 
expectation of having the property to deliver 
on their sales appeared to fear their ability 
to secure the stuff in time. and were free 
buyers on this market yesterday. 

Provisions opened buoyant and firm, but 
changed front in the course of the dealings, 
and closed weak at a decline of from 5 to 10c 
under Friday's latest quotations. .

New York, Dec. 7.— [Special. — The feat- 
ure in Wall street today was continued cov- 
ering of the short interest in Lackawanna 
and Reading.

The difference between tne 
highest at which tney got in and the lowest 
at “which they got out was about fifteen 
points, and local traders assert that if they 
had known where the selling orders were 
coming from Uhe other day they would have 
bought the stock even cheaper. 

Dividend-paying stocks were bought for 
the long account and the advances ranged 
from something more than 1 per cent in 
Michigan Centrai and Manhattan to 5½ in 
Pullmans. Chicago Gas sold “ex” the quar- 
tverly dividend of 1 per cent and recovered 
the amount of the quarterly divided of 1 per 
cent of which it sold “ex today, but lost a 
portion of the advance in the general reac- 
tion toward the close.

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PRESIDENT HARRISON IN HIS OLD 
HOME ONCE M@RE, 
fi SEES Se 

On to the Garden City Tomorrow for the 
Auditorium Openiug—His Visit to In- 
dianapolis at This Time Without Polit- 
ical Sigulfleance— Anxlous for a Restfal 
Sabbath—No Public Demonstration— 
The Return Trip.

IxDIANATOIL As, Ind., Dec. 7.—[ Special. — 
President Harrison’s arrival in Indianapolis 
today for avisit of thirty-six hours was an 
event that apparently excited little interest 
locally. There were not more than 150 per- 
sons at the railway station to greet him, and, 
as he desired, there was no public demon- 
stration of uny kind in his honor. The train 
—a special comprising two Cars—arrived an 
hour later than it was expected, and to avoid 
any attempts at display the Pennsyivania 
railway company’s employés refused to give 
information as to its coming. 

The trip from Washington was uneventful 
until the State boundary line between Indi- 
ana and Ohio was reached. A decorated 
arch, bearing emblems of welcome, had been 
erected there, and acrowd had gathered to 
see the President, but the train was not 
stopped. The first stop inside the President’s 
native State was made at Richmond, where 
a large crowd had gathered at the railway 
station. There were calis for him, and he 
appeared on the platform of the car and 
bowed to the crowd. This Was not enough, 
however, and in response to continued calls 
he again appeared, and said: “I thank you, 
gentiemen, for your greeting. It 1s always 
a pleasure to meet the citizens of My own 
State ana to be once more in its borders. 
But I cannot this morning make a speech.” 

The crowd eheered and called for Mr. 
Clarkson, who was ied out by Mr. Halford 
and bowed as the train pulled out. There 
were crowds of people all along the way sta- 
tions, whe merely got a glance at the Presi- 
dential party, as the train sped through at 
When the 
train finally arrived at Indianapolis at 12:50 
o’clock, an hour late, the President was the 
first to disembark. After greeting his son- 
in-law and shaking hands with Depot-Master 
Manning, the President walked through the 
depot and, entering a carriage, was driven to 
the residence of his son-in-law’s father, R. S. 
McKee, where he will remain while in the 
city. The other members of the party, Mr. 
Clarkson and wite and Private Secretary 
Halford, were invited to the house of Mr. 
McKee, but they had previously engaged 
rooms at the New-Denison Hotel, and were 
driven there. Miss Wanamaker was ex- 
pected to accompany the party and there 
was some disappointment because she, as 
well as Mrs. Harrison. could not come. Dur- 
ing the afternoon there were many caliers at 
Mr. McKee’s residence to see the President, 
and a large number of persons also calied at 
the hotel to see Mr. and Mrs. Clarkson and 
Mr. Halford. 

WITHOUT POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

An attempt has been made to show tbat 
there is some political significance in the 
President’s visit to his old home at this time, 
and it was reported that a conference would 
be held while he was here with prominent 
representatives of the party, but those in au- 
thority deny that there is any such purpose, 
and without their denlal it is evident that the 
reports are absurdiy untrue. It is explained 
by a member of the President's family that 
his reasons for coming to Indianapolis in- 
stead of going directly to Chicago are wholly 
personal. He desired to spend afew hours 
with the members or his family and attend 
services at his old church tomorrow morning. 

»The President would not, of course, trav- 
el Sunday,“ said the gentleman, and in 
order to reach Chicago in time to attend the 
opening of the Auditorium Monday evening 
it was necessary for him to leave Washing- 
ton Friday evening. Hedidn’t desire to be 
in Chicago over Sunday because he knew he 
would be harassed all day long by the peo- 
ple of the city by the lake, who are not as 
familiar with him as the citizens of Indianap- 
olis. A Sunday in Chicago would undoubt 
ecly have been an unpleasant day for him. 
Here he can spend a quiet day and get to 
Chicago in ample time to be present at the 
opening of the Auditorium. It was tne Pres- 
ident’s request that the trip be a quiet one, 
and he knew his wishes covld. not be carried 
out if he went direct to Chicago. Iam confi- 
dent that the politicians in Indiana had no 
notification of the President’s coming, and 
he will not give any of them audience while 
here.“ 

The party will leave here for Chicago to- 
morrow night at 12:40 over the Pennsylvania 
road. The return to Washington will be by 
way of Indianapolis, the train passing here 
Tuesday morning. On the return trip the 
President will be joined here by his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Robert McKee, who will go to the 
White House for the winter.

A GIGANTIC ABATTOIR FOR CANADA 


Three Rivers to Be the Location and 
$2,000,000 the Capital. 

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 7.—[{Special.]—A 
scheme has been floated for the building of a 
gigantic abattoir by an English company at 
the Town of Three Rivers, Que. A company 
hus been organized, and a prominent French- 
Canadian who has just returned from En- 
gland says that the scheme is being vigor- 
ously pushed and is taking well. It is repre- 
sented as offering enormous profits. The 
company isto be known as the “ Canadian 
Dried Meat Company (Limited),” and is to 
have an authorized capital of $2,000,- 
000 in $25 shares. Among the di- 
rectors are Sir William Marriott, 2; C., who 
is Chairman, anc Admiral Sir Edward A. 
Inglefleld, late Commander-in-Chief of the 
North American Station. The board of 
managementin Canada isto consist of Sir 
Hector Langevin, Dominion Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, ana other prominent Canadians. 
The business of the company will be to pur- 
chase live stock and to kill and dress the 
same for shipment and otherwise. Three 
Rivers, the prospectus says, is over 300 miles 
nearer to Engiand than is New York, and so 
vast is the area of agricultural land in Can- 
ada that there can be little doubt that it only 
requires a remunerative outlet for the sup- 
ply to be almost indefinitely increased. The 
estimated net profit for the first year is 
given at $700,000.

DESTITUTION IN SOUTH DAKOTA, 


Starvation Staring People in the Face— 
A Chance for Charitable People. 

The following is self-explanatory: 

*‘ OHICAGO, Dec. 7.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
We are in receipt of a letter from E. H. Couse of 
De Smet, S. D., of which we give you a copy be- 
low: 

DR Suet, S. D., Dec. 4 1889.—Hibbard, 
Spencer, Bartlett & Co.—A great calamity has 
befallen many of our people. The severe drought 
of the last season cutoff their crops, leaving lit- 
tie food for themselves or feed for their cattle. 
and nothing to sell. I write particularly con- 
cerning eight townships of Kingsbury County; 
other townships in other counties are in the same 
condition. These townships are in the west and 
southwest portions of the county. and are in 
great need of help. They are well-settled and 
improved, and have hitherto raised and shipped 
large quantities of wheat. Esmoni, a station 
not far south of Iroquois, in former years 
shipped more grain than any station from Huron 
to Hawarden. This year it has shipped but a 
single car-load of wheat, and that should have 
been kept for home consumption. This means 
great destitution, which in some war must be 
relieved, for our people are full of grit and are 
going to hold on. We have at a nominél cost 
supplied some 400 or 500 people with coal, and 
now we want clothmg, boots and shoes, over- 
shoes, caps, mittens, etc., for women, children, 
boys, and men. Good second-hand cloth- 
ing will not come amiss. Anything in 
this line that you or your neighbors will ship 
to me I will personally attend to the 
distribution of, and each article shall go where it 
will do the most good. The freight will cost 
nothing. as the railroad companies are dealing 
liberally with us. As to provisions, our people 
are not going to starve, for corn is plenty and 
cheap, but groceries could be used to advantage. 
Dakota is tributary to Chicago and in this emer- 
gency we naturally look to your city for reliel.

He was born at Boston and became 
professor of Latin in Michigan University in 
1854, a position he had held ever since, He Was 
acting President in 1869-71 and in 1880-’81, and 
was held in highest esteem here. 
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It Ig Estimated by a Scientist to Be About 
Six Trillion Tons | 
Time was when the carbon and hydrogen 
which form practically the whole of our 
supply of fuel and the principal part of 
our food were inorganic—no more capable of 
sustaining combustion or animal life (if we 
except certain microscopic forms which de- 
compose carbonic acid) than granite or 
slate, writes E. P. Jackson in the North 
Americau Leview, For vegetable life, however, 
the supply of food was at its maximum. 
Vegetable life came, generated in some un- 
known way by the solar energy which 
poured through the atmosphere and the heat 
energy which penetrated the eartn’s crust 
from within. Through the unimaginabie 
ages of the cartoniferous period a gigantic 
flora fed on the rich atmosphere, assimilat- 
ing its carbon and hydrogen, and therebv 
setting free its oxygen, until it could sus- 
tain its animal life, at first in the 
lowest, then successively in the higher, 
forms. This gigantic flora, with its enor- 
mous potential energy of chemical separa- 
tion from oxygen—an energy derived chiefly 
frem the solar energy of that period, easily 
admitted and tenaciously retained by the at- 
mospbere—is now stored upin the earth as 
fuel for the future generations of our race. 
Future, I say, for tremendous as the annual 
consumption of coal, petroieum, and natural 
gas for a generation has been, we have 
as yet only begun upon the great store. Hith- 
erto Mother Earth has been able to sup 
ply her children’s neéds by expending only 
her“ current income. In this latter day, 
however, their demands bave multiplied so 
rapidly that she has been obliged to draw 
upon the capital stored up during the lon 
ages of her maigenhood. How long will 
that capital last at the terrible rate at 
which we have begun to squander it? Is her 
children’s prodigality actually making her 
poorer! or has she the power to nullify the 
effects of their extravagance! and are her 
diminishing resources due only to the 
decreasing energy of her natural sup- 
porter and protector, the sun? However 
prodigal man may be in his use of earth’s 
treasures he can never annihilate one atom 
of her substance or transport it beyond her 
domain. In his “ wasteful’? consumption of 
fuel he is only restoring its elements to 
their primeval condition as constituents 
chiefly of the aerial and aqueous oceans 
which surround our globe. It follows, then, 
and the more rapid the combustion the 
richer becomes the atmosphere in its power 
to sustain and force vegetable growth If it 
were possible for that period, so often pre- 
dicted, to arrive, when the 6,000,000,000,000 
tons, more or less, of foseil fuels now stored 
uD in the earth’s coal bins shall have been 
consumed, the atmosphere, will simply have 
returned to its primeval condition, that 
which preceded the carboniferous period. 
The only essential difference, therefore, 
which will mark the two remote geologic pe- 
riods, the past and future, will be due 
to whatever reduction will have taken 
place in the sun’s energy. But 
whether that condition is destined 
ever to return to earth or not, one 
thing is certain: It wili not be through hu- 
man instrumentality. Ages before its arri- 
val the percentage of carbonic acid in the 
atmosphere will have passed the point possi- 
ble to the continunce ot human life. If not 
through human agency, then howis it to 
come? Certainly not by any of the proc- 
esses now in operation. The percentage of 
carbonic acid in the atmosphere does not 
materially vary. This fact means simply 
that somewhere on the earth’s surface 
vegetation istaking up the enormous sur- 
plus of carbonic acid constantiy pouring 
forth from our millions of furnaces, and 
thus restoring it to the form of availa- 
ble fuel. The weight that is constantly sink- 
ing is thus being constantly relifted by the 
daily conversion of solar to vital energy. 
Only some stupendous convulsion of nature, 
like those dreamed of by John of Patmos 
and Lord Byron, in Which the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat,” can undo the 
work of the carboniferous ages—some tre- 
mendous upheaval in which the subterranean 
stores of fuel shail at once be laid bare and 
given over to the devouring oxygen. Then 
would anew cycle begin, another carbonit- 
erous era, in which the storehouses would 
be again slowly filled for future generations 
of men. Again and again might the cycle 
return, until the diminishing energy of the 
sun should fail to uplift the fallen weight, to 
reorganize the inorganic.

Meats and Their Digestibility. 

According to Payen, without there being any- 
thing absolute in those qualities which depend 
on the particular state of tne digestive organs 
of different individuals or on their idiosyncrasies, 
we may say in general that meats are more eas- 
ily digestible/the less strong their cohesion and 
the less their bardness. We might thus estab- 
lish between them the following order, begin- 
ning with the lightest: Sea ana river fish, fowl, 
game, crustaceans, lamb, veal, beef, mutton, 
wild boar, and pork. 

In these categories are generally considered 
heavy and hard to digest, salmon, eels, geese, 
ducks and some other water birds, as well as 
strongly smoked and salted meat, Ono the time 
required for the digestion of different kinds of 
food:

The above is taken from Beaumont's Experi- 
ments on Digestion.“ Dalton comments on these 
observations as follows: These results would 
not always be precisely the same for different 
persous. since there are variations in this respect 
according to age and temperament. Thus, in 
most instances, mutton would probably be 
equally digestibie with beef, or perhaps more so; 
and milk, which in some persons is easily di- 
gested, in others is disposed of with considerabie 
difficulty. But as a general rule the compara- 
tive digestibility of different substances is no 
doubt correctly expressed by the above lust. — 
Hali’s Journal of Lieaith,

The boys, however, deny that 
they ever before took anything from Bisseil’s 
piace, and the proprietors of the place say 
that they have missed none of their goods 
before, thus exploding the story iu cir- 
culation yesterday afternoon to the effect 
that poisoned stuff had been p 
in the bottles. 

The only wonder is that any of the six are 
alive if what they testified to yesterday at 
the Coroner’s inquest is true. Taney said 
that a bottle containing a full quartof 2 
and another bottle containing five pints 0 
Hollana’s gin, among tue strongest liquors 
made, were emptied by the crowd. They 
were also absolutely certain that Mahoney 
drank more than the others, each of the 
boys swearing that when the bottle of gin 
was about baif gone be raised the bottle to 
his lips and drained it to the last dro 
this is true it is remarkable that he did not 
expire at once. As it was, he died pretty 
quickly. 

PADDY TAKEN HOME. 

Paddy was a nice-looking boy, and accord- 
ing to his mother. who is a widow woman 
and lives in a tumble-down house in the 
patch in the rear of No. 1421 Indiana avenue, 
was a good boy. Afterhe had come home 
from school Friday he did a few chores about 
the house and then started for the market 
on an errand for his mother. She did not 
see him again until about 9 o’clock, when she 
was startied by the noise of 
drunken youths on the door ste 
Paddy, not long after he drank the gin, fell 
into a drunken stupor, and the other boys, 
who were also boisterously intoxicated, de- 
cided to take him home. So Paddy was 
dragged along streets and alleysfrom in 
front of Libby Prison, where the bottles 
were “cracked” and emptied, to his home, 
At times the boys had him on their shoul 
ders, but their weak knees would not long 
stand the weight, and then the almost life- 
less body was pulled along sometimes by 
the legs, sometimes by the arms, ana 
at other times, it is declared, by the hair of 
the head. Several.times on the journey 
Paddy was pulled on to a convenient door- 
step while the gang gathered around him and 
took something from the whisky bottle to in- 
crease their strength. The gang all the time 
kept up their drunken revelry, songs, meco- 
herent speeches, and oaths being generously 
distributed on the way. It was while they 
were trying to pull Paddy on his door- 
steps that his mother came out and 
carried her son into the house. She laid him 
on the bed, but even then the death rattle 
sounded in his throat, and a moment later 
his lifeless body lay before her. 
hey is entirely overcome by the affair and all 
day yesterday sat weeping by the coffin con- 
taining the boy’s remains. 


THE LEADER ESCAPES. 
All the other lads had a frightful experi- 
ence and noneof them were conscious until 
they woke up in the station yesterday morn- 


ing. 

The first thing Charles Daly, the leader 
of the gang, said as he looked through the 
bars at the officer, “‘O, for God's sake give 
me a drink.“ Charlie is only 13 years old, 
but an exceedingly tough youth. While at 
the inquest yesterday he jumped through a 
convenient window and escaped. He 
not been found since. The other boys—Aiex- 
ander, Powell, Burch, and Hopkins—promisse 
re reform. Noneof them is over 12 years 
old. 

Hopkins stole the liquor from among the 
samples displayed in the saloon window 
while the bartender was not looking. 
made three trips to the saloon, the third 


time being caught and arrested with the rest 


of the boys, with the exception of Mahoney, 
who had been taken home. 

The parents of the boys were on hand yes 
terday anc the Harrison Street Station was 
the scene of much weeping. 

The Coroner holds an inquest on a good 
many ll-year-old boys in the course of a 
who have come to an untimely end, but it is 
seldom that bis jury finds that tne unfor- 
tunate youth died from an overdose of 
whisky. Yet that is the official cause of the 
death of Paddy Mahoney, as placed yester- 
day on the records of the Coroner of Cook 
County.

LONDON. Dec. 7.—In their new opera, called 
*Gondelieri; or, The King of Barataria,”’ 
produced at the Savoy tonight, Gilbert and 
Sullivan quite abandoned the ambitious steps 
toward classical opera, as attempted in 
“Ruddygore” and ** Yeoman of the Guard. 
They have gone instead into the rollicking 
music and topsy-turvy fun of **Pianafore™ 
and the Mikado.“ The plot deals with two 
gondolieri, who are mixed up in the cradle 
much after the fashion of the Pinaforean 
heroes.

Contradictory and ex rated reports are 
still circulating at Paris regard to the 
rupture of the engagement of ripe ye be- 
tween Miss Gwendoline Caldwell and Prince 
Murat. The lady was recently waited on 
and in an informal conversation spoke freely 
and frankiy of her relations with Prince Mu- 
rat and of the cause of his action with re- 
gard to their engagement. In the first 
place,“ she said, ine Prince hasn’t broken 
off the ee The wedding is onlye 
indefinitely postponed in consequence of the 
counsel acting for us in the matter being un- 
able to agree as to the amount of my income 
over which the Prince should have absolute 
control. The story of my offering him $10,000 
as an annuity is one of the most monstrous 
absurdities 1 have ever read. I knew noth- 
ing of such an offer until I read it ju the pa- 
pers. The truth of the matter is I have never 
offered Prince Murat a sou either condition- 
ally or unconditionally. I simply referred 
him to my legal advisers when the question 
of my estate was broached, and I was much 
surprised—to say nothing of my feelings 
being awtully crushed, as would those of any 

oung girl in a similar situauon—when the 
Prince informed me in a cuft manner that 
our wedding must be postpened until 
my attorneys saw fit to agree with 
his counsel regarding the amount of 
my income over which he was to 
have control. 1 consulted my lawyers and 
learned that the demands of the Prince were 
80 unreasonable that they were forced by 
prudential considerations to decline to accede 
to them. I was perfectly willing that the 
Prince should be favorably considered 
in his demands; but they insisted 
that such acquiesence Would be imprudent, 
and besides complications would surely 
arise theretrom that would render our lives 
anything but happy. I concluded they knew 
best and permitted their judgment to stand. 
Seeing this the Prince bid me good-by, say- 
ing at the same time that whenever my 
attorneys should deem it proper to accede to 
his demands he would fuiifil his marriage 
contract. With these words he left me and 
I have not seen him since.“ In the course of 
the conversation Miss Caldwell avowed with 
much feeling that if the Prince would be 
more reasonable she would forgive him. 

The Eclipse Expedition. 

The United States corvet/ Pensacola, 
Capt. Arthur R. Yates, with the solar 
eclipse expedition on board, arrived at St. 
Paul de anda today. The voyage down 
Was smooth. The astronomers were at work 
on their instruments ail the way, and are all 
ready for the eclipse. The time is now 
so short that itis inadvisable to attempt to 
take the party and all their instruments in- 
land, so the expedition will locate at Cape 
Ledo immediately and send one or two par- 
ties inland, with such instruments as are not 
bulky or heavy and can quickly be set up 
and adjusted. Mr. Taylor of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of London has al- 
ready @rrived with a small outfit of 
apparatus. None of the French or German 
astronomers are yet there. Capé Ledo turns 
out to be in every way the most favorable 
point for locating the American eapedition. 
Notonly are the meteorological conditions 
likely to be better, but the party can live for 
the most part on the Pensacola, as she will 
lie at safe anchorage near the shore. The 
health ot the party is thus insured. The 
eclipse is several seconds longer there than 
at Muxima, and the chances for clear after- 
noon skies appear to be rather better.

ROYAL WELCOME GIVEN THE EX-EM- 
PEROR BY THE KING OF PORTUGAL.) 


Aceording to the Stories Told by the Em- 
péror’s Friends He Was Taken Captive 
and Shipped Out of His Empire Without 
Having a Chance to Make a Protest— 
Denies That He Has Abdicated—English 
Conservatives Endangered by the Lib- 


eral Policy. 

SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

Lonpon, Deg. 7.—Dom Pedro arrived at 
Lisbon today an exile from his country after 
forty-nine years of a spotless reign, “ He 
will never go back,” said the venerable Vi- 
comte de Nioac, the former chamberlain 
and bosom friend of the Emperor, who, not- 
withstanding his age, made the severe 
journey from Paris to de at the 
side of his old and adored master in the 
hour of nis great trial. “The Emperor 
would never return,” he continued, ‘even if 
they begged him, never.“ Such was the con- 
sensus of opinion among his nearest and 
dearest friends. There are weil nigh a 
thousand Brazilans at Lisbon toaay, and 
each one is only too anxious to emulate De 
Nioac’s example. Whatever the Emperor's 
feeling of sadness at seeing the 
picturesque old Town of Lisbon and 
many timeworn and devoted faces around 
him under such altered circumstances, they 
were most certainly more than surprised by 
looks of sorrow apparent. Handkerchiefs 
were freely used to brush away tears. It 
w lovely weather that greeted the 
arfiyal of Dom Pedro. The warm sup- 
shine was gratefully temperiug the north- 
erly breeze Which had delayed the Alagoas 
with the Emperor and Empress on board. It 
arrived at Bulem at 7 o’clock this morning, 
and at 7 o'clock the warships in the harbor 
thundered forth salutes announcing the fact 
to the public. Dom Pedro was not sacred in 
the eyes of the Portuguese, and the Algoas 
Was not owed to proceed any further. 
What little store of worldly goods the im- 
perial party brought with them are now in 
quarantine. A boat arrived alongside the 
Alagoas at 11 o'clock and its occupants got 
upon her decks. The tall form of the Em- 
peror was seen on the bridge accompanied 
by Comte Motto Mai, his physician. fhe 
Vicomte de Nioac was che first person to 
greet the Emperor, who clasped his ancient 
and faithful chamberlain iu a warm embrace. 
Tears were in the eyes of both. Little was 
said, but the silent and pathetic meet- 
ing of old veterans was more eloquent 
than volumes of Speech. After a while 
the Brazilian Minister, Baron de Aquair de 
Andreda, came aboard with Baron Pedro and 
members of the iegation. The Emperor em- 
braced the first two. There were hundreds 
more loyal men who during the last week 
have arrived by land and sea, who by word 
or look expressed their vivid sympathy for 
their beloved Emperor. Half an bour later 
the King of Portugal was seen arriving with 
tne President of the Council, De Castro Perira, 
and other Cabinet ministers in a magnificent 
royal barge propelled by forty oars and 
manned by eighty men, each wearing a red 
cap witha sort of metal crown upon which 
was emblazoned the royal arms. The Em- 
peror of Brazil descended from the steamer 
with the Empress of Brazil, Princess Isabella, 
and Comte d' Eu. A most affectionate greet- 
ing ensued. The King of Portugal was 
dressed in the uniform of General 
of the Portuguese army. Dom Pedro 
wore a silk hat with a black 
band, an Overcoai, and a blue spotted muffler. 
The Empress and Princess Isabella wore 
simple dark costumes with bonnets to match. 
The Emperor looked feeble, but walked down 
the gangway without assistance. The Em- 

ress, Comte d’Eu, and Princess Isabella also 
ooked weary and worn. While conversing 
generally and freely they refused to touch 
upon tue subject of the political situa- 
tion. Princess Isabella said: ‘I can- 
not understand this revolution having 
taken place during my father’s lifetime after 
a reign of forty-nine years. Had it occurred 
after 1 had come to the throne I should not 
have been so surprised.“ It was learned 
from Comte d’Eu and others that the revolu- 
tion was so sudden that Dom Pedro knew 
nothing until he found all communication 
cut off. Princess Isabella came immediately 
to the palace at Rio de Jaueiro to join the 
Emperor. She was not permitted toreturn to 
her own residence or even to get her 
clothes. The Emperor and Empress of Bra- 
zil, Princess Isabelia, and Comte d’Eu were 
shipped off at 3 o’clock in the morning to the 
Island of Grandean, an hour’s vovage from 
Rio, notwithstanding bad weather. They 
were taken in a ship of war, and members of 
the nousehold were not allowed to go with 
them. There amid great discomfort 
they waited for the Alagoas. The 
Emperor’s doctor was not allowed to 
telegraph for his clothing, and he arrives 
here with nothing but what he stands up in. 
It is false that the Emperor accepted - any 
money from the new Brazilian Government. 
On the contrary, at Rio de Janeiro he re- 
fused to-do so point-blank, but hestill accepts 
his usual grant as Emperor, and stilt con- 
siders himself to be the Bra%ilian Emperor. 
The Emperor denies that he gas abdicated 
the throne of Brazil, and today he is received 
here as Emperor. His reception was just the 
same as it has always been. As the pictur- 
esque bar made its way through the 
crowds of vessels in the harbor four 
men-of-war in the harbor fired a royal 
salute of twenty-one guns. Royal ensigns 
fluttered in the breeze from their 
mast heads and many ships manned their 
yards. Over the water floated the cheers of 
sailors,which were taken up from one ship to 
another. The landing was made at the 
royai jetty in the navy-yard. They were 
met at the dock by Prince Alfonso ana many 
distinguished members of the army and 
navy, all in uniform. If pbysically weak, 
Dom Pedro is in mentaily good condition. 
Four royal Oarriages, each drawn by four 
horses, were waiting for the Emperor at 
the navy-yard. A regiment of infantry 
was drawn up inside dnd another outside. 
Dom Pedro refused to drive either to the 
palace or to the Hotel Braganza, but re- 
e that he might at once be taken to the 

antheon of St. Vincent, there to lay some 
wreaths of immortelles on the sarcophagus 
of the late King of Portugal. Their wel 
come was a quiet one, the people 
scarcely sesming to know whether the 
occasion was one of joy or sadness. 
After prayers at the Pantheon the 
Emperor and Empress, Princess Isabella, 
and Comte d’Eu went to the Palace d’Ajuda 
to visit the Dowager Queen Maria Pia, and 
thence to the palace at Belem to visit the 
King of Portugal and Queen Amalie. Arriv- 
ing later at the Hotel Braganza it was de- 
cidedg tog stop there eight or ten 
days. They will occupy the handsome 
suite of rooms relinquished by George 
B. Loring, the American Minister. 
Having determined to send the Emperor out 
of the country the Brazilian Government 
was puzzled to know how to get him away. 
They feared to trust to a war- 
ship, lest the officers and men should 
side with Dom Pedro. The Alagoas happened 
to be leaving port at the moment. The Gov- 
ernment chartered her, put two marines 
aboard, as a diplomat ironically remarked, 
“probably to prevent the Emperor from 
jumping overboard and swimming ashore.” 
The Captain proved to be a good feliow and 
showed every courtesy to the Emperor and 
his party. 

The impression here after talking with the 
people who arrived on the Alagoas is that a 
counter revolution is probabie, the blacks as- 
Sisting the loyalists to proclaim Dom Pedro’s 
second daughter Empress. Rich Brazilians 
of Portugal, who are numerous, express 
great apprehension for the future of the 
country, believing it will split into three. 


Liberals in the Lead. 

The political developments of the week, as 
they are seen in the platform which has been 
formulated by the Natiopal Liberal federa- 
tion and in the speeches of Mr. Gladstone 
ana Mr. Baifour, have had the effect of de- 
fining clearly the relative positions of two 
great parties. The federation embraces 10 
its program more than the narrow but rather 
Sweeping program of the London Radicals, 
and exhibits a breadth and generosity of 
view which is something new in British 
politics. 

Of the twenty-eight distinct subjects em- 
braced in the Liberal platform twelve only 
have a political bearing. The rest are social 
in their intention. Among the latter land 
reforms are prominent, with complete se- 
curity tor the tenants, compensation of land- 
lords, abolition of the restrictions on free 
sale, transfer of land, equitabie taxation of 
land values, and taxation of mniing royalties. 
These are added to the planks already known. 
The scope of this platform is wide and am- 
bitious, but realiy takes in nothing that is not 
recognized throughout the country as need- 
ing early attention by Parliament if England 
isto be saved even worse disorders than 
those which have aireaay disturbed her 
peace and prosperty. The Radical work- 
men’s clubs throughout the country have 
hailed the Liberal program with delight. It 
puts in the form of a permanent ana solid 
policy the battle cries of the workingmen, 
and they intend to fight for all these reforms

WHAT A REAL BATTLE 18. 


Little Opportunity for Dispiay of Heroic or 
Poetic Glory. 

Dnited Service Review: A battle does not con- 
sist, as many imagine, in a grand advance of 
victorious lines of attack, sweeping every- 
thing before them or the helter-skelter flight 
of the unfortunate defeated. The hisiorian 
must so present it in his descriptions, the 
artist in his paintings. Even the writer of 
an official account must limit himself to the 
presentation of such moments as demand 
special treatment, or to such episodes as in- 
volve important and instructive tactical 
movements. 

All those events which are less striking, 
which pass more quietly, but which, never- 
theless, contribute to the final result, cannot 
be reproduced without too much expansion. 
Those incidents which no account of the bat- 
tie, official or unofficial, takes any note o!— 
the thousand and one events observed only 
by the participants, the innumerable vases in 
which the directon and control of affairs 
glide out of the hands of the officers—tnese 
ure the little drops of water that make the 
mighty ocean of battle and determine victory 
or defeat. 

The opening of the day of a great battle is 
generally prosaic. After ana uncomfortable 
night passed in a wet or cold bivouac, where 
the men, wrapped in their overcoats, bave 
been gathered shivering about the camptire 
trying in vain to get warm; after tne sim- 
plest of breakfasts, of which tne draught of 
pure cold water was the only palatabie con- 
stituent, the soldier goes forth to bat- 
tle. Then he may never even see the 
enemy; indeed, unusually long halts, uncom- 
fortable standing still under shrapnell fre, or 
apparently useless camping in mud and under 
smail-arm fire await him. The feeling of 
bemg exposed to the invisible misailes of the 
enemy, mingied with the unoertainty as to 
what is going on to the right and left, often 
produce in, the best of troops great depression 
and a consequent falling off in offensive 
strength, even when the battle in general ts 
making splendid progress. In such moments 
tactics are exhausted, and itis only a ques- 
tion of grit and sense of duty. 

Sheridan tells us: Indeed, the battle of 
Chickamauga was something like that of 
stone River, victory resting with the side 
that had the grit to defer the longest its re- 
linquishment from the field.’’ Still more 
pressing is the appeal to the morale of the 
troops when au unfortunate termination of 
the battle forces an army which has done its 
duty to retire. xhausted to its last gasp its 
resistance, pushed to the highest pitch, gives 
way, and with frightful reaction the resist- 
less mass plunges tothe rear, This is today 
no longer an organized retreat from position 
to position, as our predecessors taught and 
practiced, but an uncontrollable current, like 
the mountain torrent, which, fraught witn 
havoc and disaster, overflows its banks, Woe 
to the land that can oppose no other dams 
to this stream than strategy tactics and the 
instruction of the troops. These will be

A Glass Telephone. 

Mr. Jerome Prince of Milford has lately been 
granted a patent on a new telephone of his own 
invention. His invention consists in the trans- 
mission of sound by the vibration of glass. The 
new telephone consists of a diaphragm or trans- 
mitterofsimple glass, resting on a number of 
glass rods, and these communicating with en. 
ordinary wire. The line in operation at Milford 
extends from a grocery on Main street to the 
residence of one of the proprietors, a distance 
perbaps of some thirty rods, 2 some five or 
six sharp angles before reaching its destination. 
Over this wire the ticking of a watch can be 
distinctly heard, and a whispered conversation 
carried on with no difficulty whatever. The dis- 
tance that sound can be transmitted with the 
new telephone varies according to the thickness 
of the glass transmitter. The one in considera- 
tion allows a whispered conversation three 
miles, and by using a thicker giass a much 
,longer distance. It makes no difference how 
many angles the wire takes in reaching its des- 
tination, the sound is transmitted just as readily. 
Another peculiarity of the invention is the in- 
creased intensity of the sound that is transmit- 
ted. Each vibration seems to gather strength 
and force from the vibrations behind it, and when 
the sound reaches the ear of the auditor it is won- 
derfully clearand distinct. The transmission of 
these sounds without the aid of electricty would 
seem to be dependent upon principles not hither- 
to well understood. —Hoston Herald. 


Medicine That Turns the Hair Dark. 

Dr. Prentiss in the Therapeutic Gazette of this 
year ùus related a remarkable occurrence follow- 
ing the use of jaborandi. The patient was a 
wontss, aged 72, who bad snow-white hair for 
twenty years. For the symptoms of beginning 
uremia, due to contracted kidney, twenty or 
thirty minims of extract of jaborandi were pre- 
scribed several times daily. 

The drug was taken from October, 1886,, to 
February, 1888. During the autumn of 
1887 the eyebrows were becoming . darker, 
and the hair of the nead became also darker 
in patches. This continued until the patches 
of hair were quite dark, contrasting with. the 
natural patches of snow white hair. The hair 
dia not universally change before her death. In 
1881 Dr. Prentiss had published another case of 
kidney disease, pyelonephritis, treated pnd yg 
carpine. The hair of the patient, a lady aged 2, 
changed from blonde to black under the infiu- 
erice of the drug. The piloearpine was adminis- 
tered hypodermically (one-sixth of a grain) 
twenty-two times in the course of two months; 
the dose was then increased. In one month after 
beginning the treatment the hair changed from a 
light blonde to a chestuut brown; four months 
later it was almost a pure black.” it is satis- 
factory to find that eight years afterward the 
hair is again a dark brown.—London Times,

ence of chloroform shows any signs of heart 
failure he is held head downward till he is re- 
stored. It is said that this method never fails, 
and many operating tables in France are now so 
constructed that the lower end can be elevated 
at a moment's notice.

MAJ. WISSMANN SENDS REASSURING 
NEWS TO THE EMPEROR, 


He Must Remain at Bagamyo for a Time, 
However — Emperor William Sends a 
Dispatch to Stanley Warmly Congratu- 
lating Him on His Success—The German 
Government Likely to Be Embarrassed 
by the Mining Troubles at Westphalia. 


IN. T. Ase’d. Press Copyright.) 

Bertin, Dec. 7.—The latest news from 
Emin Pasha is that there are strong hoves of 
his recovery. The brain is now Known to be 
uninjured and the fever is reduced. In re- 
sponse to an inquiry from the Emperor, Ma]. 
Wissmann yesterday cabied: 

„% Emin Pasha is much better, but he must 
for the present remain at Bagamoyo. He 
charges me to tell your Majesty that the 
Emperor’s congratulations are tne best re- 
ward for all his work, and he begs leave to 
express his humbie thanks for them.“ 

The Emperor left Dresden Thursday for 
Darmstadt, where he cabled to Emin, ‘Now 
you have at last returned from your post 
where you have remuined over eleven years 
with truly German loyalty and devotion to 
duty, lam glad to greet you, sending my 
congratulations and imperial appreciation. I 
have felt especial satisfaction from the fact 
that it was through territory under our pro- 
tection that German forces were able to 
smooth the way to the coast for your return.“ 

At the same time the Emperor cabled to 
Stanley as follows: 

„Thanks to your perseverance and inflexi- 
ble courage you have now, after repeated- 
ly crossing the Dark Continent, overcome a 
new and long succession of exceeding perils 
and almost unendurable hardships. That 
after surmounting those your return journey 
should lead you through lands covered by my 
flag affords me great satisfaction, and I wel- 
come you heartily to civilisation and se- 
ourity.”’ 5 

Stanlev wires the following answer: 

„Imperator et Rex: My expedition has 
now reached itsend. Ihave had the honor 
to be hospitably entertained by Maj. Wiss- 
mann and others of your Majesty's officers 
under him. Since arriving from Mpwapwa 
our travels have come to a successful con- 
clusion. We have been taken across 
trom Bagamoyo to Zanzibar by your 
Majesty's ships Sperber and Sckwal- 
be, and all honors, coupled with 
great affability, have been accorded us. 1 
gratefully remember the hospitality and 
princely affability extended to me at Pots- 
dam, and am profoundly impressed with 
your Majesty's @pndescension, kindness, and 
gracious welcome. With a full and sincere 
heart 1 exclaim, long live the noble Emperor 
William.” 

The Emperor was immensely pleased with 
Stanley’s reply, which shows that the ex- 
plorer has caught the ringing style agreeable 
to imperial ears. He read it aloud, encircled 
by a brilliant party, at a supper given last 
night by the Grand Duke of Hesse. Before 
starting for the deer park at Grossgeran 
today the Emperor again cabled Stanley. urg- 
ing him to make an early visit here and giv- 
ing him hearty assurance of a warm greet 
ing. 

THE MINERS OF WESTPHALIA. 

The miners’ strike, involving, as it does 
now, the whole field of mining operations in 
Westphalia, coupled: with the attitude of the 
Reichstag to the Socialist bill, threatens to 
embarrass the Government seriousiy. The 
motion to repeal the law exacting from 
workingmen certificates from __ss«.their 
last employers provoked in tus House 
a significant debate. Dr. Windthorst 
warned the Ministers that the feeling 
of the country was with the miners, 
and that their claims were recog- 
nized as just; and that if the law did 
not interfere to protect them from the tyran- 
ny of the companies the men would cer- 
tainly be driven to the last extremity of star- 
vagjon and despair; that disorders would fol- 
low, and that for such disorders the Govern- 
ment would be responsible. 

Deputy Hummaoher, National Liberal, de- 
feuded the employers, and denied that men 
were dismissed and refused work for taking 
part in the great srring strike. He said only 
those were discharged who were suspected 
of fomenting discontent. These measures 
were necessary to preserve discipline. His 
defense operated contrary to its intention, 
and confirmed the majority in favor of some 
intervention for the protection of the work- 
men. 

DANGER OF VIOLENCE. 

The employers nuw refuse even to nego- 
tiate with delegates sent to them on behalf 
of the men. Herr Boettcher, Minister, after 
conference with Herr Furth, the Socialist 
Deputy, sent dispatches to the Emperor and 
Prince Bismarck, recommending that an im- 
perial proclamation be issued promising that 
a commission to arbitrate the differences shall 
be immediately created. The agitation and 
the ferment in men’s minds exceed all 
experience in the districts of Bochum, Dort- 
mund, Getzen-Kirchen, Hammache, aad 
Stolzel. The Deputy from Essen has gone to 
that place to try conciliation. The troops are 
held in readiness to guard against and sup- 
press any resort to violence. Ihe musters 
have relied upon the insufficient funds and 
the inadequate resources of the men 
in their hope to defeat the strike, but they 
find themselves mistaken. If a general 
strike is proclaimed tomorrow supplies in 
money and provisions will pour in on the Re- 
lief Committee every day. The men in the 
treasury coal mines in the Saar district have 
forwarded a petition to the Emperor appeal- 
ing for help. 

They declare their loyalty and patriotism, 
and say that even the unmarried men cannot 
live on the present wages. They deny that 
politics or reiigion is related in any way as a 
cause of the discontent, and say that the 
miners dismissed must emigrate or starve. 
Their last hope is that the Emperor will es- 
tablish a court to arbitrate the differences, 

KALNOKY DESIRES TO RESIGN. 

The relations between the Foreign Office 
here and at Vienna move in the direction of 
an aggravation of all the bad feat- 
ures. Count Kalnoky, according to 
official advices, finds his colleagues 
rather more than reluctant to follow Bis- 
marck’s line of conciliation with Russia, and 
therefore desires to resign, leaving Baron 
Kallay in office as his successor. Count Kal- 
noky 18 reported to have said in a recent con- 
versation with an intimate friend that Aus- 
tria had postponed the recognition of Prince 
Ferdinand out of respect for the wishes of 
Prince Bismarck, but that the ultimate rec- 
ognition of Ferdir and was a well settled 
point in her policy. As this recognition 
would put Austria at once in almost definite 
opposition tothe Russian policy, itis plain 
that Bismarck’s function as a peacemaker is 
becoming à point of great friction between 
the ministries. 

GUNS FOR BELGIUM. 

Twelve Belgium officers attached to the 
War Department recently arrived in Vienna 
Their visit was kept 4 secret, and theeman- 
ufacturers of the Wannlicher repeaters 
were ailowed to make a contract with them 
to supply 100,000 smail-bore guns, the arms 
to be delivered to them in installments, and 
the whole contract to be Snished in March, 
1891, which is a good step into the future, 
when we remember the evergy which Rus- 
siais now showing in providing her army 
with a new and improved arm. 

TROUBLE WITH SOCIALISTS, 

Herr Boetticher has been in cousultation 
with Prince Bismarck in regard to the 
Reichstae’s opposition to the expulsion 
clause of the Socialist bill. The Chancellor 
insisted in his usual vehement way upon tne 
necessity of the clause as an integral part of 
the bill. The rumor that the bill will be 
dropped is without foundation. On the con- 
trary, the Government is bringing all possi- 
ble influence to bear in order to force the 
reluctant National Liberais into line in sup- 
port of the objectionable expulsion. clause on 
the second reading. As the National Lib- 
erals bave renewed their understanding with 
the other groups that support the bill they 
are regarded as pledged to act with them oh ‘ 
the final decision of this point. 

QUIET IN BRAZIL 

From Hamburg we learnt that all advices 
from Rio Janeiro concurin the report that 
perfect quiet reigns and that there isa full 
resumption of trade and ail industrial d 
commercial — ify Premier Preto, noW at 
sea, is expected to land at Hamburg, whence 
he will go immediately to Cannes for confer- 
ence with Dom Pedro. The meeting of the 
adherents of the monarchy w de- 
cide the line of action to be fol- 
lowed will not be held until Dom Pedro 
reaches Cannes. In the meantime Dom 
Pedro is advised to maintain absolute silence 
in order that no utterance of his may preju- 
dice the monarchist cause. 

TO SAIL FOR ZANZIBAR.

BOW 70 SRE 4 TRAP FOR A COO. | COULDN'T FACE DISGRACE, 


Uncertain Anima). 

HAmMONDsport, N. V., Now 20.—“Did you 
ever hear any one say he nad trapped a coon?” 
said P. B. Eyler of Pittsburg, who has been 
spending a few days on Lake Keuka, and 
says that if there is anything he knows all 
about it’s coons. “If any one ever told you 
he trapped a coon in the woods he told wat 
never happened. Coons can’t ve trapped, ex- 
cept in one way, and I never found a coon- 
hunter yet who knew how it was done, I've 
made a study of coons from the time I was a 
barefoot youngster, and I know what I’m 
talking about. The old coon-hunters of 
Western Pennsylvania first put me up to try- 
int to trap a coon, and I tried it for years 
8 I discovered the only way it could be 

one. 

“The coon leaves the voldest scent behind 
it of any animal that lives, but it carries the 
keenest scent in tront of it of any animal. 
You may track a coon to his home in the 
crevice of some rock, which is a favorite re- 
treat for him. You may place your trap in 
front of the hole, and disguise it as you may, 
cover it with leaves a foot deepif you hke, 
but that coon will never leave that hole as 
long as that trap is there. He will starve to 
death first,as I have proved on more than 
one occasion. He can smell the iron of that 
trap, and he seems to know the danger it 
threatens him with. He knows it will 
be death to leave the hole, and he pre 
fers death by starvation to being trapped. 
1 have tried iron traps and snares and all 
sorts of devices, but could not succeed in 
fooling one of these wise little animals into 
getting caught by mie until one day a new 
idea struck me. It isn’t often you see 
coons in tné daytime, unless you know where 
to look for them. If there is a creek in your 
vicinity in which crawfish are plentiful, you 
will be likely to discover some epicurean 
coon fishing for them, if you hide at the side 
of the creek and keep quiet. 

The coon is particularly fond of crawfish. 
The way he fishes for them is to wade in the 
creek, generally going down stream. The 
crawiish live under the stones on the bottom. 
The coon feeis under each stone he comes to 
with his fore paws, thrusting one under on one 
side and the other on the other side. It is a 
comical sight to see a coon fishing for acraw- 
fish. He keeps his head high im the air, mov- 
ing it up and down and to and fro, his eyes 
evidently gazing at nothing, every sense 
seeming to be concentrated on the business 
beneath the water. You can tell in a second 
when he has fastened on a crawfish, for the 
expression on his face changesinstantly from 
the dull, vacant stare to one of brightness 
and animation. He draws the crawfish out 
of the water, and, standing on his hind feet, 
rolls it smartly between his paws. This 
crushes the shell and claws of the crawfish, 
and makes the sweet meat more accessible. 
The coon eats his capture with great relish, 
and then begins the search for another one. 

„While watching a coon fishing in this 
way one day I got the new idea of trapping 
for coons. I thought that by placing a steel 
trap under the water in the creek where 
coons did their fishing they could be de- 
ceived, and more than likely caught. I tried 
the experiment. I sank two traps at differ- 
ent places on a favorite crawfishing route 
for coons, and the same afternoon found a 
coon in each trap. And that is the only way 
you can trap a coon. 

‘* Coons are very fond of corn, and so are 
squirreis. 
done to their corn to coons when it is the 
work of squirrels, and vice versa. There 
should be no mistakinz the work of a coon 
in a cornfield. He is a most wantonly 
destructive pest. He will strip an ear, 
eat a portion of it, tear it from the 
stalk, and so on until he is satisfied. He de- 
stroys fivefold more than he eats. Squirrels 
are not one-tenth as destructive as coons. 
The farmer may tell what kind of a squirrel 
has been helping himself to his corn if he is 
observant. The gray and black squirrel eat 
the whole of the grain, while the saucy red 
squirrel nips out the heart and throws the 
rest away. 

often hear hunters talk about smoking 
coons out of hollow trees where tney have 
been located. If they say they have doue 
the smoking by burning straw or leaves or 
substances of that kind 1 don’t believe 
tnec:x. Coon hunters in Western Penn- 
sylvania know by long experience that 
there is only one thing the smoke of which 
will force a coon to beat a retreat from 
his hollow tree. You may burn leaves 
or straw till the cows come home, but 
you won’t get your coon. You can bear bim 
sneezing every little while likea man with 
the hay fever, but that is all the effect the 
smoke will have on him. If you want to 
get your coon oy smoking him outof the 
tree, you must take what wecali a suiphur 
match overin Western Pennsylvania. The 
coon-hunting sulphur match is made by 
melting down a quantity of sulphur in a sau- 
cer and saturating a strip of muslin a few 
inches long and an inch or two wide 1n it. 
When you run your coon into a hollow tree 
albyou’ve got to do is to put your sulphur 
match at the bottom of the hole and light it. 
It won't be burning ten seconds before Mr. 
Coon will pop out of his bollow as if he'd 
deen shot from a catapult, and tnen if you 
don’t get him it’s your fault. 

I never read anything about the habits of 
the coon yet that didn’t say that the animal 
lays up stores to subsiston during the winter, 
and I never met anybody who professed to 
know anything about coons that didn’t hold 
the same thing. A coon depends on stores it 
collects to see it through winter just about as 
much as the bear does, and everybody knows 
that the bear goes to sleep in his hole when 
the weather drives him in, and .doesn’t gen- 
erally wake up till spring, and so he can’t 
eat much. The coon does the same thing, 
except that he will wake up now and then 
on some fine day and take a little stroll 
through the country. When he goes to his 
winter home he rolis himself with his nose 
between his hind legs, and close to his hams 
at that,and gives himseif up to oblivion. 
When he comes out in the spring he’s as thin 
as a shadow. I've cut down dozens of coon 
trees in the winter, and always found the 
coons in that rolled-up position, with not a 
vestige of anything to eat in the hole. The 
coon is an interesting creature, and is worthy 
of a good deal of study.” 


Catholics and Secret Societies, 

A most surprising announcement with ref- 
erence to secret societies has been made since 
the Catholic Congress began its sessions in Bal- 
timore. The assertion was that the ban of the 
church was to be lifted absolutely from every 
sort of secret organization except the Masonic 
order, and that even the objections to this fra- 
ternity would probably be waived within twelve 
months. 

One of the most startling features of this dec- 
laration, in the opinion of Bishop Ryan, who 
was consulted yesterday in regard to it, is the 
unparalleled assumption in attempting to speak 
for the dignitaries of the church. Bishop Ryan 
declared that there was no authority for making 
such a statement. 

He declared to the reporter that in fact and in 
tone it was untrue. The statement was printed 
in a Baltimore paper on the morning we went to 
Washington to dedicate the cathedral,” hesaid, 
Wand all with whom I talked were not only sur- 
prised to see such a thing in print, but were em- 
phatic in declaring the assertion groundiess.”’ 

The Bishop said thatthe advisability of send- 
ing an Official denial to the paper was con- 
sidered, butit was finally decided not to do so. 
The Bishop was sure he knew as much about 
what was gowmg on in church matters as the 
unidentified lay delegate, and he had not heard, 
prior to the a of the interview, any- 
thing about the secret society question, 

»The legisiation of the church is sufficient 
upon the question,“ he said. Our laws could 
not be changed unless the Archbishops met for 
that purpose. This 1 know they did not do, and 
it was a matter with which the congress 
itself, whicb was composed of laymen, had 
nothing to do.’’—Aufalo Courier. 


Wonders of Oar Coal Fields, 

It takes a prodigious amount of vegetable 
matter to forma layer of coal; it being esti- 
mated that the present growth ofthe world 
would makea layer less than one eighth of an 
inch in thickness, and that it would take a miil- 
ion years of vegetable growths to form a coal- 
bed 10 teet in thickness. The United States bas 
an area of more than 440,000 square miles of coal 
fields, and more than 100,000,000 tons of coal 
were mined in this country last year, enough to 
run a ring around the earth at the center five 
and a half feet wide and five anda balt feet 
thick. Competent scientists say that there is 
enough coal in the United States to supply the 
world for the next 2,000 years.

According to the returns of the British Board 
of Trade the number of persons of British origin 
who emigrated.from the United Kingdom dur-

against 206.986 during the corresponding period 
of 1888. Of these 158,000 went to the United 
States, 27.500 to Canada. and nearly 24,000 to 
Australasia. While the United States got two- 
thirds of the whole emigration they go: a still 
larger proportion of the Irish emigration, 55,623 
out of 62,085 Irishmen going to our neighbors. 
The emigration to Canada was as follows: 21,868 
English, 3,585 Scotch, and 2,107 Irish.

AUGUST n. SUHATTENBERG OF wrt. 
WAUKEE SHOOTS HIMSELF, 


Charged with Embezzlement a6 Seore 
of the School Board He Ketires to Hig 
Study and Puts a Ballet Through Big 
Heart—Heavy Losses at Poker aad 
Faro the Cause of His Ruin—Investi. 
gating the Suicide’s Accounts. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Dec. 7.— Special.] — Tue 
Startling discovery made yesterday that 
August H. Schattenberg, for nine years past 
Secretary of tne Milwaukee School Board, 
was an embezzier of city funds, an account 
of which was given in Tun Trisune this 
morning, was followed today by the Still 
more startiing announcement that Mr. 
Schattenberg had shot and killed himself, 
His sad ending is the result of his love for 
gambling, he being known as one of tie 
most régular patrons of gambling houses in 
the city, and he had a reputation for play. 
ing the m hard,” as the gambiers say. The 
suicide took place at Mr. Schattenberg’s reg. 
idence, No. 69 Reservoir avenue. After 
breakfast this morning he left home for his 
office, and on his way stopped at the office of 
the Vogt Planing Mill on Island avenue, 
where he learned that the irregularity in hig 
accounts had been made public. Picking up 
one of the morning papers his eyes fell on 
the startling headlines which proclaimed him 
a boodler.“ 

After reading through the article he be- 
came much depressed, as he had evidently 
hoped to avoid such publicity bemg given 
the affair. Instead of continuing to his of. 
fice ne retraced his steps towards home. 
Unnotiwed by any one excepting the servant 
girl he entered the house and proceeded im. 
mediately to his study, a cozy little room in 
the basement. A few minutes later he 
emerged trom his study with a pen and ink 
in hand and asked the servant to attest her 
name to a document, which she did, although 
she does not remember anything about what 
it was, she says. When an hour later Mr. 
Scn@tenberg had not come out again, and 
thinking it unusual for him to be at home at 
that hour of the day, the servant went up 
stairs and notified Mrs. Schattenberg that 
her husband had returned. Going down to 
the study Mrs. Schattenberg tried the door, 
It was locked. Becoming alarmed she called 
out: “August, August.” There was no re. 
sponse. Rushing outside the house Mrs, 
Schattenberg broke in one of the study wia- 
dows, through which she crawled. 


FOUND DEAD. 

Her husband sat upright in his chair beside 
his desk, but at the sight of a revolver on 
the floor close at his side she became terror 
stricken. Then, as she lifted her eyes to her 
husband’s face, she beheld the expression of 
death—for he was alreaay dead. When the 
neighbors, alarmed by the servant, rushed 
in they found Mrs. Schattenberg in the most 
piteous grief. the shock causing her to rave 
so that when the physicians arrived they ad- 
vised that she be placed in seclusion. A“ 
though no one had heard the shot, Mr. Schat 
ten bers was dead some time before he wag 
discovered. His death, too, must have been 
almost instantaneous, the bail, of 38-caliber, 
passing through his heart. 

Although when heretraced his steps to his 
home after reading the pavers it was with 
the determination to end his disgrace in 
death, Mr. Schattenberg sat long enough in 
his study before shooting himself to write 
several documents. One ot these was a let 
ter to City Controller Porth, in which, after 
admitiing that he knows the predicament in 
which he was placed would lose to him his 
position, he says: “I have now seen its 
awfulness in print, and it costs me my life, 
Can you carry your friendship for me still 
further and be a friend to my wife and fam- 
ily by helping them extricate my pecuniary 
affairs!“ 

In the same letter he also gives a list of 
what he terms his just“ debts, amountin 
to something over $1,200, with also a Neto 
his life insurance, amounting to $15,000. In 
closing he says: Whatever may be my 
derelictions my wife should not be kept out 
of ber money. It is but just enough to live 
upon.” He prefixes his signature with the 
words “in haste.” He also left a letter to 
President Rauschenberger of the School 
Board and one to another friend, 

A consultation of city officials being held 
behind locked doors in the council chamber 
to determine what course to pu*sue in ascer 
taining the extent of Schattenberg’s embes 
zlement was suddenly interrupted this morn- 
ing by the announcement of Schattenberg’s 
suicide, Although Mr. Schattenberg at tne 
conference yesterday admitted raising a city 
order from 8 to $805 and ‘keting the 
money, he had returned the to tne city 
treasurer before night, although he was 
obliged to borrow most of it from friends, his 
gambling leaving him almost without a 
dollar. This did not, however, satisfy Mayor 
Brown, who was determined to havea full 
investigation. 

AN INVESTIGATION. 

This morning he called together the 
Finance ana Judiciary Committees of the 
School Board witha number, of other city 
officiais. Before the news of Mr. Schat- 
tenberg’s suicide had reached the conference 
it was decided to call a special meeting of 
the School Board for Monday evening, and 


in the meantime the Finance Committee was 


to take charge of Schattenberg’s books. ‘The 
object of the special meeting was to devise a 
course for a thorough investigation. This, 
too, was what Mr. Schattenberg most fe 

as there is no way now of knowing but 
what his peculations may have extended 
back for a series of years and may 
amount to thousands of dollars. As it 
is the investigation will be continued, 
although there is no chance of the 
city being reimbursed for the losses un- 
less it were to take that left to the widow 
and orphans. W hile the city charter requires 
the Secretary to give a bond of $3,000 each 
year, Mr. Schatten berg has not done so since 
1882. This fact, together with the kfowl- 
edge that he has been an habitual gambler 
for at least eight years, causes a strong im- 
pression that his crookedness has extended 
back over a term of years and may be heavy. 
The present disclosures, too, have awakened 
the city officials to the loose business 
methods of the School Board and the oppor- 
tunity for boodling; the whole matter of ac- 
counts heretofore being left to the Secre- 
tary. The present unfortunate affair will no 
doubt lead to a reformation. 

It has been publicly known for years that 
Mr. Schattenberg was a steady patron of 
gambling bouses, and it was also generally 
known that he was a heavy player, both at 
faro and poker. He was invariably to be 
found at night in a leading gambling house, 
where he was frequently to be seen in @ 
poker game with some well-known men of

Walter L. Wilder in the New York Sun: In 4 
recent number of the Sun I saw a statement/that 
the greyhound is probably the swiftest quadrur 
ped, But there isan animal on the Colorado 
plains which is much swifter. It is the small red 
prairie fox, commonly known as the swift.“ 
A good greyhound:will pull down two or three 
from a bunch of antelopes, but the swift escapes 
readily from him, In the chase the fox will sto 
still, and wait until the hound is near him. an 
then easily distance him, and repeat the same 
maneuver. It does not jump like a bound, but 
runs With a peculiar gliding motion. Its legs are 
of medium length and muscular. 

On one occasion one escaped from a box trap, 
by the side of which I wus standing. Near me 
was a shepherd dog, who was a good enough 
runner to pick up a jack rabbit occasionaily, 
The dog jumped for the fox as the latter came 
out of the trap, yet at a distance of 150 feet the 
fox stopped still and waited for the dog. 

In regard to jack rabbits, they aye not so swift 
as generally supposed. Their progress 1s by 
tremendous jumps. I have measured twenty: 
four feetin the snow, in a straight line between 
successive footprints, and the animal was going 
up hill, too. But in these flights they iose time, 
and the hound, wolf, and rox, whose feet strike 
the ground more constantly, will readily over 

ke them.

ARCHBISHOP CURRIGAN MAS A POOR 
OPINION OF COL. LEYBOURN. 


Charge That Au Grace Was Offered a 
Bribe to Use His Influénce for the Proj- 
ect—Donbt Expressed Concerning the 
Favor Said to Have Come from the 
Pope—Col. Leybourn Insists the Story 
Already Told Ig True, and He ig sure 
of Success. 


New York, Dec. 7.—{Special. |—Whatever 
may be the merits of the project of Col. Ley- 
bourn to establish a Catholic bank there can 
be no doubt that the news created a great 
sensation. The idea of a Universal Asso- 
ciation Bank and Trust Company” was de- 
Clared to bea bold one, and the only thing 
against it was its vastaess. But considering 
the number of gentlemen interviewed it may 
be said that there were two things against it, 
the main one being absolute ignorance of the 
person who has come to America, ostensibly 
as the agent of the Vatican. Nobody knows 
anything about Col. Leybourn’s life further 
than was printed today on the Colonei’s ipse 
dixit and the word of an attorney of the pro- 
posed corporation, John F. McIntyre. 

On the Stock Exchange various opinions 
about the Gase were expressed. That Col. 
Leybourn has been in négotiation for some 
time with a view to perfecting his scheme 
was conceded on all hanas. Those who had 
met him could tell but isttle of his career, but 
all agreed in saying that he was apparently 
straightforward and eminently businesslike. 

A gentieman who has long been prominent 
in the Central Pacific and Oregon Trans- 


portation companies said that he had heard 


vague rumors for some time past of this 
project and had even been told by one rail- 
road man who wanted to place bonds that he 
Was Waiting tor tue formation of sucha 
company, but whether the concern he meant 
was the Roman bank or a scheme that Col. 
J. J. McCook is said to be running 
he could not say. Horace 8. Ely, 
who is the agent of the Whiikes 
Building at Wali street and Broadway, 
where it was said the New York office of the 
projected bank was to be located, admitted 
that Col. Leybourn called on him in October, 
but declined to disclose tne negotiations that 
were entered into between himself and the 
stranger. Mr. McBean, the agent of the 
Mortimer Building, No. 11 Wall streét, said 
that Col. Leybourn bad called upon him, but 
he did not feel at hberty to say anything 
about the object of his visit except that it re- 
lated to the renting of offices. 
HAD SUBLIME CONFIDENCE. 

To sum up ina few words the feeling on 
Change it may be said that the general 
opinion was that Col. Leybourn was generai- 
ly believed to have had sublime confidence 
in his ability to raise the money necessary 
to perfect his plans and entered into negotia- 
tions accordingly; but as to the practica- 
bility of his gigantic scheme there were al- 
most as many different opinions as there 
were drokers. 

As Archbishop Corrigan was mentioned in 
connection with the Leybourn scheme a 
reporter calied on his Grace this morning for 
an explanation of the allegations made by 
Col. Leybourn. The Archbishop most em- 
phatically denied every statement made about 
himself in connection with the company. 
The inference to draw from his interviews 
was that Leybourn's scheme was visionary, 
and that the promoter bad no authority from 
the Pope to enter upon anything of the kind. 

Not one single word,“ said Archbishop 
Corrigan, has passed between me and the 
Vatican in relation to this bank. I do not 
believe in associating religion with finance. 
l neveg had any communication with the 
Vatican on the subject. About the first 
of Octover, 187, said his Grace, 1 
received a letter from Father Gerome 
Pius Sacohari, Secretary of the Con- 
gregation of the Index, a gentieman 
personally unknown to me, in which 
he asked about the standing ofthe Emi- 
grants’ Industrial Savings Bank. He said a 
person in hieh standing wanted to know 
about it, and said there was a desire to ex- 
tend the institution to Rome and other cities. 
To tms a letter was sent, of which a copy has 
not been preserved, to the general effect tnat 
the gentiemen referred to were ot irreproach- 
able character and worthy ofesteem in every 
respect. Nov. 5 Father Sacchari repliea 
thanking me for the information given, con- 
gratulating meon having such excellent Cath- 
olics in my diocese, and inquiring whether it 
would not be proper to ODtain sume honorary 
tities or decorations for them from the Holy 
Fatner, This was evidently done in the hove 
of interesting them in the scheme soon to be 
submitted for acuon. Nov. 30 Father Sac- 
chari gave Mr. Leybourp a letter of introduc- 
tion to me, stating that he was coming to New 
York for the purpose of endeavoring to 


established in Rome a branch of the Indus- 


tri#i Savings Bank of this city. Io a private 
letter of the same date the reverend 
stranger requests me to advance to Mr. Ley- 
bourn, a perfect stranger, all tne funds that 
he might need during his visit in this coun- 
try. eanwhile happening to meet Mr. 
James Lynch at the meeting of Trustees of 
St. Patrick's Cathedral, Iasked him if he knew 
anything about Mr. Leybourn. He replied that 
during a recent visit to Rome either he 
himself or his son had met Mr. Leybourn 
who introduced tne matter of the bank and 
had sent from Rome several documents con- 
cerning the proposed Fides Bank. These 
documents Mr. Lynch sent me for my peru- 
sal Dec. 2, 1887, adding that he himself had 
not replied to Mr. Leybourn's letter. The 
scheme, he continues, does not impress me 
favorably. My belief is that the trustees of 
the Emigrants’ Industrial Savings Bank 
could have nothing to do with it. 

‘On his arrival in New York Mr. Ley- 
dourn called upon me and was told fh so 
many words that I would have nothing to do 
with the scheme in any shape or form. 
Feb. 16, 1888, he writes to me saying 
that the Vatican takes a great interest in 
the Fides Bank, owimg to the rotten state of 
Italian banks.“ : 

SEEKKING THE ARCHBISHOP’S FAVOR. 

The Archbishop then showed a letter 
written him by Leybourn in which an offer 
of 10,000 shares of stock is made to obtain 
his influence. 

„When Mr. Leybourn,” continued the 
Archbishop, called to propose the bribe to 
which allusion is made in his written letter, 
be was shown the door and has not returned 
from that day to this, Subsequent, revela- 
tions disciosed the fact that this zentleman’s 
word is not entitled to credence.’’ 

Referring to the Pope’s alleged“ benedic- 
tion indorsing the bank the Archbishop 
said: Thatisridicuious. These benedic- 
tions, with pictures of the Holy Father, are 
sold in all the shops in Rome and pious 
persous buy the blanks and obtain the signa- 
ture of the Pope or Cardinal, who merely im- 
plores the biessing of Heaven upon the per- 
son or persons named. 

Direct as Archbishop Corrigan’s denials 
are, Col. Leybourn meets them with asser- 
tions just as explicit. He was seen by a re- 
porter tonight and made acquainted with the 
Archbishop's denial, ** The story published 
this morning with regard to the Universal 
Association Bank, he said, “is ab- 
solutely correct. I have read with 
amusement toe remarks made by 
Archbishop Corrigan, and expected all sorts 
of harsh criticisms from that quarter. He 
has simply been unable to obtain what 1 
have got. Nothing that he can do will pre- 
vent the organization in America of the bank, 
which has already been formed in Italy., 
France, and Engiand. I have the American 
board of directors nearlv ready to organize. 
A letter has been written calling to- 
gether those whe are interested in the idea. 
The names inciude some of the best known 
financial men in New York, of high charac- 
ter and of all religioas. The bank will be 
organized for business within a week. J can- 
not divulge the names of these gentlemen, 
because there are so many Who want to come 
in that an announcement before the selection 
would lead to all sorts of wire-pulling and 
trouble, 

„As to the statement that benedictions 
are sold by the Pope it is the most infamous 
lie ever invented. Every true Catholic 
knows better. History will prove that only 
two other apostolic benedictuons for any 
commercial enterprise have ever been given. 
Spiritual benedictions, howeve which 
are not Papal benedictions:— that 
is, are not direct from the Pope 
—can be easily obtained. They cost about 
50 francs, and the money goes to charitable 
institutions. If, as it is charged, Papal bena- 
edicuons can be purchased, why don’t the 
Countess Hugo obtain one when in the in- 
terests of Archbishop Corrigan, Eugene 
Kelly, and other capitalists of New York, 
she offered $60,000 for a benediction for the 
Universal! Fides Bank in the month of Sep 
tember, 1888. The Pope granted one to tne 
Universal Association Bank without any 
such offer. If anyone doubts the genuine- 
ness of this benediction let him cable to 


Rome.

WORKING HOURS IN EUROPE, 


They Are Longer and .Wesrier than Man 
Can Well Stand, 

St. James’ Gazette: A return just issued in 
pursuance of an addrese from the House of 
Commons throws considerable light on the 
question of working hours in Europe. 

In France the hours of adult labor are 
reguiated by a series of decrees, of 
which the éarliest, promulgated Sep- 
tember, 1848, enacts that the working- 
man’s day in manufactories and mills shall 
not exceed twelve hours of effective“ 
or actual labor. A decree issued in May, 
1851, made exceptions, so that more hours 
might be worked in certain trades. In 1885a 
circular was issued stating that the limit of 
twelve hours per diem was not to be imposed 
where hand-power was employed, but was to 
be confined to manufactories and mills in 
which thé motive power was machinery. No 
workshops were to come under the clauses of 
the act that did not employ more than twen- 
ty hands in any one shed. The report says: 
It is likewise to be borne in mind that 
there is in France no compulsory Observance 
of Sunday, and no day of habitual rest.“ The 
reports of the French Inspectors of Labor 
appear to show that thé act of 1845 1s loose- 
ly interpreted. It is even doubttul whether 
he section limiting the actual working day 
to twelve hours Was intended to include or 
exciude hours of rest. Practicaily, the 
legal time is made to excludé rest. This 
makes the working day so much the 
longer. Thus, one of the French in- 
spectors states that the hours of at- 
tendanve in factories under the act of 1848 
are from 5 in the morning until 7 in the 
evening, or a total of fourteen hours, out of 
which there are twelve hours of “effective 
labor.” But the same authority also states 
that effective“ time often extends to thir$ 
teen and fourteen hours in many weaving 
establishments. Finally, we are told that, 
was a rule,“ it may be taken that French- 
men employed in factories are present in the 
shops at least fourteen hours out of every 
twenty-four. 

Among the countries having no laws affect- 
ing the hours of adult labor Germany is con- 
spicuous. Employers, however, cannot force 
their servants to work Sundays and feast 
days. Employment of youthful or female 
labor in certain kinds of factories, which is 
attended ‘vith special danger to health or 
morals, is forbidden or made conditional on 
certain regulations by which night labor for 
female workpeople is especially forbid- 
den. In Germany, as in other coun- 
tries also, women may not be em- 
ployed in factenes for a certain time 
after childbirth. In Hesse-Darmstadt the 
medium duration of labor is from ten to 
twelve hours; the cases in which the latter 
time is exceeded being, however, more fre- 
quent than those in which the former is not 
exceeded. The normal work day throughout 
Saxony in all the principal branches of in- 
dustry is from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m., with half an 
hour for breakfast, an hour for dinner, and 
half an hour for supper. Ia the manu- 
facturing industry there are departures 
from these hours, the period of work in 
spinning and weaving milis not infrequently 
being twelve. 

In Austria the law provides that the dura- 
tion of work for factory hands shall not ex- 
ceed eleven hours out of the twenty-four, 
“exclusive’’ of the periods of rest. These 
ara not to be less in the aggregate than an 
hour and a half. The rule can be modified 
by the Minister of Commerce, in conjunction 
with the Minister of the Interior, allowing 
longer hours. The hours have been so ex- 
tenaed to twelve hours in certain industries, 
such as spinning-mills, and even to thirteen 
in silk manufactories. Sunday rest is en- 
forced. In Hungary there is no limit laid 
down by law, but the hours are not generally 
longer than in Austria. 

Concerning the actual hours of adult labor 
in Belgium, some difficulty is said to be ex- 
perienced in getting atthe facts. The evi- 
dence given before a Beigian royal commis- 
sion showed that railway guards are some- 
times on duty for fifteen and even nineteen 
and a half hours at a stretch: and the 
Brussels tramway drivers are at work from 
tifteen to seventeen hours daily, with a rest of 
only an hour and a half at uoon. Brickmak- 
ers work during the summer months sixteen 
hours a day. in the sugar refineries the 
average hours are from twelve to thirteen 
for men and from nine to ten for women. 
The cabinetmakers, both at Ghent and 
Brussels, assert that they bave often to work 
“seventeen hours a day. 

In Switzerland the law provides that a 
normal working day shall not excéed eleven 
hours, reduced Saturdays and public holidays 
to ten. Power is reserved for prolbnging the 
working day in certain circumstances, Except 
in cases of absolute necessity Sunday labor 
is prohibited, and in establishments where 
uninterrupted labor is required each work- 
ing hand must have one free Sunday out of 
two. Women cannot under any circum- 
stances be employed in night or Sunday 
labor. Italy has not legislated for 
adults, but has made regulations for child 
labor. Sweden is in the same position. 
Spain and Portugal have done nothing. The 
general rule in- the latter country, applying 
to old and young. is to work from sunrise to 
sunset, an hour and a half bemg allowed for 
meais. In the Netherlands a law was recent- 
ly promulgated to prevent excessive and dan- 
gerous work by grown-up women and young 
persons. In Turkey the working day lasts 
from sunrise to sunset, with certain intervais 
for repose and refreshment. In Russia, 
where there are no laws affecting the hours 
of adult labor, the normal working day in in- 
dustrial establishments averages twelve 
hours. 


MILLION POSTAGE STAMPS MYTH. 


No Truth in the Story That They Will En- 
dow a Bed in a Hospital. 

Good Housekeeping: Now and then some one 
announces himself as the victim of the one- 
million-postage-stamp hoax. It is firmly be- 
heved that if one million stamps are col- 
lected and forwarded to some one a bed will 
be provided for an invalid boy in some hos- 
pital or. a home for an orphan. Christian 
churches have been the special victims, and 
there is hardiy one in England, the United 
States, Australia, India, or any other coun- 
try that bas not had several members beg- 
ging, borrowing, and even stealing postage 
stamps in order to make up the million that 
Will go to clothe and feed some orphan. 

This swindle originated in the fertile brain 
of a postage stamp collector at Stettin, Ger- 
many. He desired to get vast collections to 
sort out and sell again, and hit upon a plan to 
set the whole civilized world to go to work 
for him free of charge. He preyed upon the 
sympathies of people by announcing that an 
orphan would be cared for in “the Syrian 
Orphan Home for — bw § 1,000,000 stamps sent 
to him.“ This worke ell, and the next 
dodge was the starting of a mythical mis- 
sion in China, the Holy Sisters of which 
agreed for every million stamps sent to them 
to save from the jaws of the crocodiles of 
the Yellow River at least one Chinese baby, 
and then educate and Christianize it. The 
stamps were to be sent, not to Jerusaiem or 
China, but to Munich or Stettin. 

The last claim on the sympathy of the 
world that has been made by this German is 
that for 1,000,000 stamps a home for an old 
lady or an old gentieman will be proviaed in 
one of three cities—one in London, another 
in New York, and the third in Cincinnati. 
For 500,000 stamps a bea will be endowed in 
a hospital, and for 100,000 a home will be 
founa for an orphan for one year. There are 
agencies in various cities to forward stamps 
to Stettin. It is estimated that this swindier 
has collected over 100,000,000 stamps in the 
United States alone, and that these were 
worth from $500,000 to three times that 
umount.

The Change to Be Made in the Near Fat- 
are—School Districts in Annexed Ter- 
titory Must Submit to Municipal Con-

It is posijively stated that Mayor Cregier, after 
consultation with four ot five of his trusted ad- 
visers a day or two ago, determined to appoint 
ex-United Marshal Marsh Chief of Police. This, 
however, will not be done until after me Cronin 
trial and the drainage election. 

After the confirmation of the~new chief other 
important changes will be made. The vacant 
OCaptaincies will be filled, several officers will be 
retired on pensions, and an attempt. made to rid 
the force of Camp No. W policemen and other 
pets of the trianglers. 

Yesterday the friends of Mr. Marsh had a peti- 
tion in circulation among the Circuit urt 
Judges and other influential persons recom- 
mending his appointment. The selection of Mr. 
Marsh will give MaYor Oregier a rest trom the

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SCHOOL DISTKICTS ARB ANNEXED. 


Judge Horton Holds That the City’s Au- 
thority Is Absolute, 

A decision was rendered by Judge Horton yés- 
terday to the effect that the city Board of Educa- 
tion has jurisdiction over the schools in the ter- 
ritory recentiy annexed. He sustained demiirrers 
of the city to bills by school districts in Hyde 
Park and Lake to restrain the city from taking 
possession of school property, The school dis- 
triets appealed to the Supreme Court, claiming 
that the school districts as such were not a part 
of the municipalities of Hyde Park and Lake. 
They urged that the school districts were in no- 
wise affected by annexation; that the annexation 
act did not apply to schools, because schools 
were not mentioned in the title to the act. 

For the city it was argued that as the terrt- 
tory in which Me school districts were situated 
had been annexed, the powers of the city em- 
braced all of the territory fur ail purposes, in- 
cluding the control of school property. 

Judge Horton said that as to the subject of 
schoois, not being mentioned in the title to the 
act where the provisions in certain sections of 
the act were germane or pertinent to the subject 
matter us eXpressed in the title of the act, they 
were regarded as a means for the accomplish- 
ment of the general purpose of the act. ‘The 
annexation of Hyde Park und Lake to Chicago 
had been legally effected, and when that. was ac- 
complished they became a part of the Oity of 
Chicago for all municipal purposes. It could 
not be properly claimed that they were a part of 
Chicago as to some of its municipal powers and 
not so as to others. 

It was the intention of the Legislature that an- 
nexation should bring the annexed territory into 
the city, subject to all laws in force in regard to 
such city. The General Incorporation law pro- 
videa that in cities having a population of over 
100,000 a Board ot Education sbould have charge 
and control of the publie schools. When Hyde 
Park and Lake voted to become a part of this 
city it must be presumed that they voted to ae- 
cept this provision of the School law. 

if the theory of complainants were correct, 
Judge Horton said, there would be about forty 
different school boards in the City of Chicago, 
each with. power to levy taxes for school pur- 
poses. The city might erect schoolhouses and 
support schools in the territory annexed. Its 
taxes for school purposes must be uniform 
throughout the whole city.

Glover & Willcomb, Peter Wall & Co., Fred 
Walpert & Co., and William H. Baldwin & Co., 
unsecured creditors to the amount of $8,000 of 
Perrin & Menzie, filed a petition in Judge Shep- 
ard's court for the removal of Louis B. Cohn, the 
receiver appointed. It is charged that Cohn is 
bookkeeper for Isaac W. Harris, a brother of 
Moses W. Harris, an alleged sveculator in bank 
rupt stocks to whom the insolvents are said to 
have assigned a large number of accounts and 
bills receivable two days after the failure.

Washingtonian Home  Appropriation—A 
New Idea About Cost of Sewer Building. 
Controller Onahan has asked the Corporation 

Counsel whether the city is legally bound to ap- 
propriate $20,000 annually to the Washingtonian 
Home, By an act of the Legislature the city of 
Chicago was ordered to pay the Washingtonian 
Home 10 per cent of all monevs received from 
licenses. This became a burden on the city, 
and in 1883 an amendment was adopted by the 
Legislature providing that the amount to be 
paid by the city should be limited to 90.000 a 
ye . Thequestion hinges upon whether it is 
constitutional for the Legislature to direct the 
disposal of funds to be derived by a city from 
licenses without the consent of the city autnori- 
ties. It is contended that this power to license 
and derive a revenue is a franchise within control 
of the city, and that the funds raised thereby are 
not subject to legislative control solong as the 
franchise remains. 

Some time ago Ald. Cullerton presented a res- 
olution in the City Council asking if the system of 
building sewers could be changed so that the 
cost would be assessed against the property 
benefited, Assistant Robinson of the Corpora 
tion Counsel's office prepared an opinion on the 
subject yesterday. He says: 

“ne City Council is by law vested with full 
power to provide for the making of any local im- 
provement, including the construction of sewers, 
by special assessment upon the property benefit- 
ed thereby, or by general taxation, or by both, 
as the Council may by ordinance prescribe. The 
fact that sewers have heretofore been construct- 
ed in the older portions of the city by general 
taxation exclusively does not stand in the way of 
the Council now abandoning that method if it 
sees Ut.“ 

He has drafted a resolution which will be pre- 
sented in the Council Wednesday. It provides 
that the cost of all twelve-iach sewers hereafter 
de paid by speciai assessment against the prop 
erty. benefited, and that in sewers of more than 
twelve inches so much of the cost as is equiva 
lent to the cost of a twelve-inch sewer be as - 
scssed on the property benefited, and the ex- 
cess cost besides the cost of the street intersec- 
tions, manholes, etc., shall be provided for by 
general taxation.

ACCIDENT TO A LIMITED EXPRESS. 


Collision at Dune Park—One Man Killed— 
Several Cars Demolished, 

A fatal wreck, in which a fireman was killed 
and sixty-seven passengers hada narrow escape, 
occurred about 8 o'clock Friday evening on the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern railroad at 
Dune Park, a sana shipping stauon thirty-five 
miles east of Chicago. 

A train of empty flat cars was standing on the 
side track at that point when the wést-bound 
limited express came along at the rate of forty 
miles än hour. The switch was open, and the 
train, containing sixty-seven passengers, dashed 
into the flat cars. The engineer reversed his 
engine and put on the brakes, but the passen- 
ger train was too near the switch to 
avoid the collision, Two of the flat 
cars were shattered. The passenger engine, 
baggage car, two coaches, two sleepers, and 
chair car held the track uniil the locomotive 
came tou stop. But one of the coaches wus bad- 
ly damaged, the other cars merely having the 
framework stripped off. Noneof the passengers 
were injured, though they were severely shaken 
up. Their escape, was a remarkable one. 

The men on the passenger locomotive, howev- 
er, were not so fortunate. George Wilson, the 
fireman, had his left arm cut off below the shoul- 
der and received internal injuries which caused 
his death a few hours later. A. M. Bickel, the 
engineer, had bis arm and face hurt, and the con 
ductor of the train, C. C. Harris, was 
severely cut about the head and 
arms. The Engineer and conductor 
live at Elkhart, Ind., and were taken home. 
The passengers were placed in twoof the leust 
injured cars and carried to the city on the Mich- 
igan Central road. 

Conductor Harris was well enough yesterday 
to take out his morning train. There is some 
doubt as to the responsibility for the accident and 
the Lake Shore officials are investigating. It 
was thought that the brakeman on the freight 
train might have forgotten to close the switch 
after side-tracking the, flat cars, but he claims 
that he shut the switch, and that it must have 
been thrown open by some muscreant.

‘about the face and hands. Their burns were 
dressed by Dr. Hanbold on the spot. Several 
other firemen were more or less burned as 
were several other employés on the pier, but 
none of them was injured seriously enough 
to require medical attenvioa. 

HOW IT ORIGINATED. 

The steamship Holland, which arrived 
this morning, was docked, and a gang of men 
started to clear tne pier so as to make ready 
for the steamship’s carco. While they were 
thus working, Foreman John Dunn discov- 
ered fire among a number of bales of cotton 
near the end of the pier. About twenty-five 
men were at work near the spot. Some of 
them remained to assistin putting out the 
flames, the others fleeing to the street. 

One feature of the fire was the rapid 


ds gpread of the flames after the first alarm 


Was given. The flames had gained such 
headway when the firemen arrived that they 
suspected that empioyés of the company 
might have delayed giving the alarm while 
aed themseives endeavored to check the 
laze. 
John Walsh of No. 77 Clarkson street was 
one of the longshoremen who went into the 
loft and escaped. James W. Jefferson of 
Neo. 385 West Fiftys-third street was another 
who escaped. When these men rau out of 
the smoke it was rumored that several of 
their. comrades had been left behind. 
but the fire was then too hot to al- 


low the firemen to penetrate the loft. 


As soon as the firemen had checked the 
flames a little they devoted their efforts to 


_ getting out the men imprisoned in the loft. 
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‘They tore at the rafters, drove their picks 
and axes into boards and sashes, and cut 
openings in the roof to permit the entrance 
of fresh air. The result of their search was 
the discovery of four bodies, and their more 
fortunate comrades who, though badly in- 
jured, escaped witn their lives. 

It was the most disastrous fire on the river 
front for some time. For two bours the fire 
resisted the efforts of nearly the entire force 
of engines below Fourteenth street and seri- 
ously threatened the adjacent piers. Three 
alarms were turned in, finally, and the fire 
boats summoned. After strenuous efforts on 
the part of the firemen the flames were sub- 
dued at 4:30 o’clock. 

The loss could not be definitely ascer- 
tained, but it is thought will exceed $250,000, 
on which there is a full insurance.

Tze soldiers to tire a charge over their heads. 
This was done, and in reply a score of 


negroes fired their revolvers at the soldiers, 
two of whom were instantly killed. The 
soldiers then fired at short range tight into 
the thick of the mass of strugyling cks. 
The fusiliade was deadly. 

Twenty-one of the rioters went down, six 
OT them dead and fifteen badly wounded. 
The-rest, seized by a sudden panic, formed 
and fied up the street, leaving the little 
squad of soldiers masters of the situation. 


Tue newspaper came out the next day as 
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usual, but without reference to the trouble. 
This seems to be the only -bloodsded which 
has attended the revolution. The wounding 
ot the Minister of Marine, reported in the 
first dispatches, appears to have been only a 
slight affair. In some of the Southern prov- 
inces there some mild disposition to hold 
Out against“ a republican form of govern- 
ment, but, on the whole, the indisposition tu 
shed human blood has caused people of all 
Shades of feeling to accept what was thrust 
upon them with the best possible grace.

THE HAPPIEST MAN IN THE WOBLD, 


Mr. Bernard Quaritch of London the Pos- 
sessor of 40,000 Rare Volumes. 

In the personal column of Tue TRIBUNE 
of last Wednesday appeared the following 
paragraph: 

Mr. Bernard Quaritch, the noted London bib- 
Hophile, intends in January next to hold an ex: 
hibition in New York, Boston, Chicago, and 
Philadelphia of what he calls the rarest and 
costliest gems of his literary and artistic re- 
galia.“ Scribner & Welford are now preparing 
a descriptive list of these treasures which will 
awake the envy and longing of every .book-lover 
in America. 

This news must be stimulating to our 
American convocation of politic bookworms, 
for Mr. Quaritch is a sort of high priest in 
the honorabie order, and his shop in London 
is their Mecca. He is no vulgar tradesman, 
as any one who glances at his catalogues 
may tell, for many of his 40,000 treasures are 
put at prices which lift them sbove the 
reach of ali book-ltovers, except perhaps 
Chicago millionaires. As the volumes 
are more tempting than opera boxes 
there will be, ‘doubtiess, a lively 
competition among these gentlemen to see 
which will secure the greatest prize for pres- 
entation to one of the future great libraries 
of our city. The land that robbed France of 
“ The Angelus ”’ * not allow England a 
mono of precious books. 

It ce ate 3 be hoped that Mr. Quaritch 
will not prové as iutractable as the late Fred- 
rick Guest Tomlines, a historian and jour- 
nalist, who, in the agtumn of his life, decided 
to set up as s retail bookseller. A customer 
entered his shop one day and askgd fora 
particular book as marked in the catalogue. 

I had really no idea that it was there,“ 
remarked Mr. Tomlines, as he ascended a 
jadder to a highghelf and pulled ont a shabby 
little tome. Ihen he remained about twen- 
ty-tive minutes on the ladder, absorbed in 
the perusal of the volume, untl the customer 
growing impatient began to rap on the 
counter with his stick. Thereupon Mr. Tom- 
lines came down the ‘adder. “If you think,” 
he remarked with calm severity, chat any 
considerations of vile dross will induce me 
to part with this rare and precious little 
volume, you are much mistaken. It is like 
your impudence. Be off with you!“ 

Mr. Quaritch’s treasure-house in London is 
described by those who have visited it as by 
no means a palace. Indeed, it is externally 
dingy, and its interior looxs chaotic to a 
stranger. Books and manuscripts from all 

rts of the civilized world are here stored 
In one ar another of a half dozen rooms. 

The rarest book is said to be the Fust and 
Schoeffer Psalter of 1459, which is 
valued at 5,000 guineas. This is the sec 
ond book printed with a date, and is 
described as the grandest work ever 
produced by typography. It is printed 
on vellum, and is rubricated with an 
enormous number of printed capitals and 
embellished with 280 large initials printed in 
+ two colors. The Mazarive Bibles, for which 
the sums of 43.950 and £2,800, respectively, 
have been paid, are comparatively common 
by the side of this book. 

A notable rarity in the list abd one. that 
should excite the cupidity of Chicago’s Mr. 
Gunther is a unique series of autograph let- 
ters from various English sovereigns - to 
and including James II. Among, this collec- 
tion the one that attracts most attention is 
an illuminated letter sent by James A. to the 
Emperor of Japan, Another is from Charles 
II. and has reference to the foundation 
of the Chelsea Hospital. One bears the sig- 
natures of Philip and Mary, and another the 
bold, masculine autograph of Elizabeth. 

Among first editions are the principal edi- 
tion of the unabridged “Chronicle of the 
Cid” (1512), printed by Fadrigue Aleman at 
Burgos; a folio manuscript of tne ** Romance 
of Arthur” in French, which is more exten- 
sive than the Morte d' Arthur“ as known 
in English; and Lata’s *“‘Seottish Common 
Prayer” (1637), which caused the fam- 
ous struggle for religious liberty. 
Mr. Quaritch’s specimen of the last is unique 
from the fact that it contains the two leaves 
of certain prayers ’’ which were can- 
celed before the publicamon of the book. 
There is, moreover, in the collection a third 
folio. Shakspeare, which is more valuable 
than either of the preceding issues, 
as nearly every copy was burned in 
the great tire of Londoh in 1666. 
There also may be found the first edition of 
Foxe’s “Martyrs” (1563), of which no 
perfect copy is known to exist. The copy 
which Mr. Quaritch possesses is as nearly 
perfect as possible, the only defect being a 
wood-cut partly torn. Those who are interest- 
ed in early English typography will covet 
the Chronicles of England,“ printed by 
William of Mechelu (1484). which is more 
valuabie than Caxton’s own edition, and of 
which there is only one perfect copy known. 

A groupof rarities is made up of the first 
Swedish Bible of 1540, the editio princeps of 
the “Amadis de Gaula” (1508), which is 
unique; a first Burns, exquisiteiy bound by 
Zaehnsdorf; a first Weish Testament of 1567, 
and a number of Aldines bound by Grolier. 
There are many beautiful specimens of the 
dead art o illumination, Examples 
of every known style of . bookbinding 
are to be found from Grolier to Zaehnsdorf. 
A writer in the Bookworm, the second series 
of which has just been issued by Messrs. A. 
C. Armstrong & Son of New York, says that 
with so many superb books, se many unique 
manuscripts, and such an inexhaustible store 
of picked books, Mr. Quaritch ought to be 
the happiest man in the world., And such he 
unquestionably is. 


The Largest Tower inthe World. 

In the farthest soutpeastern island of the 
Philippine group Mindirao, upon one of its 
mountains, Parag, in the neighborhood of the 
highest peak on the island, the volcano Apo, a 
party’ of botanical and ethnographical explorers 
found recently, at the height of 3500 feet above 
the sea level, a colossal flower. The discoverer, 
Dr. Alexander Schadenberg, fcould scarcely 
believe his eyes when he saw, amid the low-grow- 
ing bushes, the immense buds of this flower, 
like gigantic brown cabbage heads. Buthe was 
still more astonished when he found a specimen 
in full bloom, a flve-petaled flower nearly a 
yard in diameter—as large as a Carriage wheel, 
in fact. This enormous blossom was borne on a 
sort of vine creeping on the ground, The native 
4 accompanied Dr. Schadenberg called it 

olo. 

The party had no scale by which the weight of 
the flower could be ascertained, but, they im- 
provised a swinging scale. using their boxes and 
specimens as weights. Weighing these when 
opportunity served, it was found that a singie 
flower weighed over twenty-two pounds, 
It was impossible to transport the fresh 
flower, so the travelers photographed it, 
and dried a number of its leaves by 
the heatof the fire. Dr. Schadenberg then 
sent the photographs and dried ‘specimens 
to the Royal Botanical Gardens, Breslau, where 
the learned director immediately recognized it 
as a species of Rafflesia, a plant formeriy dis- 
covered in Sumatra, and named after the English 
Governor, Sir Stamford Raffles. The new flower 
was accordingly named Rafflesia Schadenbergia. 

The five petals of this immense flower are oval 
and creamy white, and grow around a center 
filled with countiess long violet-hued stamens; 
thicker and longer in the fertile flower than in 
the infertile.— Ae Gardener. 


What Becomes of the Gold. 

It was a grewsome suggestion that a Filbert 
street dealer in old gold and silver made in a 
chat with a customer at his store yesterday. 
They were talking about the average yearly dis- 
appearance of the precious metals, and the cus- 
tomer confessed that he could not understand 
why the percentage of loss should be so large. 
„ Mavbe,” insinuated the dealer, “you have 
never counted up the total of the silver and gold 
that are put away in the cémeteries. Take, 
for instance, the 70,000 interments in Laurel 
Hill, I judge that at the lowest estimate 30.000 of 
those corpses had had their teeth filled with 
gold at a cost of ®each. There is $150,000 ac 
counted for, and we may say that another thou- 
sand of the inhabitants of the city of the dead 
had paid to their dentists or t each for siver 
fillings. There is several thougand dollars more 
to be added to the account. This is merely an 
estimate for one cemetery in one city. Multi- 
plying it by the recognizea places of interment in 
all the Christian countries and add fo it the cal. 
culation as to the gold and silver oruaments that 
are buried with the men and’women who wore 
them in their lives, the total will amount to 
millions and will convince you that we are put- 
ting in the ground almost as large a quantity of 
tne precious metals as we are taking from ii.“

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LAID ON ENGLISH DRAMATISTS BY THE 
AUTHOR OF “THE MUMMER’S WIFE.” 


Mr. George Moore’s Intemperate but Amus- 
ing Attack on Living Playwrights—Fatu- 
ity of Certain Actresses in Discussing Pri- 
vate Matters Which Should Be Held Sa- 

.ered—Robert Buchanan Wincing Under 
Punishment—A Comedy for the Enter- 
tainment of the Unfeeling World. 


Something of a sensation has been created 
in London by an article in the current num- 
ber of the Fortnightly Review on “Our Dram- 
atists and Their Literature.” Tbe author 
is Mr. George Moore, who is already known 
to the public by his Confessions of a Young 
Man,” an imitation of Rousseau, which 
might be interesting to susyeptible young 
women, but certainly has no 
the sterner sex. Mr. Modre has also es- 
sayed ficuon us a humble British dis- 
ciple of Zola; and his books have 
been barred because of their coarseness 
from Mudie’s Circulating Library. The ene- 
mies he has lately made go so far as to accuse 
him of having written a blank verse tragedy, 
„Martin Luther,“ which Mr. Henry Irving 
had the temerity to decline. It will be seen 
that Mr. Moore is equipped with the experi- 
ence pecessary for acritic, and is well fortified 
against amiability in the expression of his 


opinions. 

He came out in the Universal Review a few 
montbs ago with an article entitied 
“Mummer Worship,’ which was a slash- 
ing onslaught on London's vet actors. 
while there was malice fn what he said, there 
was also much truth, for it cannot be denied 
that both in this country and in England the 
worship of actors has gone to an extent that 
is more than distressing. If these people 
were treated as outcasts in the sixteenth 
century they ought to feel themselves re- 
venged, for they are little less than angels in 
the nineteenth. A rebuke to the obtrusive- 
ness which they have often exbibited of 
late was properly administered by 
Mr. Augustine Birrell, in his admirable 
little book of essays, Obiter Dicta.“ He 
showed clearly and temperately that the act- 
or of today was wearying thoughtful people 
by his vanity, and was overestimating his 
importance as a factor in modern culture. 
The rapier of Mr. Birrell was not well calcu- 
lated to pierce the hardened hide of histri- 
onic vanity; so Mr. Moore armed himself 
with a meat-ax and went to we attack. A 
fitter champion of good taste and manners 
might be wished for, but ome could hardly be 
found who was more eager for the fray. The 
adventurous youth who fired the Ephesian 
dome was in many respects Mr. Moore’s pro- 


toty pe. 
OUR GUSHING ACTRESSES. . 

That Mummer Worship,“ despite its 
coarseness and the questionable motives of 
its author, was a seasonable criticism no un- 
prejudiced person could doubt. Such acasti- 
— is almost daily invited by actors in 
this country. Only last week a New York 
paper had the bad taste to send acircular to 
members of the theatrical profession asking 
an expression of their religious convic- 
tions; ana the recipients had the 
worse taste to comply with the re- 
quest. If there is anything which an 
actor has a rigut to consider sacred and the 
public has no right to meddle with, it is sure- 
ly his religious convictions. To parade them 
in print is to indulge in a reckless form of 
self-advertising or at the best to betray a 
childish egotism. Take for instance the 
reply of Miss Fanny Davenport: 

There are but few who know how much relig- 
ious feeling there is in the actress’ heart. And 
giadly would she show it more and dem@nstrate 
it to a larger extent if it were not that s feared 
to be stared at and her actions construed into an 
My constant companion 
on all my journeyings is The imitation of 
Christ,” and from its verses I glean my most sat- 
isfying comfort. 

It is not to quastion the sincerity of this 
utterance that one quotes it, but to point out 
the fatuity of allowing it to appear in print. 
Miss Davenport in her professional capacity 
is associated in the public mind at present 
with La Tosca,“ a drama that reeks with 
cruelty, murder, and sensuality. How in- 
congruous to put in juxtaposition the two 
ideas of La Tosca“ and The Imitation of 
Christ!“ Sardou and Thomas A Kempis! 

Mrs. Langtry, curiously enough, hits on the 
same idea as Miss Davenport, and exhibits 
an ingenuoOusness almost as amazing. After 
speaking of her strong faith, and confessing 
to a decided leaning toward the Roman 
= Church, she breaks into this rhap- 
sody: 

Then, too, I have always felt a great tenderness 
toward a belief that made the Mother of God 
the chief among women, and I cannot but ac- 
cept as a truth that she watches and prays for 
all living women, I like to give the best of the 
beautiful things in this world to the service of 
God—I want the flowers to send forth their per- 
fume in His honor, the sweetest music to sing 
His praises, and. the loveliest colors in pictures 
and in fine cloths to decorate His house. Re- 
ligious authors? I only care for one, and that is 
dear old Thomas & Kempis. You know now 
what I beheve. ana, I say, God help the woman 
who has no faith! 

Heaven also help the woman who has a bet- 
ter sense of fitness than is here shown!

The morbid curiosity concerning the spiritual 
and private life of the dramatic artist is only 
worthy of that vulgar and ignorant mass of semi- 
imbeciles who delight in the delusion that they 
alone are the elect of God, and consequently the 
infallible censors of the human race. To at- 
tempt to protect my profession from the stings 
of such insects would be as useless as it would 
be undignified and ridiculous. 

Here Mr. Kobson should have stopped, but 
he loses his temper and goes on to scold. 

THE PLAYWRIGHTS CATCH IT. 


But to return from this digression to Mr. 
Moore’s article in the Fortnightly on “ Our 
Dramatists and Their Literature.” ‘No 
first-rate man of letters now writes for the 
stage,“ is the breezy way in which be be- 
gins. He begs to ask which of our drama- 
tists (i. e. English) has written a vage that 
could be cited as a specimen of English 
prose? Which of our dramatists has written 
a book that could be fairly described as 
second-rate fa matter or form? And he 
goes on examine the literary attempts 
ot some half-dozen of the leading English 
playwrights. In reply to his questions it 
might be asked which one of tne first-rate 
men of letters, the poets and novelists, who 
are now living either in England or America 
has written a play that was at once acta 
ble and an addition to literature. The 
Tennysons and Brownings have failed, and 
the fashionable novelists have affected to 
despise an art in which they despair of ex- 
celling. 

Mr. Moore pays his respects first to Mr. 
Gilbert as the writer who has “assumed a 
sort of headship ot dramatic authors.” His 
prose plays,” the critic finds, with the 
exception of two acts entitled ‘Sweethearts ’ 
have varied between sterile eccentricities 
and profitless commonplace.” Here, it may 
be parenthetically remarked, it would be in- 
teresting to learn Mr. Gilbert's opinion of 
Mr. Moore. 

Mr. Burnand of Punch and Mr. George R. 
Sims are next handcuffed togetner and con- 
signed to limbo. One of poor Sims’ works, 
called Mary Jane's Memoirs,” is adduced 
as “a perfect and conclusive proof of the 
writer’s inability to think.” 

But it is Mr. Robert Buchanan, the literary 
butt of the present generation, who comes in 
for the severest drubbing: 

Mr. Robert Buchanan isa minor poet and a 
tenth-rate novelist. But the presence of Mr. 
Buchanan among our dramatists does not seem 
to me to prejudice the statement advanced in 
the first sentence of this article. I repeat it in 
another form: The men who write English plays 
are those who are ungifted with first-rate, yea, 
even second-rage, literary abilities; they turn to 
the stage just as the horses that do not possess a 
distinguishing turn of speed are turned to 
steepiechasing. The parallel seems to me a 
true one; it expresses exactly my meaning; 
and Mr, Buchanan is an excellent example 
wherewith to support my argument. His 
novels are clumsy and coarse imitations of Vic- 
tor Hugo and Charies Reade. The best is The 
Stadow of the Sword.” and is so invertebrate, 
so lacking in backbone, that. notwithstanding 
some fine suggestions, no critic could accord it a 
higher piace than in the second class. Fox 
Glove Manor” and he New Abelard” are in 
thought and style below the level of the work 
that the average young lady novelist supplies 
her publisher with. It is, therefore, in accordance 
with my views of the relation of stage literuture 
to literature proper that Mr. Buchanan should 
have turned from the latter to the former.

n the second part of the Fortnightly article 
several popular piays of the day are exam- 
ined and held up to ridicule. Sweet Laven- 
der,“ the present pet of the British public, 
is cuffed in this summary fashion: 

We are introduced to an impecunious, drunken 
barrister, and with him is living a young man 
who, instead of reading law, makes love to the 
laundress’ daughter (laundress is Temple slang 
fo- charwoman). The charwoman is represented 
as a person who, although she lives in the kitchen 
and washes dishes, is, as a matter of fact, a 
most refined person, and is endowed with such 
sentiments that would become the superior of 
u convent. Her daughter, although she helps 
her mother in her duties of cleaning and scrub- 
bing, wears white muslin dresses and large straw 
hats trimmed with wild flowers, and talks as we 
expect young ladies educated in a high class 
boarding school to talk. Now it has always 
seemed to me the extreme limit of illiterateness 
is to credit one class with the sentiments of an- 
other class. 

The conclusion expresses a law of art which 
is often violated—a law, however, which is 
not applicable to the case in hand, because 
the laundress and her daughter in Mr. 
Pinero’s play are not members of the servant 
class. Their humble position, as every one 
knows who has seen the play, is accidental 
and temporary. 

A SHOT AT IRVING. 

Mr. Moore, like Death, loves a shining 
mark and finds one in Henry Irving, whose 
capital crime seems to be a pander- 
ing to a depraved public taste by 
way of sumptuous spectacies. There is 
some truth in ine charge, but there 
is a larger element of falsehood. 
The fault, if fault there be, is in the public, 
not in the caterer. Mr. Irving in Eugland 
and Mr. Daly in this, country must sugarcoat 
the plays (or pills) of Shakspeare in order to 
make them palatable to the public. Now the 
sugarcoating may be deemed superfiuous by 
the few; but it is necessary, and one can 
hardly believe that it will be ultimately 
harmful, 

The English critic, it will be seen, has en- 
tered into a quarrel with his age and country. 
Crediting him with the best of motives, he 
isin thc position of the young bull which, 
on first behoiding an onrushing lightning ex- 
press, braced himself on the track and await- 
ed the shock. The comment of a Yankee 
farmer in a neighboring field was that he ad- 
mired the animal’s pluck but despised its 
judgment. ö

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AMELIA BLOOMER WAS NOT THE IN- 


VENTOR OF BLOOMER COSTUME, 


Not the First Woman to Wear It—-Never 
in the Oneida Community—Never in 
Boston—Never Did Things the Papers 
Say She Did—Hasn’t Worn Short Skirts 
and Trousers for Thirty Years—Tells 
the History of the Fad and Wishes to 
Be Disturbed No More. 


Councit Buiurrs, Ia., Dec. 6.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.|—Some time last April there 
appeared in Tue Tripune a column and a 
half illustrated article, headed im large caps. 
“Amelia Bloomer’s Boom—The Great Sen- 
sation Which She Made Forty Years Ago.” 

Except two or three of the opening son- 
tences that article, so far as it related to my- 
self, was made up of falsehood, misstate- 
ment, and misrepresentation. I did not no- 
tice it at the time, because 1 have learned 
that it is impossible to overtake and run 
down a lie; that there is favoritism in jour- 
nalism; and that Tur TrrecNneis not a friend 
of woman suffragists and cares not to give 
them a hearing. S0 I let it all pass and sub- 
mitted to the misrepresentation. 

In the article referred to I am represented 
as appearing on the streets of Boston in a 
certain dress, which is minutely described, 
uhereby literally paralyzing” the Bosto- 
nians, etc. 

The truth is I was never in Boston in my 
life, and I never wore, or owned, such adress 
as the writer describes. So if the good peo- 
ple of that city were literally paralyzed” 
by the appearance of a woman, it was some 
other than myself. I am charged by your 
correspondent with originating a style of 
costume for women and attempting to intro- 
duce à fashion. The fact is, 1 did not orig- 
inate the style of short skirt and trousers, 
which I wore for some haif dozen years or 
more, and in the putting on of which I haa 
no more idea of introducing a fashion and 
giving a world-wide notoriety to myself and 
that costume than you have today of getting 
up a like excitement and notoriety by intro- 
ducing some new fashion among men. | al- 
ways disclaimed being the originator or in- 
ventor of the style, and have ever tried to 
give the credit where itis due. This 1 did a 
few years ago in Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE, 
and have done from time to time through the 
press for the last forty years, or from the 
tirst of my wearing the dress. But still the 
press persists in writing me up as the orig- 
inator and giving their own version of the 
matter, regardless of truth, and making no 
effort to obtain tacts, 

Again, it is said in the article referred to 
that I addressed a letter to the London Daily 
News on the sudject of dress, and an extract 
from the letter is given. This also is untrue. 
Inever at any time, or on any subject, ad- 
dressed one line or word to the London Jews. 
This is a coinage of the writer’s own brain, 
without a shadow of truth to tound it on. 

Not satisfied with showing me up in nis 
own chosen style your correspondent saw fit 
to drag my husband before the public and 
make fun at his expense. I need hardly say 
that what is said of him is equally 
untrue witb the statements concerning my- 
self and my doings. Fortunately his position 
and standing is such that he cannot be af- 
fected by the jokes of silly fools. Iam sur- 
prised that writers dare publish as facts of 
history matters of which thev are entirely 
ignorant, and which can be so easily contro- 
verted. It would be very easy, during my 
lifetime at least, for any writer to ascertain 
the true history of my donning a short skirt 
and trousers nearly forty years agoif he 
deems so unimportant a matter worthy of 
being served up to the pablic every few 
months; and 1 think editorial courtesy and 
justice should require that a paper that opens 
its columns to the publicauon of such arti- 
cles should ascertain something in regard to 
the reliability of such writers of personal 
history. 

THIS SETTLES IT. 

Iam led to write you now by seeing my 
name again dragged into your paper ina 
manner wholly uncalled for, and state- 
ments made equally untrue as those in 
the article above referred to. This 
occurs in THe Triscune of Nov. 23 in 
an article on the * Oneida Community.“ 
The writer of that article says: The only 
costume allowed to the women was what has 
since become known as the ‘Bloomer.’ It 
was here that Mrs. Bloomer, the female sut- 
fragist, first obtained her knowledge of the 
costume which she afterwarda claimed as 
her personal in ven ton,“ etc. 

The reader of the above would infer that I 
had been a member of the Oneida Commun- 
ity, and one of those whose skirts were cut 
off by Elder Noyes’ “ pruning-knife.” This 
statement is made “out of whole cioth,’’ with 
no shadow of truth to sustain it. I was never 
at the Oneida Community at any time in my 
life. I nevér knew any one who had been 
there. I never knew that the women there 
wore short skirts and trousers; and I never 
claimed te short costume as my personal 
invention.“ 

It is said that nothing lies like history,“ 
and, judging from your writers of history, I 
believe it. They may not intend to be incor- 
rect and to pervert the truth, but they do it 
nevertheless; and the wrong 
same as though willfully done. 

Will you permit me to give the true history 
of the so-called Bloomer costume to the 
readers of Tue TRIBUNE as freely as-you 
allowed others to misrepresent me and it? 
Taking it for granted that you will do me 
that justice, I will as briefly as possible give 
the facts of history on that much-written-up 
subject. 

TRUE HISTORY OF THE BLOOMER COSTUMHE. 

In January or February, 1851, an article 
appeared editormally in the Seneca County 
Couxicr, Seneca Falls, N. V., on **‘ Female At- 
tire,” in which tne writer showed up the in- 
convenience, unhealthfulness, and discom- 
fort of woman’s dress; and advocated a 
change to Turkish pantaloons and a skirt 
reaching a little below tne knee. 

At this time Il was publishing a monthly 
paper in the same place, devoted to the inter- 
ests of woman—temperance and woman’s 
rights being the principal subjects. As the 
editor of the Courier was opposed to us on the 
woman’s rights question this article of his 
gave me un opportunity to score him one on 
having gone so far ahead of us to advocate 
our wearing pantaloons, and in my next issue 
I noticed him and his proposed style in a half- 
serious, half-playful article of some length. 
He took up the subject again and expressed 
surprise that I should treat so important a 
matter with levity. Ireplied to him more 
seriously than before, fully indorsing and 
approving his views on the subject of wom- 
an’s custume. 

About this time, and when the readers 
of the Li and Courier were interested 
in and excited over the discussion, Eliz- 
abeth Smith Miller, daugnter of the 
Hon. Garret Smith of Peterboro, N. X., 
appeared on the ‘streeis of our village 
dressed in short skirt and full Turkish trou- 
sers. She came on a visit to her cousin, Eliz- 
abeth Cady Stanton, who was then a resi- 
dent of Seneca Falls. Mrs. Miller had been 
wearing this costume some two or three 
months athome and abroad. Just how she 
came to adopt it 1 have forgotten, if I ever 
knew. But she wore it with the full sanc- 
tion and approval of her father and husband. 
During her father’s term in Congress she 
was in Washington and the papers of that 
city described her appearance on tne streets 
in the short costume. 

A few days after Mrs. Miller’s arrival in 
Seneca Fails Mrs. Stanton came out in a dress 
made in Mrs. Miller's styte. She waiked our 
streets in a skirt that came a little below the 
knees and trousers of the same material 
black satin. Having had part in 
the discussion of the dress ques- 
tion it seemed proper that I should 
practice as I preached and as the Courier 
man advised—and so afew days later I too 
donned the new costume, and in the next 
issue of My paper announced that fact to my 
readers. At the outset I had no idea of 
fully adopting the style—no thought of 
setting a fashion—no thought that my action 
would create an excitement throughout tne 
civilized world and give to the style my 
name and the credit due Mrs. Miller. This 
Was all the work of the press, I stood 
amazed at the furor I bad unwittingly 
caused. The New York Tribune contained 
the first notice [saw of my action. Other 
papers caught it up and handea it about. 
My exchanges all had something to say. 
Some praisea and some blamed, some com- 
mended ana some ridiculed and condemned. 
“ Bloomerism,” ** Bloomerites,” and Bloom- 
ers“ were tne headings of many an article. 
item, and squib, and finally some one—I 
don’t know to whom lam indebted for the 
honor—wrote of the Bloomer costume,” and 
the name has continued to cling to the short 
dress in spite of my repeatedly disclaiming 
Miller's name 
as the originator, or the first to wear such 
dress in pubiic. Had she not come to us in 
that style it is not probable that either Mrs. 
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‘the new style letters came pouring 
in upon me by hundreds from women all over 
the country. making inquiries about the 
dress and asking for patterns—showing how 
ready and anxious women were to throw off 
the burden of long, heavy skirts. It seemed 
as though half the letters in the mails were 
for me. 

IT INCREASED HER PAPHER’S CIRCULATION. 

My subscription list ran up amazingly into 
the thousands, and the good woman’s rights 
doctrine was thus scattered from Canada to 
Florida, and from Maine to California. I 
had gotten myself into a position from 
which 1 could not recede if I had 
desired to do so. I therefore continued to 
wear the style on all occasions, at home and 
abroad, at church and on the lecture plat- 
form, at fashionable parties and in my busi- 
ness Office. [found the dress comfortab! 
light, easy, and convenient, and well adapte 
to the deeds of my busy life. I was pleased 
with it and bad no desire to lay it aside, and 
so would not let the ridicule or censure of 
the press move me. For some sx pr eight 
years, or so long as I remained in active life, 
and until the papers had ceased writing 
squibs at my expense, I wore no other cos- 
tume. During this time I was to some ex- 
tent in the lecture field, visiting and lectur- 
ing in all the principal cities of the North 
on temperance and woman suffrage, but at 
no time, on any occasion, even alluding 
to my style of costume. 1 felt as 
much at ease in it as though I had 
been arrayed in the fashionabie draggle 
skirts. In ail my travels I met with noth- 
ing disayreeable or unpleasant, but was uni- 
versally treated with respect and attention 
by both press and people wherever I ap- 
peared. Indeed, I received flattering notices 
from the press of my lectures. If the dress 
drew the crowds that came to bear me it was 
well. They heard the message I brought 
them, and it has borne abundant fruit. 

My paper had many edntributions on the 
subject of dress, so that question was for 
some time kept before my readers. Mrs. 
Stanton was a frequent contrilutor and ably 
defended the style. She continued to wear 
it at home and abroad, on the lecture plat- 
form and in the social parlor, for two or three 
years, and then the pressure brought to bear 
upon her by her father and otner friends was 
so great that she finally yielded to their 
wishes and returned to long skirts. At least 
this was the understood cause of her change. 
Elizabeth Miller wore the style for many 
years, but 1 think abandoned it several years 
ago. 
yee Stone of the Woman’s Journal adopted 
and wore the style for many years on all oc- 
casions, but she, too, with advancing years 
saw fit to return to long skirts. We all felt 
that the dress was drawing attention from 
what we thought of tar greater importance— 
the question of woman’s right to better edu- 


cation, toa wider field of employment, to 


better remuneration for her labor, and to the 
baliot for the protection of her rights. In 
the minds of the people the short dress and 
woman’s rights were inseparably connected. 
With us the dress was but an incident, anda 
we were not willing to sacrifice greater ques- 
tions to it. ° | 
SHE HAS QUIT IT—LET HER ALONE. | 
In the spring of 1855 my husband deter- 
mined on removing to this then far-away 
city. Asthere were no facilities here for 
aper with so large a circulation 
as mine disposed of it to Mary B. 
Birdsall of Richmond, Ind. In the early 
years after coming here I lectured 
in all the cities hereabouts, and on invita- 
tion addressed the Nebraska Legislature on 
woman suftrage; and 1 was a_ frequent 
writer for the local press. But with advanc- 
ing years and failing health I have retired 
entirely from the platform, and rested my 
pen—except an occasional effort. I have not 
worn the short dress for thirty years, and it 
does seem as though in that time the interest 
concerning it must have died out. I never 
set up for adress reformer, like Anna Jen- 
ness Miller of the present day. Mrs. Miller, 
if l understand her correctly, really believes 
the short skirt apd trousers the true style 
for woman’s costume, but that the time for 
its adoption has not yet fully come. Women 
are not yet sufficiently free and independent 
to dare to strike for health and freedom. Jen- 


ness Miller is going over the country, lectur- 4 


ing on dress and disposing of patterns, and 
is doing a vast amount of good. I am glad 
to know that sbe is not assailed and made 
the butt of ridicule and caricatured by the 
press. 

If any one questions any of my statements 
they can easily be verified. The then editor 
of the Courier still lives, and many others 
who were conversant with my doings forty 
years ago. I have the files of both the Lily 
and the Courier of those days, and they fur- 
nish proof that cannot be refuted. 

I have reached and passed my allotted 
three score and ten years, and my work on 
earth is nearly done. I would that future 
writers would seek to learn the truth con- 
cerning me and my public career, or let my 
memory rest in peace. 

In writing of the press Ido not wish to in- 
clude all journalists. From some I have re- 
ceived the utmost respect and consideration, 
and my contributions have been sought after. 
And on the matter of dress, some who have 
wished to bring that subject before their 
readers have of late sent reporters to inter- 
view me; others have written me for in- 
formation and have eadeavofed to lay the 
truth before their readers. 

The writers for Tus Trisuns prefer to give 
sensational articles and make themselves 
witty at the expense of truth and justice. It 
is to be hoped that in time that old, wornsut 
subject, the Bloomer Costume, may have 
a rest.

But these are not the oniy nor the most 
prominent features of the Chicago real. 
estate market. Tne Trrpuxr has pointed 
‘them out with emphasis because they are 
‘dangerous and there should be no doubt of 
their existence. Chicago real estate neeus 
no boom. The man whoemploys boom meth- 
ods and gives fictitious charms to his preper- 
ty in order to fina a buyer insults the pride 
of every loyal citizen. Chicago real estate is 
not underestimated. To claim that it is is to 
admit that the city is overestimated by its 
own inhabitants, for the value of its realty 
is fixed by the combined judg- 
ment of the shrewdest investors of 
the East and West. Their judgment 
has been expressed in actual doilars and 
cents and there can be no doubt about its 
nuineness. Nor can any doubt justly be 
ound with that judgment as expressed. 
There is not a city in tne Union in the realty 
of which Eastern caprtalists are more will- 
ing to invest on a basis that assures a fair 
income, nor one in the future of which they 
have greater confidence. It is not necessary 
to hold out false inducements in order to 
bring them here. The solid merits of the 
city are sufficient. The dealer who baits an 
Eastern investor with lies about Chicago is a 
mischievous enemy of the city. One be- 
fooled investor can hurt the city abroad 
more than a dozen lucky ones can beipgt. 
Once let Chicago real-estate dealers, through 
the conscienceless tactics of a few of their 
number, get the reputation of being crooked 
and it will soon be as hard to find buyers 
as it now is to find bargains. Hence 
it is not wise to let pass unnoticed tne in- 
flated considerations, the wash! sales, and 
the lymg maps which are sometimes em- 
ployed to give a semblance of activity or de- 
y to various properties. Tocry outa 
‘warning note to the investor unfortunately 
may do harm to the business of legitimate 
Gealers, but the injury will be temporary 
nd it will be small compared with what 
would result if fraudulent and windy trans- 
actions were suffered to go unnoted until the 
innocent investor himself discovered how be 
had been trappe 
The owners of property in and abcut Chi- 
cago have every reason to be cheerful. The 
city is making wonderful strides in popula- 
on, in wealth, in business, and in manu- 
facturing and commercial enterprises.

BUYING BY THE MAP, 

Mention has recently been made in 
these columns of the fact mat vacant 
lands in some quarters were being 
sold by the map, the buyers signing 
contracts. before looking at the property. 
This method of doing business js pointed at 
triumphantly by some people as an evidence 
of the popularity of Chicago real estate. It 
proves, they say, that investors have su- 
preme confidence in Chicago and in all the 
land bordering it. There is no occasion to 
question the faith of investors in Chicago 
property. When a man buys property that 
he has never seen and pays for it more than 
any ou else ever paid, there can be no doubt 
about his faith. It is not his faculty ot faith, 
but his business sense that is open to suspi- 
cion. His presence in the market cannot 
have a beneficial effect in the long run. 
When faith cuts a bigger figure in 
a market than sound W judgment. 
all the conditions of a boo and all 
its perils are at hand. Dealers in Chicago 
real estate may congratulate themselves that 
but littie of this blind faith is at present ex- 
ercised by investors. A few brokers have 
boasted of late of selling acres to men who 
had no desire to see the land, but such deals 
are not common. 

There is, however, another kind of buying 
from the map which is coming into vogue 
just as it did twenty years ago. It is the 
purchase of lots by non-residents. Some of 


“the city’s largest and best known dealers re- 


port that they are receiving inquiries from 
all over the country, and are selling many 
lots to people who have never seen Chicago. 
Some of the strangers get a Chicago friend 
or acquaintance to select lots for them, while 
others rely wholiy upon the dealer’s judg- 
ment and good faith. There are elements of 
danger here. So long as non-residents buy 
lots trrough reputable dealers, through men 
who advertise their business boldly in the 
Chicago papers, and extend to outsiders 
no more giowing imducements than 
they do to the citizens of Mnicago, the 
chances of disappointment are small. 
But people with good memories will recall 
that twenty years ago this method of selling 
lots offered opportunities for fraud which 
unprincipled men made good use of. One 
man opened up a subdivision twenty miles 
southwest of the city in which the lots were 
described as 50x150. By the aid of a map 
which made the subdivision appear to be on 
the edge of the city, and by underbidding all 
competitors, this enterprising sgubdivider got 
Eastern people to buy all he had and to 
clamer for more. Not until after the seller 
had disappeared was it discovéred that his 
lots measured only 50x150 inches. Other 
schemes of this sort were successfully 
worked by young Napoleons of real estate. 
and the business of honest dealers was 
greatly injured. 

It is to be hoped that nothing of this sort is 
being done pow, for nothing would more 
— end the popularity of Chicago lots. 

et there is some complaint that maps are 
being sent out which are likely to mis lead 
the remote or unsophisticated investor. An 
instance came to hand last week which 
caused considerable unfavorable com- 
ment in real estate dircies.~ The 
owner of a forty-acre subdivision in 
the northwest part of the city’ sends out a 
map on which a beautiful park appears just 
across the street from the lots which are 
offered for sale. An accompénying map of 
the city makes this park appear to be larger 
than Lincoln, Humboldt, and Garfieid Parks 
ail put together. On the subdivision map of 
the park itis styied in bold, black letters 
% Grant Park,” and the same name appears 
on the big green square on the city map. 
Now-every Chicago man knows that no park 
nas ever been laid out three miles north of 
Humboidt Park, in what was formerly the 
Town of Jefferson, and few people know that 
such a park is talked of. Asa matter of fact 
the land embraced in this *‘ Grant Park is 
owned by hundreds of different people, It 
has nearly ali been subdivided and sold and 
resold in lots. And.as afurcher matter of fact 
the owner of this subdivision did not really 
mean to say there was a park opposite his 
property, ior on his subdivision map of the 
park he has placed tne word proposed.“ but 
in such faint letters that the naked eve, giv- 
ing a casual glance at the map, will not no- 
tice it. This is due, undoubtedly, to a mis- 
take of the printer. But this printer’s 
blunder should be corrected. There is no 
park there now and there may never be one. 
Some people have urged the advantages of 
the land in question as a site for the World's 
Fair, and there has been some talk about the 
desirability of a park in the neighborhood, 
but a good deal of work has yet to be done 
before the printers will be justified inseuting 
that word *‘ proposed” in anything but big, 
black type. ,

CLAUS SPRECKELS DRAWN INTO A WAR. 


He and 8 Stevedore Are Having Quite a 
Merry Time of It. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 
trade in particular and business circles gen- 
erally are laughing over a war“ into which 
Claus Spreckels has been drawn and in which 
he has not won a victory up to the present. 
Mr. Spreckels came from the Pacific slope to 
Philadelphia for the express purpose of fight- 
ing the Sugar Trust.

O’Leary kept his weather eye 
open, and when the Isabella Balcome came 
up the river Tuesday with a cargo of raw 
sugar from Natal, Brazil, for the new 
1 refinery. O'Leary vromptiy board- 
ed her and asked the Captain for the priv- 
lege of discharging the cargo. 

What will you charge!“ asked the Cap- 


tain. 

„Nothing.“ replied O'Leary. The Captain 
then said that according to the terms of the 
charter the consignee had a right to 
select the stevedore, provided the one 

work 


so selected would perform the 


‘at as low a price as any other responsi. 


ble stevedore, and unless Mr. Spreckeis’ 
man was as magnaminous as the little Lrish- 
man O’Leary should have the job. Ina 
shart time Mr. Spreckels’ favorite appeared 
and asked for the task. He asked four cents 
per bag, or $256 for the entire cargo. When 
told of O’Learv’s offer he said he could not 
undertake to discharge the cargo for noth- 
ing» and so O’ Leary obtained the work. 

r. Spreckels was greatly agitated when 
he heart of this new foe, and he stormed 
about much as the King of the Sandwich 
Islands might among his own subjects. To- 
day he sent for O’Leary, and a long confer- 
ence was held. The difficulty has not been 
settied, but O'Leary insists that ne must be 
employed asa stevedore, and says he will 
fight the battle out on the same tactics till 
he wins. The work of unloading the Isa- 
bella Balcome cost O’ Leary about $200.

Mexico, Dec. 5.—[New York Sun.]—The

Abundance of capital 18 
at the command of the Government, and if 
the railway will agree to equitable terms, 
taking into consideration the fact that their 
claims will be paid in cash, there need be no 
delay about settling the matter. The fact’that 
the Government can now borrow millions at 
V and 5 percent demonstrates me vastly 
improved condition of affairs. 

The new Minister of the French Republic, 
Count de Saint Foix, is probably one of the 
ablest diplomats ever sent here representing 
a European country. He.is possessed of large 
private wealth and adequately salaried by 
his Government. He bas entered ona diplo- 
matic campaign which may result-in benent- 
ing French manufacturers at the exnense of 
Americans, if the Washington Government 
dees not begin to change its absurd policy, 
which has injured every great American in- 
terest bere. 

While all the leading European nations 
have negotiated treaties of friendship, com- 
merce, and navigauon with Mexico, the 
United States has allowed its treaty to lapse, 
end leading Mexicans nuturally feel ag- 
grieved at this mark of indifferenee, It is 

lain that diplomatically the United States is 

ing thoroughly beaten, and this by reason 

of alack of tact and good sense at Wasb- 
ington. 

Events next year will prove this assertion,

of European interest in this country. The 
French will play an important rdie financial- 
ly and commercially here, and some large 
Mextcan loans that should naturally be 
placed in New York will go to Paris. The 
policy of the French Government is markedly 
favorable to everything Mexican.

seaports. Still it would be a much better 
winter port than Halifax—being more access- 
ible—saving a long haul on freight which 
adds to expense of transportation. 


Tun workingmen of England must be in- 
deed masters of the situation when they are 
able to bring the gas companies to terms, or 
else those institutions must be of a different 
east from their brethren. in the United 
States. The “South Metropolitan” (Lon- 
don) is reported to have made a voluntary“ 
concession to its workers which amounts to 
nearly 5 per cent per annum, dates back 
three years, and will increase in the future 
if the employés are sufficiently stimulated to 
a faithful performance of duty to enable the 
company to reduce the price charged to con- 
‘Sumers.

Tue Chicago money market has had an 
active week and rates have hardened, being 
quoted Saturday at 6@7 per cent for call 
funds and at 7@8 for time. Local securities 
were dull and weak. New York exchange 
sold at par to 25 cents premium. Sterling 
was steady at 480 α AM actual rates. Wall 
street values were firm.—The Chicago prod- 
uce markets were irregular. Wheat was 
again heavy on the fact of increasing stocks, 
which induced free local selling. Corn was 
much stronger for this month, but otherwise 
only firm, and provisions turned weak. As 
compared with Friday pork closed 734 cents 
lower, lard and ribs 5 cents lower, wheat % 
cent lower, corn g cent higher for cash, 
oats firm, rye and barley easy, and flaxseeds 
I cents lower.

As usual the editor of the Jnter-Ocean does 
‘not know what he is talking about. The ed- 
itor of this paper advised Ald. Dixon not to 
be a candidate. it was with reluctance he 
became one, pressed by friends who believed 
that he would be one of the most available 
men the South Side could select, which is 
undoubtedly true. Therefore his defeat was 
no more a personal blow for Tue Trisune 
than was that of the perpetual candidates of 
the Inter- Ocean for local offices. 

There were four South Side names before 
the convention. One was that of Ald, Dixon 
of Irish birth, with a popular record, and of 
great personal strength. Another was John 
M. Clark, an American by birth, and an ideal 
candidate for Drainage Comniissioner. Mr. 
Dixon was defeated to make room for Irus 
Coy, the special attorney of the Stock-VYaras 
company, and one of those who voted for the 
Lake-Front steal. Mr. Ciark was beaten to 
make room for the fussy crank Guthrie, who 
will be, if elected, under the control of Coy. 

The nomination of Coy was an outrage; 
that of Guthrie was an absurdity. After 
insulting public sentiment by picking up one 
of the men who had voted to rob this city of 
property worth forty millions, an attempt 
was made to set the community to laughing 
by the choice of Guthrie. 

These were the two nominatzons which 
chiefly made a Citizens’ ticket with Repub- 
icans on it possible. But for them there 
would have been little dissatisfaction or 
scratching. Mr. Roche refused to be a can 
didate. Had he gone before the convention 
no doubt the gang would have defeated him 
as they dia Dixon ana Clark. They could 
not use those men. Mr. Spry, who had 
served honorably in the County Board, was 
allowed to be nominated. The selection of 
Gen. Stockton of Lake View was generally 
approved. That of Mr. Corthell, to fill Stock- 
ton’s vacancy, an engineer of repute, has ex- 
cited no unfriendly comment, While many 
would have preferred Hottinger to Wein- 
bardt, the nomination of the latter would 
have done no harm had Clark—an ideal can- 
didate—and Dixon—a strong one—been on 
the ticket instead of the ‘Skokie cut-off 
crank and the Stock-Yards special attorney. 
These nominations are felt to be outrages on 
the people of Chicago.

THE PAPAL INTERNATIONAL BANK. 
There was set forth in yesterday’s TriB- 
UNE in very complete detail the great scheme 
of The Universal Association 100 Million 
Bank and Trust company, as it is officially 
designated, though itis likely to be known 
by the people by the much shorter appella- 
tion of the Papal Bunk,” since it is to be 
organized under the special benediction of 
the Pope and will be the recognized de- 
pository of the revenues of the church, the 
pence of Peter, and the private fortunes of 
its communicants, so far as they may intrust 
them to its safe-keeping and handling. 

The financiers behind this colossal scheme 
are mostly Italians and French, ana the 
scheme itself is not unlike the French Créait 
Foncier. Its area of operation, as set forth 
in its charter, is immense. The bank will 
exercise the functions of a financial trust 
company, a safe deposit, a bank of deposit, 
a security guarantor, an estate adminis- 
trator, an account adjuster, a note dis- 
counter, a general broker, a commercial and 
manufacturing organizer, a railroad con- 
structor, and a contractor for all kinds of 
business, public and private. Its capital 
will be $100,000,000. New York will be its 
head center, and branches will be estab- 
lished in all the principal American and 
European cities. 

The distinguishing feature of the Papal 
Bank, however, is its desiguation by the 
Pope himself as the depository for the Papal 
property, treasures, and revenues and an 
asylum where the wealth of the church will 
be safe whenever there shall be a revolution- 
ary, anarchistic, or warlike upheaval in Eu- 
rove. 

The further development of this great 
scheme will be serutinized with much curios- 
ity by the American people, and undoubtedly 
with apprehension by not a few, while others 
will shrug their shoulders and anticipate a 
repetinon of the unfortunate experiences 
which have so often resulted from the at- 
tempt of clericals to manage financial insti- 
tutions. 

But whatever may be the outcome, whether 
it prove to be a success or a failure, it is none 
the less a most remarkable tribute to the po- 
litical and financial soundness of the country. 
It certainly is no ordinary compliment when 
Pope, Cardinals, Archbishops, and Bishops 
deliberately come to the conclusion that the 
fiscal interests of the Church will be best 
conserved and promoted by the establish- 
ment of a central depository in this Protest- 
ant country which shall be the receptacle of 
its wealth and the purveyor of its revenues 
—which shail hold all the Church money. 
Peter's pence, gifts, and bequests, and 
contain the whole fiscal machinery 
of two hundred millions of commu- 
nicants living in the world. It i 
all the more complimentary that they 
decide to select this heretical country, where 
seven-eighths of the people are non-Catholic, 
who disbelieve its cogmas and never enter 
its churches. The strongest Protestant 
power in the world is the United States; and 
yet the Pope and his Cardinals and priests 
are willing wo intrust their money to this 
land of Episcopalians, Luthérans, Calvinists, 
Methodists, Baptists, and agnostics; this 
country of free schools, free religion, and 
free ballot, free thought, free press, rather 
than to the old Papal countries of Europe. 
Should the scheme be matured on the lines 
set forth in its charter and achieve success 
its influence may be far-reaching. Other or- 
ganizations and institutions and even 
crowned heads which are endangered may 
follow its example and place their wealth 
here in this land of equal rights, where it 
will be protected under the auspices of the 
great self-governing Republic. It is too 


early yet to speculate with any degree of 


egn fidenee as to the operations of the Papal 
Bank. It is so colossal in its purposes that it 
may break down of its own weight. Its 


financiers on the other hand may have suffi- | 


cient ability to successfully admtnister it. 
If there is any sinister motive underlying it, 
it will not take long to find it out. 


EDUCATION IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The annual statement of the late Commis 
sioner of Education, N. H. R. Dawson, whose 
term expired Sept. 3, contains a compre- 
hensive summary of the educational condi- 
tion of the country. The rapialy growing 
importance of this bureau is shown by its 
library, which already numbers 23,500 vol- 
umes and 90,000 pamphlets, its museum, in 
which there are 20,000 entries, and the large 
number of monographs on educational topics 
by the leading educators of the country 
which it has/issued. One of these now in 
Dress, being a/report on the educational feat- 
ures of the Paris Exposiuon, by the present 
Commissioner, Prof. Harris, who was sent 
there for that purpose, will be eagerly antici- 
pated by those who are aware of the Commis- 
sioner’s expert fitness for this special duty. 

An interesting feature of the report is the 
condition of education in far-away Alaska. 
The foundations of aschool system have al- 
ready been laid there, and in addition to the 
mission schools day schools are being opened, 
and thirteen teachers have already been av- 
pointed. To further expedite the progress of 
education in Alaska the appointment of a 
competent inspector of schools and tne em- 
ployment of native teachers are recommend- 
ed. Progress will necessarily be siow, how- 
ever, for the work is closely akin to that 
which must be followed with our own In- 
Cians. \ 

Analyzing the statistics of public schools 
for the last ten years, the Commissioner 
finds that the growth of the system, consider- 
ing the whole country, outstripped during 
that period the growth of population, the ex- 
cess of the increase of enrollment over the 
increase in population (6 to 14 years of age) 
being 2.1 per cent, and attributes the gain to 
the progress of the public. schools in the 
South. A large part of the report is devoted 
to the question of education in the South, 
and takes an optimistic view of what is be- 
ing done for the education of the negro. The 
Commissioner’s optimism is hardiy sustained 
by the record or by the argument of the 
Commissioner himself, which proceeds upon 
the basis that the biacks are beneficiaries 
rather than citizens enjoying their rights. 
In discussing the progress of the pub- 
lic school system in our leading cities 
he finds that in no depart- 
ment of work has there been such marked 
improvement as in the primary schools, es- 
pecially since they have been reinforced by 
the kindergarten system. Night schools and 
vacation schools have not made the progress 
expected ofjthem, and renewed; effort§ to 
bring tne ignorant classes into them is 
urged. The Commissioner touches briefly 
upon the subject of manual training and has 
nothing more practical to suggest than that 
it may result in desirable modifications of 
the present school methods. 

In the department of higher education 
there is a graduai but steady advance, par- 
ticulariy in the South, during the last two 
years. The statistics for 1888 show 
that the attendance in the collegiate 


every 597 of the population, and their re- 
sources are evidenced by the private bene- 
factions which have reinforeed public appro- 
priations. From the former source alone col- 
leges and scientific and pro*essional schools 
received $5,174,872 in 1888, as compared with 
$2,489,154 appropriated to National and State 
universities. The report does not contain 
many recommendauons, nor does it discuss 
the subject of education in anything like an 
exhaustive manner, which may be accounted 
for in part by the fact that it is the report of 
an outgoing offidial. He alludes in a compli- 
mentary way to his successor, who is an ex- 


} pert in bis profession, and who, although his 


powers are somewhat limited, will not fail to 
make his influence felt in the administration 
of the public school system of the country. 


NOT 80 EASY TO GET AT THE MONEY. 

Democratic candidates for Dratnage Trus- 
tees—King, for instance—are telling the 
workingmen on the stump, and it is so re- 
ported in the papers, that if they are elected 
„they will put 10,000 to 15,000 Democrats at 
„ work on the big job at good pay.“ Democratic 
boodlers are saying to one another that if 
they succeed they will soon be handling ten 
millions in bonds aad levying general taxes 
and special assessments ad libitum. 

There is such a thing as counting chickens 
before they are hatched. The victory of the 
drainage boodlers will prove to be another 
instance of it. Betore they can sell a bond 
or levy a tax or order a special assessment 
the law under which they act must go before 
the Supreme Court and be passed on by it— 
thoroughly. Till that is done no capitalist 
will advance a dollar or buy a bond and no 
citizen will pay a tax or assessment. There 
will not be money enough in the hands of 
the Trustees to hire an office or buy a sheet 
of writing paper. Notaman can be put at 
work. The salariee of the members will not 
be paid. No expense can be lawfuliy incurred 
until the Supreme Court pronounces the act 
valid. 

Nor can the Trustees accomplish anything 
by making up an agreed case with some out- 
side accomplice and getting a hurried de- 
cision from the Supreme Court on such 
points as they think advisable to raise. 
There will be property-owners who will 
agree to nothing, and who will insist that 

e case be fought out to a finish on its act- 
ual merits. There will be some of them who 
will favor a policy of procrastinauon if a 
boodle board is elected, and may think it ad- 
visable to keep the matter in the courts till 
the terms of the boodle Trustees run out 
Such things are easily possible. 

When the Supreme Court does decide the 
issues involved it will be almost a miracle if 
all parts of the bill pass muster. It is more 
than likely that some defect will be discov- 
ered which will make it necessary to go to 
the Legislature for assistance and amend- 
ment. And that body ought to act—whatever 
the Supreme Court may do—before the Trust- 
ees collect a dollar of taxes or sell a bond. 
The administrative part of the law is éx- 
ceedingly defecuve. The Trustees are not 
required to give a bond, though they will 
handle millions. There is no provision fora 
board of audit, and they are not required to 
report their accounts or the progress of 
expenditures to any one. They are irrespon- 
sible, and may steal everything within reach. 
These defects must be remedied at a special 
session or at the regular session of 1891, be- 
fore the Trustees, whoever they may be, 
begin the active discharge of tneir duties 
and the expenditure of the people’s money. 

It will be seen, therefore, that years may 
pass before boodle Trustees can lay their 
hands on the contents of the people’s pocket- 
books. Therefore, let workingmen beware 
of this wild talk about putting 10,000 men to 
work instanter at big wages. If it were pos- 
sible the funds would not hold out a year for 
that number of men and the cost of a work- 
ing plant, But it will be one, two, or six 
years before the Supreme Court decides 
whetber the law is vaiid and constitutional. 


MRS. MACKAY AND THE WASHERWOMEN, 

The Manchester (Eug.) Traminer recently 
got itself into trouble by printing the state- 
ment that Mrs. John W. Mackay, before she 
married her bonanza husband, had been a 
washerwoman in Nevada and earned her liv- 
ing by washing for the miners, and that it 
was during her useful service in this field of 
industry that she attracted the notice of Mr. 
Mackay, himself a miner, and secured him 
for her husband, much to the benefit of her 
subsequent comfort, happiness, ease, and 
luxury. 

To this statement Mrs. Mackay took de- 
cided exception. She denied the soft im- 
peachment and at once imstructed her 
attorneys to bring the offending Manchester 
editor toterms. As the result of their nego- 
tiations he made an ample apology and 
agreed to pay a certain sum of money named 
by Mrs. Mackay to a charitable institution 
also designated by her. The lady being thus 
acquitted of the heinous charge made against 
her, it is to be presumed that the American 
colony in Paris will breathe more freely and 
that *‘sassiety’’ everywhere will congratu- 
late itself that one of its prominent leaders 
was not a washerwomian of poor but honest 
parentage, nay, more, that she does not an- 
swer the door-bell herself nor sit upon the 
front steps of the Mackay mansion, but is a 
really truly lady and a genuine aristocrat. 

It may be in order to congratulate Mrs. 
Mackay upon the establishment of her inno- 
cence and the refutation of the slanders of 
this bold, bad Briton, but, if it does not ren- 
der Toe Trisunge amenable for libel also, we 
must confess to a feeling of regret that she 
has denied the charge. The world will 
not in the future have the same interest in 
Mrs. Mackay, now that it knows she was 
born in the purple and has real blue blood, 
which it would have had had she acknowl 
edged the charge. There was something of 
comfort in the thought that a Washerwoman 
could rise from her tubs and suds to a high 
social seat and carry herself among the fly- 
ers of fashion with as much natural ease and 
nonchalance asif she had been born with a 
golden spoon in her mouth and had never 
known the merits of wringers or the breezy 
outdoor delights that attach to the dexterous 
manipulation of clothes-pins. Her denial of 
the charge is also in the nature of a calamity 
tothe gentie and lowly craft of washer- 
women the world over, for so long 
as the illusion lasted Mrs. Mackay 
was a pattern to be copied and there 
was always the hope that by emu- 
lating her example some other strivers for 
cleanliness, which is next to godiiness, might 
also rise to affluence with bonanza princes 
for husbands and ally themselves with no- 
bility by marrymg their daughters into the 
charmed circle. To this extent, therefore, 
Mrs. Mackay has stripped her career of a 
charming romance and her life of one of the 
highest moral lessons which example affords. 
By taking this course she has also indirectly 
cast a slur upon many honest, humble wom- 
en by affirming that it is a slander to be 
called a washerwoman. But even assuming 
that her ladyship is of the genuine sort, and 
that her aristocracy has never been tainted 
by early antecedents of washing, ironing, 
and mangling, still it remains that her illus- 
trious lineage must find its source in Eden,

THE DEDICATION OF THE AUDITORIUM. 

The long-expectéd period for the opening 
of the Auditorium is at band, and tomorrow 
evening the noble building will be formally 
dedicated by the performance of musical 
works composed expressly for the occasion, 
Mr. Gleason’s cantata and two numbers 
written by eminent French organists, besides 
the appropriate choral numbers, America,“ 
“The Heavens Are Telling,” the Hallelujah 
chorus, and a song by Mmo. Patti. Ad- 
dresses will be made, and the President of 
the United States, the members of his Cab- 
inet, and manv other distinguished guests 
will houor the oecasion and lend it éclat by 
their presence. Thus dedicated, on the fol- 
lowing evening the regular four weeks’ sea- 
son of Italian opera will commence, and for 
the first time in its musical history Chicago 
will inaugurate a season of opera whose 
progress will be watched with interest the 
world over; first, because of its importance 
as an attempt to revive Italiam opera on a 
grand scale, and second, because of the con- 
spicuous talent employed, headed by the 
acknowledged leading prima donna and 
operatic tenor of the warld. 

From the musical point of view, therefore, 
the opening of the Auditorium will have ex- 
traordinary interest, but above and beyond 
this the occasion is a notable one. It gives 
Chicago once more the home of art and 
music which it lost in the fire of 1871, only on 
a larger, grander, and nobler scale. It gives 
her the largest, most elegant, and most ad- 
mirably equipped opera-house and public 
hall in the world, with an organ which stands 
unrivaled in its resources, and a stage pro- 
vided with every device known to the dra- 
matic art. It has been a colossal undertak- 
ing, but Chicago skill, courage, faith, and 
enterprise have carried it through to success, 
and the great structure is already world- 
famous. It is matter for special congratula- 
tion that Chicago labor, skill, talent, and art 
may claim the great building as their own. 
With a few unimportant exceptions every- 
thing connected with the great building was 
designed, provided, and executed in Chicago. 
The city, therefore, has special reason to be 
proud of it as a Chicago production and to 
compliment Mr. F. W. Peck, the President of 
the association, upon the successful fruition 
of the great scheme which has occupied his 
attention so long. Long may it stand as the 
center of the art and culture of the new 
Chicago, and as a monument to its projector’s 
enterprise and faith in his native city.

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POLITICAL STATUS OF JEFFERSON DAVIS. 
Sweeping proclamations and acts of am- 
nesty which were adopted after the close of 
the rebellion and extended and broadened 
year after year soon restored nearly all the 
ex-Confederates to full political rignts. By 
the year 1876 there was only a band of about 
700 left unpardoned. These were persons 
educated at West Point at the expense of the 
Government and who afterward, in violation 
of their oaths, weatinto the Rebel service; 
and also men who left their seats in Con- 
gress to engage in the rebellion. Jefferson 
Davis, as a graduate of West Point and a 
Senator who abandoned his seat to lead the 
Confederates, was the most prominent per 
son in this group. Congress did not say that 
these persons should not be pardoned, but 
they were left free at any time to make ap- 
plication, and on a two-thirds vote obtain 
from Congress a restoration of political 
rights. Many of them made such application, 
and amnesty was nearly always granted by 
unanimous vote. It was considered sufficient 
proof of repentance for an ex-Confederate to 
ask a restoration to National citizenship, and 
when he did so no further questions were 
raised. Jefferson Davis was one of the few 
who held out to the last, and refused even to 
ask a removal of his political disabilities. 

Not having asked or obtained a restoration 
to Federal political rights Jefferson Davis 
was not a citizen of.the United States at the 
time of his death. This fact alone would 
have made it an official impropriety on the 
announcement of his death to have draped 
the War Department or put the flag at half- 
mast, the customary marks of respect for de- 
parted ex-Secretaries. By the fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution Davis was 
put in the class of Confederates who could 
be restored to political rights only by a two- 
thirds vote of Congress, and, as he refused 
even to ask for such restoration, he remained 
an alien, or rather a man dead in law so far 
as the Federal Government was concerned. 
Some years back an effort was made to have 
Congress grant amnesty to all ex-Confed- 
erates who would appear before a court of 
record and take an oath to support the Con- 
stitution. It was claimed by some that Jef- 
ferson Davis would do that, but Congress re- 
fused to change tne rule which required all 
applications to be made to rt, and allowed or 
rejected as it saw fit in each case. 

It is a rather striking circumstance that 
Jefferson Davis, who staked everything on 
the success of a dismemberment of the 
Union, should have hived to spend so many 
years without being a citizen of any nation 
known to the Powers of the world. He was 
a citizen of the State of Mississippi, and 
could vote or hold office there, but Mississippi 
is not known as a nation, and has no treaty 
stipulations or diplomatic intercourse with 
the Powers of the world. It was changed 
from aterritorial condition by act of Con- 
gress into a State of the Union. When 
Davis visited England, as he did not long 
after his discharge from Fortress Monroe, 
he was virtually a man without a country, 
since there was no recognized nation to which 
he could appeal for protection as a citizen. 
Mississippi could not give him a passport or 
interfere to protect his rights when abroad. 
An enemy of American nationality and a 
partisan of State sovereignty, denying 
American nationality, Jefferson Davis sur- 
vived many years as a citizen of no nation, 
and practically a man without a country. 
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THE TRUSTS MUST GO. 

A recent decision by the Lo uislaua Su- 
preme Court denounces trust contracts as 
against public interest and public policy, and 
avers that they confer on the parties thereto 
no rights which courts of jastice can recog- 
nize and enforce. The IIlinois decision in 
the case of the Gas Trust takes equally 
strong ground. The President of tie United 
States refers to them as dangerous conspira- 
cies against the public good, which should be 
made the subject of prohibitory and even 
penal legislation. The first bill introduced 
in the present session of the Senate of the 
United States is one directed against trusts 
and their methods. 

These nefarious combinations against the 
public welfare have at last proceeded so far 
as to call down an almost universal con- 
demnation by the citizens of the Republic, 
bring out a just characterization by the 
courts, and attract the attention of the Pres- 
ident and Senate as evils that demand 
speedy and effectual suppression. The 
glamour which at one time surrounded them 
and drew multitudes of fishes into the net 
has departed, the evil now standing out in 
all its deformity as one of the greatest that 
has ever threatened the peace and even the 
integrity of the body politic. Yet, with this 
exposure of their (want of) principles and 


the gathering certainty that they will be 


trade in them, and some of the prin- 
cipals in these organized conspiracies. have 
the hardibood to hint to their dupes that 
some way will be found out of tne difficulty 
by which the “interests” of the latter will 
be protected. It is fair to presume that the 
course of action to which this is an index is 
of a piece with that by which the investing 
public has already been lured into buying 
“securities” that do not secure, In other 
words, there is too much reason to believe 
that the ups and downs in the market, fol- 
lowing the big break, are but part of a grand 
milking process, at the end of which the 
great bulk of the trust certificates will be in 
the hands of the dear public, while the pro- 
ceeds will be snugly tueked away in the 
shave of bank credits to the men who con- 
ceived and carried out the monstrous wrong. 

The Stock Exchange in New York and the 
lesser institutions which recegnize the 
trusts as part of their trading material owe 
it to their own good name to kick out these 
things from their lists at once and forever. 
So long as they continue to quote and regis- 
ter sales of the perilous stuff, just so long 
are they parties to the big loss that stares in 
the face the ultimate holders of a lot of mis- 
called property which has not now a legal 
existence, and bids fair to be soon swept out 
by the judicial broom wielded by men who 
feel that in pushing it against the rubbish 
they are acting in deference to the voice of 
an outraged public sentiment as well as in 
accordance with thelaw. The rotten stuff 
should be dropped as instantly as was the 
rag-tag and bob-tail currency that disap- 
peared almost as if by ‘magic near the begin- 
ning of the war. It is understood that many 
of the banks are already refusing to accept 
it as collateral on loans, regarding it as too 
shaky for holding from one day to another. 
Why under such circumstances it should 
still be recognized by the exchanges is past 
finding out. It should at once be relegated 
to the obscurity of private purchase and 
sale so long as anybody can be found who 
will think it worth the buying. Let the stuff 
go. 


PROGRESS OF PRESBYTERIAN REVISION. 
The questions provosed by the last Pres- 
byterian General Assemoly, whether a re- 
vision of faith is desired and what changes 
are to be suggested, ars still occupying the 
attention of the presbyteries. The com- 
mittee appointed by the Washington, D. C., 
Presbytery to consider the questions has 
made an exhaustive report which is some- 
what in the nature of a compromise. It 
finds certain controversial utterances in the 
Confession and some extra-Scriptural state- 
ments which do not belong to such à docu- 
ment. These it would have remeved, and it 
would also incorporate a clause giving promi- 
nence to the truth contuined in such verses 
of the Bible as, God so loved the world,” 
etc., but it does not want any sweeping re- 
vision of the Confession, nor one that would 
eliminate from it the system of doctrine 
known as Calvinism. Just exactly how the 
committee proposes to revise without elimi- 
nating Cdivinism does not appear from the 
published reports of its statements, 

The Pittsburg Presbytery, on the other 
hand, leaves no doubt as toitsdecision. At 
the first meeting it voted largely against re- 
vision. At a subsequent meeting an attempt 
was made to reconsider the vote so that fur- 
ther discussion might be had and the aues- 
tion be submitted to a committee, with in- 
structions to make an exhaustive report, but 
the motion was lost, and thus tne Pittsburg 
Presbytery stands committed against re- 
vision. Having thus a second time declared 
its conviction, one of the elders, evidently 
impressed with the logical sequitur of the 
proceedings, or eise by their ludicrous incon- 
sistency, raised a decided breeze among the 
brethren by introducing a resolution which, 
after viewing with deep concern the wide- 
spread defection in the Presbyterian Zion 
and the danger that its congregations might 
be corrupted by such heresies, resolved 


That the ministers of this presbytery be re- 
quired as soon as possible to present to their 
several congregations our belief, as set forth in 
the Westminster Confession of Faith, upon the 
following among otnér topics: ** That God has 
from all eternity ordained some of his creatures 
for his own glory to everlasting death,“ That 
elect infants alone are saved,” “ That the Pope 
of Rome is anti-Christ.“ 


The excitement among the brethren could 
hardly have been greater had a bombshell 
dropped in their midst, and they lost no time 
in voting down the dangerous resolution 
which, if it had been adopted, would have 
raised rank revolt among the laymen. The 
good elder who introduced it, however, was 
strictly logical and consistent, and evidently 
reasoned that if the presbytery were bound 
to retain these antiquated dogmas in the 
confession of faith, as an expression of its 
belief, then the ministers should be instruct- 
ed to preach them; or he may have been a 
grim joker who took this method of showing 
the presbytery the untenable position in 
which it had placed, itself. Whatever may 
have been his motive, he accomplished his 
purpose and forced the presbytery to put 
itself on record as in favor of retaining in 
the confession certam dogmas which are 
never to be confessed and expressions of 
solemn belief which are never to be men- 
tioned to any one. To do this certainly re- 
quired a high degree of moral courage. Thus 
the work of revision goes on, accepted in 
some places and rejected in others. Of 
course the day must come when the iron-bound 
Calvinistic dogmas of predestined damnation 
must be given up, for the worid does move, 
but itis not clear vet that the next General 
Assembly will find its way out of the woods.

LEGEND OF THE PIASA. 


ONE OF THE STORIES TOLD IN CAL- 
HOUN COUNTY, ILLINOIs, 


The Pi-a-caw Had Four Feet, a Dragon's 
Tail, Wings, the Head of a Bear, and 
Antlera—Ue Was Called the Destroyer 
Lived on Indians—Ontega, Chief of the 
Illini, Met Him ou Biuff Near Alton 
and Killed Him—And He Was Set in a 
Rock and Used aw Weather Signal. 


In 1673, when Jotiet and Marquette ascend- 
ed the Illinois River on their return from the 
discover of the Mississippi, they saw on the 
righthand cliff, not far above the Illinois’ 
mouth, what they were pleased to consider 
the picture of a devil. The good priest tried 
afterward to make a drawing of the creature, 
and though his drawing Was poor and in- 
exact he sent it to France, where it is said to 
be preserved among the papers of the col- 
ouv. : 

In later days it has been written and talked 
about as the picture on the rock above Al- 
ton.“ 
day that the Indians could give only tradi- 
tion about it, and it might have remained 
there until this time, but in 1846 some zeuious 
developers of Western resources quarried it 
away. 

This picture, which Father Marquette saw 
with startled eyes, considering it a sign of 
aboriginal depravity, was called the Piasa 
[Pi-a-saw|, or Destroyer. Mr. William Me- 
Adams, in a recent book, gives a description 
of the Piasa, and a representation of it which 
differs from a picture painted by Mayor Ladd 


_of Whitehall only in two points. He gives

the creature a fish tail and carries its folds 
lengthwise around the body, while Mr. Ladd 
has wound this snake-like appendage turee 
times around the Piasa’s middle and enued it 
with a dragon dart. Mr. Ladd painted his 
spe from the deseriotion given by Squire 
ussell of Bluffdale, who has been nearer 

the Piasa than any porson now living. 

I have been to Squire Russell to beg that 
he would teli me ail he could recall about 
that strange inscription, of which so many 
untre things will donbtless be told as time 
goes on. 

*SQUIRE RUSSBLL’S STORY OF THE PIASA. 

J used to climb the rocks to look at it 
when I was a boy,” he said. I have been 
within sixty feet of it. I once pointed it out 
from the deck of a steamer to an Engiish 
lady and she looked at it with a fleid-giass. 
No wings showed that day, for the weather 
was dry. The colors. were always affected 
by dampness, and stood out distinctly after 
rain. Father Marquette evidently saw the 
Piasa on a dry day, for he pictured it without 
wings. 

The pieture was cut into the surface of 
the rock half an inch or more, and originally 
painted with red, black, and blue. It had the 
head ot a bear, large, disproportioned teeth, 
the horns of an elk, the sealy body of a fish, 
and a bear’s legs ending with eagie’s claws. 
The tail was at least fifty feet long, wound 
three times around the body. and ended in a 
spearhead. The upper horns were painted 
red, the lower portion and head black. The 
wings were expanded to the right and left of 
the face, and the Piasa was at least sixteen 
teet long. Its head and neck were covered 
with a mane, and its body confusedly colored 
with ali three of the colors used. 

In 1820 Capt. Gideon Spencer came up the 
Mississippi, and saw the picture on the rock. 
He asked the Indiems what iti was, and they 


told him it was the Sturm Bird, or Thunder. 


er; that it had been piaced there by a war- 
like tribe long before any emigration to the 
great lakes. The Indians would fire off their 
guns at it, and some of them made it offer- 
ings of tobacco, smoked their pipes to it, and 
performed such other ceremonies as they 
made use of to propitiate bad manitous while 
passing by the rock.”’ 

Tribes who lingered after the white men 
tame had this clear legend of the Piasa, 
handed down througt generations. 

THE PIASA’S LOVE OF HUMAN FLESH. 

A long time ago, when animals of mon- 
strous growth still walked the earth or with 
awfui bat wings lay upon and darkened the 
air, this destroyer lived in caves in the rock 
along that river now called the Illinois. His 
haunts were full of his victims’ bones. 
For a time he was a contented mon- 
ster and satisfied himself with buffalo. It 
was his custom to sv700p down upon a herd, 
set his clawsin the ‘ineet and fattest beef. 
carry his selection off to his den, and eat it 
in privacy and comfort. But he gota taste 
of Indian, avd from that time forth his came 
was man. An armload of papooses, a plump 
squaw, or a muscular brave became his ac- 
customed meal. Whole tribes were going 
down the hopper of this creature’s jaws. 
Picture to yourself a peaceful fiela of maize 
tended by women, a village full of lounging 
Warriors, and trees hung with happy and 
rocking cradled babies. Now ea horrible odor 
steals through the air; there is a flapping 
sound, arush, and a roar; screams of fear 
arise—the Piasa is out. He hangs an instant 
over the wretched village, his vat wines 
quivering, his fiery eyes seiecting, and now 
he drops and is away! One more vacant 
blanket by the wigwam fire, one dear man 
less to chop wood and cook for—another war- 
rior is gone. His doomed legs may be seen 
kicking and struggling as that ugly beast 
— away in its low and oozing flight with 

im. 

There must have been a reverse side to this 
picture, as such a present personal Satan 
could hardly help checking forwardness in 
young Indians. Still the least calculating of 
savage minds saw that the Destroyer would 
soon depopulate the country unless the coun- 
try succeeded in depopulating him. 

ONTEGA, CHIEF OF THE ILLINI, VANQUISHES 

THK PIASA. 

Ontega was at that time the great chief of 
a warlike tribe called the Illini. He deter- 
mined to rid mankind of the Piasa by hook or 
crook, by battle, or by strategy. So like a 
knight in the days of dragons he bétook 
himself to fasting and vision-seeing, and ir 
was revealed to him from Heaven that ‘the 
Piasa could be taken off oniy by sacrificing 
the best man in the tribe. hen this was 
prociaimed to the tribe they all began to 
wail and lament, and resign every honor in 
favor cf Ontega—he was the best man in the 
tribe vu the first ballot. Still they did not 
want him sacrificed, and earnestiy begged 
he would invent seme other way of over- 
coming the Piasa, It may be supposed that 
the Piasa’s swooping down and picking off 
another brave in the midstof their delibera- 
a somewhat reconciled them to Ontega’s 
plan, 

He picked out an exposed rocky point, and 
directed his people to hide in their wigwams. 
Before the Piasa’s next dinner-time he had 
ambushed his best warriors around the ex- 
posed rocky point. The Piasa’s harns and 
head were seen craning out of its cliff-door. 
Ontega mounted the rock, weaponiess, 
dressed in the t uli costume of a chief, with 
the royal feathers bristling from his head. 
The Piasa contemplated him with extreme 
satisfaction, spread membraned wings, and 
sailed to the epcounter. Ontega, with folded 
arms, chanted his death song, but just as the 
Destroyer was dropping like shot frem a 
shot-tower upon him the concealed marks- 
men riddied it,with arrows. Sharp flints of 
all sorts thrust it through, and shafts stuck 
quivering out of its carcass. 

Not even the tip of Ontega’s plume was 
bent. He had been preserved by the Power 
above, for when a man looks with undauntea 
eye and patient courage at approaching ca 
lamity Heaven itself tights for him. 

This was the end of the Piasa. There were 
no more free lunches of Indian on the 
banks of that fair river. We may imagine 
the tribe spreading out the uncouth remains, 
measuring them, and grining, and quarrei- 
ing about who had actually killed the Piasa. 
Had they been civilized we might now have 
a multiplicity of volumes proving that 
every warrior who shot an arrow on that oc- 
casion was the sole savior of his tribe. But 
they were honest barbarians, and in their 
hearts and traditions gave all the credit to 
Ontega.

From A Preliminary Report of the United 
States Geological Survey of Montana and 
Portions of Adjacent Territories” (by F. V. 
Hayden, United States Geologist) I quote: 

The flying saurians are pretty well known from 
the descriptions of European authors. Our 
mesozoic had been thought to have lacked these 
ingular forms until Prof. Marsh ana the writers 
discovered remains of species in the Kansas 
chalk. Though these are not numerous, their 
size was formidable. One of them. ornithochirus 
harpyia, Cope, spread eighteen feet between the 
tips of its wings, wulle the O umbrosus, Cope, 
covered nearly twenty feet with his expunose. 
These strange creatures flapped their leathery 
wings over the waves, and often plunging, seized 
many au unsuspecting fish; or, sodring at a safe 
distance, viewed the sports and combats of the 
more powerful saurians of the sea. At nightfall 
we may imagine them trooping to the shore and 
suspending themselves to the clifts py the claw- 
bearing fingers of their wing limbs. 

The earth itself keeps a record of those 
long-past flying reptiles called saurians. Abd 
in spite of all which geologists positively 
know about the non-existence of man in early 
periods, man has from the dawn of history 
told his story of conflict with those flying 
reptiles. 

n spite of the Piasa’s elk horns and phe- 
nomenal tail, who can prove that he did not 
exist, did not chase Indians—in short, tbat 
he was not a last, lingering saurian! We 
may smile at him as we do at ghosts, and dis- 
credit the evidence of saurian-fighters from 
the beginning of tradition. But when all is 
set aside with contempt, do we positively 
know that there never wasa Piasa, a De- 


stroyer, a Thunder Bird—a true, lumbering -

AN ELECTRIC STAIR-CLIMBER. 


A Device for Hoisting People Upstairs in 
Private Residences. 

Electrical World: The large number of ele- 
vators in office buildings has made people ac- 
customed to their use, and the wish has often 
been expressed that some arrangement might 
be devised by which elevators might be in- 
stalled in private houses. A solution of this 

roblem is the arrangement exhibited in 

aris and shown in the accompanying illus- 


tration. 
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This stair climber consists of three parts. 
The first of these 1s the guide, which consists 
of two parallel flat iron rods supported on 
the ballustrade; second, a movabie platform, 
which is supported by and guided by the 
rails; and third, a motor. The motor, it will 
be seen, is an electric one, which acts di- 
rectly upon a windlass, to which a chain is 
attached which pulls up the platform upon 
which the person stands. Each of these lit- 
tle elevators, from story to story, is independ 
ent of the other, so that one person might be 
ascending from one story to another while 
the other is descending. 

The motor can be made to turn backward 
or forward, or to stop at will, by the person 
on the platform.

Railroad Employes and Their Watches, 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail- 
road has a new time-service system, and the 
above transaction illustrates the manner by 
which some 3,500 employés are compelied to 
keep their timepieces somewhere within the 
region of acuracy. There are inspectors in 
all the cities and principai towns along the 
hnes of the .“ system, this being neces- 
sary for the convenience of the empioyés, all 
of whom could not possibly report every 
week at the same place to havetheir watches 
examined and reguiaved. 

Raymond Gregg, a practical watchmaker 
of many years’ exverience, is general éxam- 
iner of watches for the company and has 
his headquarters in St. Louie, though he 
makes occasional visits to Chicago and other 
cities along the lines. Mr. Gregg’s chief 
functions are to appoint loca) examiners, set- 
tie disputes about the reliability of watches 
and submit monthly reports to the genera 


managers showing the results of his reguia- 


tron of thousands of different timepieces, 
which include such makes as those of the 
Waitham Watch company, the Elgin, the 
Seth Thomas, Howard, Rockford, Hampden, 
Aurora, IIUiinois, Tissott, Lang, Standard, 
Peoria, English, Swiss, Guild, Fredonia, 
Saltzman, orthwestern, Columbus, and 
Paillard. It is said that Mr. Gregg now and 
then encounters & conductor, engineer; or 
yardmaster possessed of some old heirloom 
in the shape of a watch whom he has great 
difficulty in conviucmeg of the untrustworthy 
character of his timepiece. it may be &

scinded it; it was found a hardship to compel | 


the men to buy such watches and throw away 
tneir old ones, and on mature deliberation 
was not regarded as indispensable to preserv- 

an accurate record of time. 

eweler Chase intimated that the persons 
who invented the 8 apparatus at’ 
tempted to foist it on all railroad companies as 
the only means by which trains could be run 
on Correct time. But men who run oa rail- 
road trains,” said he, seldom come in con- 
tact with electrical currents which will af- 
fect their timepieces; they do not need non- 
magnetic watches. Some juggier with a 
powerful horseshoe magnet may stop a 
man’s watch, and make him think 
he needs a non-Magnetic attachment, 
but this proves nothing. 1 have 
seen men so superstitious and ignorant as to 
believe that there was so much magnetism 
in their bodies their watches would not keep 
correct time. Once, for example, a minister 
who should have been an intelligent mau 
showed me his watch and said: ‘This watch 
keeps time to the second when my brother 
carries it, but as soon as I take it it begins to 
gain. I donot think,’ he continued, ‘you can 
regulate it; you see, I have too much magnet- 
ism in my body.’ ‘Well,’ said 1, disgusted 
with his superstition, ‘you ought to bea 
drawing man in the pulpit.’ ” 

The managers of the Burlington say that 
the results of their scheme to regulate the 
timepieces of their men have been excel- 
lent. The scheme was adopted May 1, the 
managers having come to the conclusion 
that some plan to secure a uniformity among 
the thousands of watches carried by the 
men was absolutely indispensabie. ose 
made subject to the new time-service rules 
are conductors, engineers, firemen, yard- 
masters, foremen, train foremen, round- 
house foremen, station foremen, road fore- 
men, and hostlers. The last report by Gen- 
eral Examiner Gregg indicates progress 
has been made, for the average variation of 
watches was less than half what it was dur- 
ing the first month of inspection. Of course 
a good many employés who were found car- 
rying uotrustworthy timers had to give 
them up and secure better ones. 

The monthly reports show in detail the 
name of the owner, his occupation, the make 
and number of his watch, the number of days 
it has run, and the seconds gained or lost. 
Some watches may vary fifteen or oven 
twenty seconds a week, while others do not 
vary atall. In the report for September it 
appears the 2,000 watches carried on the 
main line had an average run of twenty-two 
and one-half days, and that the average 
number of seconds variation for each watch 
per day was one and one-half seconds. On 
the Burlington & Missouri River road the 
average number of days run for each 
watch was twenty-one; average varia- 
tion of each per day, one and one- 
half seconds. On the Hannibal & St. Joseph, 
average run for each watch twenty-three 
days; average variation each per day, one 
and a half seconds. On the Kansas City & 
Council Bluffs Road, average run for each 
watch twenty-seven days; average variation 
for each per day, one and a quarter seconds. 
On the St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern, 
average run for each watch twenty-six arid a 
half days; average variation each per day, 
one and seven-eighths seconds. On the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Kansas City, average 
run for each watch twenty-one days; aver- 
age variauon each per duy, one and a half 
seconds, On the Chicago & Iowa railroad, 
average run for each watch twelve days; 
average variation of each per day, one-naif 
a second. 

These reports show the actual performance 
of watches carried by employés, and have 
caused the company to abandon the old rule 
which gave five minutes’ allowance for an 
engineer’s timepiece when. there was any un- 
certainty regarding a train. On the main 
line there are local examiners at Chica- 
go, Aurora, Streator, 9 .— Rock Island, 
Monmouth, Galesburg, Peoria, Beardstown, 
Quincy, Mendota, East St. Louis, Buda, Sterl- 
ing, Buriington, Charitan, Albia, Ottumwa, 
Creston, Villisca, Red Oak. Council Bluffs, 
Des Moines, Pacitic Junction, Hastings, Clar- 
inda, and Grant City; there are also ex- 
aminers at all cities and towns of importance 
on the other roads controlled by the Barling- 


ton. 

The great advantage claimed for this sys- 
tem is that the men have tkeir watches set 
weekly by uniform regulators. These regu- 
lators are  self-winding and self-setting 
clocks, connected by wire with the Western 
Union Telegraph company, and lated ac- 
cording to observatory time obtamed from 
Washington, St. Louis, and Evanston. These 
clocks are set by electricity every hour. The 
Burlington company is adopting them for its 
oftice epieces.

He has closed with 
Messrs. Evans and Hoey fora tour of Australia 
in A Parlor Maten.“ He has also secured 
Adonis Dixey for that country next year and 
“ Bluebeard Jr.“ From Mr. J. H. MeVicker 
he purchased the manuscript of Sidonie.“ 
an adaptation of Daudet's story by Maj.

It Sas pro- 
duced at McVicker’s Theater about ten years 
ago. Mr. Allison will also take to Australiy the 
rights for certain theatrical appliances, such as 
patent opera-glass boxes, etc.

But I went back to that place 
every Christmas for several years after and 
played Santa in that window. I came to Chi- 
cago and have had this job forthe last three 
years, or the last three holidays. In the sum- 
mer time I do such work as I can 
get. Sometimes this store employs me. 1 
have tried several times to marry, but somehow 
when the women find out what my business is 
they laugh at me and say that Santa Claus never 
marries. And sometimes I think this Santa 
Claus business isn’t as funny to me as some 
folks might think.”’

It is in everybody's 
mouth and is applied to everything. The other 
day an order was given for some kindling wood.

* Quite a jag.“ was the reply. 

The customer paid the money and went away 
apparently satisfied, And he was a business 
man. 

At the Chicago Opera-House the other night a 
man suid that he had “several jags of opera“ 
and was tired of it. 

We had several jags of prayer,” is the way a 
man described a praise service at a high-toned 
North Side church. 

A lady down East having become puzzled over 
the word wrote to an editor, Mr. Dana, asking 
what oo earthit meant. Mr. Dana always takes 
an interest in what appear to be trifles to many. 
One of his young men was assigned to go back 
to the creation of the world, if necessary, and 
see where jag got its start. He found in 
Cassell’s Encyclopedic Dictionary this: 

JAG—l. A small load, as of hay, grain, or straw 
Etym. doubtful. 

2. A saddlebag; a peddler’s wallet. 

Stormouth says: 

JAG—(Gaelic gor.) The nodding of the head; short, 
irregular sounds, then the sort of figures traced out 
by the tremulous, irregular movements of bodies. 

JAGGER—One who jags, in scut. a peddler. 

JAGGERY—The Indian name for a coarse, dark 
sugar Obtained from the juice of palms and the sugar 
cane. 

Continues Mr. Dana’s young man: 

Here are four possible origins of the root jag 
which is now used in its purity: 

1. The peddler idea, the condition of mind 
and body most frequentiy to be noticed in per- 
ambulating merchants and tinkers. 2. (a) The 
nodding of the head as in drowsiness; and (b) 
the irregular line described by bodies moving 
uncertainly along a plane. as a sidewalk. 3. The 
suggestion of acrid alcoholic strength in a solid, 
as sugar, which becomes fluid easily. 4. The 
common provincial use of the word to express 
the dea of a light burden, a small load of irregu- 
lar shape. as “a little jag of hay which is 
gicaned with a pitchfork in the wake of the har- 
vest wagon which carries the bulk of the erop. 

The present use of the word comes most clear- 
ly, perhaps, from tne last of these four possible 
sources, but incidental shades of meaning are 
seen to be derived from the others. The jag is 
that state of exhilaration produced by the ab- 
sorption in the human body of a greater or legs 
quantity of alcoholic liquor. In its primary use 
it implied only “a little load,” but the word is 
elastic. 

{ts grand divisions are: (a) The Quiet, Gen- 
tlemanly Jag; (b), the Windward Jag, in which 
the subject appears to stand in great need of a 
centerboard to enable him to steer a reasonably 
straight course (cf. Stormonth supra); (c) the 
Running Jag, under whose influence the man 
finds it necessary to progress in a trot to avoid 
falling over forward—a Chicago variety of the 
condition; and (d) the Rip-Staving Jag, used as 
a synonym for the Boiling Drunk, where the maa 
betrays an overweening desire to maim, slaugh- 
ter, slay, and deal damnation round with a free 
and impartial hand. This last species of jag has 
no special habitat.

Tom Prior, Chicago Opera- House: I was in 
the box-office the other night at my usual time 
when a man came to the window and bought a 
ticket. Then he picked up one of those old-fash- 
joned tin lanterns which you saw in your boy- 
hood days, no doubt, opened the door of it, and 
blew out the blaze of a candle. Then he put the 
lantern in the window and asked me if I would 
keep it for him until the show was over. I asked 
him why he carriedit. He said he lived in St. 
Louis and he had carried that lantern of nights 
for twenty-five years, and that he always took it 
with him when he went traveling. I had heard a 
good many hard stories about St. Louis but this 
one winded me. I asked him if it was a usual 
custom in St. Louis, and he replied, O, yes;

The St. Louis man got it 
after the show, lighted his torch in it, and 
walked off.

Modern art is overreaching itseif in pains- 
taking devotion to the minutim of technique. 
Absorbed in the effort to paint air and light, to 
reproduce the varying effects of textures, artists 
forget that the eye is not the seat of the soul. 
and that pictures are valueless which 
do not interpret human feeling. The 
imagination can not be dethroned 
in spite of the modern allegiance to realism, 
which has come to mean total ubsorption in 
petty details. In none of the arts is accuracy 
synonymous with truth, and in all of them an 
overstrenuous devotion to superficial exactness 
clogs the imagination and prevents its free ac- 
tion. Many a man of talent, realizing the 
immense amount of labor involved. in some 
of the clever but meaningless paint- 
ings of today, has turned to decorative art as u 
broader field for tis imagination, a field which 
offers free.scope for great ideas and noble sym- 
ools, in which he may work boldly without giv. 
ing all bis best thought and labor to the repro 
duction of evanescent and intangible éffects of 
light and air and textures. Decorutive ‘paintings, 
being usually viewed from a distance. require 
less minute and painstaking handling. lu them 
color ana form may be more broadly used. and 
used for the symbolic interpretation of u poetic 
idea with far more freedom than is possible to 
the literalism now in vogue in French and Amer- 
ican ateliers. 

After all, all art was decorative until within 
the last few centuries; that is, a picture was 
painted gor, and usually in, a certain place, in- 
stead of being a portable property, created with- 
out reference to its surroundings and existing 
independently of them. The mural paintings of 
the Greeks and Romans were essentially dec- 
orative in character, and more or less convention- 
alized in form and coior. The medievals devel- 
oped a system of religious symbolism in their 
work with the brush, and cultivated it to a noble 
effioresence of the purest decorative feeling un- 
der the pre-Raphaelites. And even the Sistine 
Chupel—that tremendous tour de force of genius 
may be broadly classified as decorative paint- 
ing, though she figures are no longer convention- 
alized. Japanese aft, the art of the most purely 
artistic people of modern times, is essentially 
decorative in character. Thus the decorative 
artist is in the highest walks of his profession,and 
every day, both in this country and in other 
countries, his opportunities increase for nobly 


imaginative work, while the painter of easel 


pictures is insensibly drawn toward greater lit- 
eralism. In this country the decorative artist is 
a comparatively recent product. It is only with- 
in the last few years-that the studious attention 
of true artists has been given to the decoration 
of rooms and interiors as a whole, whether in 
public orin private buildings. Of course some- 
thing existed which passed for decorative art; 
walls were covered und rooms were furnished. 
But only recently has:it been possible in this 
couatry for the architect or the householder to 
supplement indjvidual untrained taste with the 
best thought of highly educated artistic minds. 
Beautifully harmonious interiors are now within 
the reach of people of wealth and taste if they 
know where to look for them; and noble sym- 
bolic paintings have been created for special 
uses, not only in this country but in this city, as 
THE TRIBUNE has oa one or two occasions 
pointed out.

The interior of the Auditorium is an ex- 
ample of carefully studied and nobly harmonious 
decorative work. The color-scheme of ivory and 
gola is wrought out with fine delicacy and with a 
digniued avoidance of garish splendor; and 
the higher purpose of the architects and 
decorators to express symbolically in 
their scheme the function of music in life 
and natureschas been nobly and triumpbantly 
fulfilled, The central feature of this scheme, the 
picture which strikes the keynote of the whole, 
and magnificently expresses the idea to 
which the great theater is dedicated, is 
one of the most beautiful pieces of 
purely decorative painting to be found anywhere 


in America. This ig. the frieze over the prosce- 


nium arch, which represents the morning and 
evening, the growth and decadence, the joy and 
sorrow, the Allegro and Adagio of life, interfused 
and penetrated throughout by the spirit of music 
which makes a melody of the inscrutable mys- 
tery. To the thought expended on this great 
work several minds have. contributed; many 
consultations among men moved by a common 
generous purpose have enriched and glor- 
med its meaning. Some suggestions af 
its underlying motive may be found in Louis H. 
Sullivan’s Whitmanlike prose-poem on “ Inspi- 
ra tion, wbich he read three years ago before the 
Western ‘Association of Architects, and whose 
central ideas of growth and decadence in the 
grand serene symphony of life and nature tne 
entire scheme of the decoration is intended to 
illustrate. To Healy ana Millet was confided the 
congenial task of carrying out this scheme, and 
for its successful realization they are entitled to 
high praise. The frieze they intrusted tb Charles 
Hollaway, a young artist several years in their 
employ. who has had much experience in sym- 
bolic and decorative work with figures, 
and who has here succeeded m grasp- 
ing a great. opporfunity ia rising to a 
great subject. With wonderful spontaneity, 
with a delightful exuberance of poetic feeling, he 
has embodied in form and color the ides the 
great theater was intended to express—the idea 
of the melody of lite. the mysterious rhythm 
which makes this process of the suns an endless 
ebb and flow of mighty forces. 

Above the center of the arch is a wide marble 
throne, on the back of which is lettered a senti- 
ment in which Mr. Hollaway has admirably 
epitomized the spirit of Mr. Sullivan’s beautiful 
essay above mentioned and of the vast hall 
itself: “The utterance of life is a song, the 
symphony of nature.“ In the center of the 
throne sits the royal figure of the Present, 
wide-winged and ivy-crowned, her head circled 
with a balo of light and her face filled with divine 
inspiration as she gazes upward and onward 
singing her endiess song to the music of her 
heavenly lyre. The Present in the artist's con- 
ception is the embodied spirit of music, and her 
face and attitude express serene majesty and 
superb power. From her emanates the light by 
which one sees the past and anticipates the fut- 
ure; and her lap holds the thread of life which 
is spun by the one and cut by the other of these 
fateful figures at her feet who rule the destinies 
of men. From her left hand stretches the allegro 
of the symphony, all the joyous movements of 
life, its delight and laughter, its youth and 
growth. At her right is the adagio, the sin, sor- 
row, and consolation, the decadence, twilight, 
and silence. But throughout there is no discord; 
everywhere is manifest the harmony of peace 
and strength and love. 

The Allegro begins with the wakening morning 
figure of life, exultant and powerful in hopeful 
youth. Above him is a group of three women re- 
clining amid bright flowers and music. Then 
comes the dance, gay, graceful tigures whisper- 
ing soft words to the music of a lute and 
celebrating the honie-coming of the warrior, 
whom love is crowning with a wreath of flow- 
Near them is the sweetness of 
domestic life, the husbandman with wile and 
child, and lastly joyous peace is typified by gay 
children, with soft arms entwining a tiger whose 
flerceness they have tamed with flowery boughs, 
and whom they are urging toward the throne. 
Throughout this scene bright flowers are bloom- 
ing and gay birds are winging their joyous flight. 

In the Adagio, ruled by the Past, the crowned 
and hoary figure of Wisdom sits, gazing toward 
the throne and instructing the youth at his feet, 
while a thoughtful woman bears him palms. 


Then follow scenes of death and sorrow, with 


ravens flitting through the shadows, grief im- 
ploring aid from Heaven and remorse throwing 
herself at the feet of the divine consolation. 
Here by the wayside stands a cross, 
and a reverent procession of chanting 
pilgrims brings the suggestion of God's 
mercy and man's immortal hope. The 
group of the seasons intensifies that sense of 
the immortal. of the promise of eternity in spite 
of change—lovely Summer with inspired, 
straight-gazing eyes. with her arm around young 
Spring, who looks up to her with love, while at 
the other side sad- Autumn stretches out her 
hands to them imploringly, and solemn, houry 
Winter sits apart in her white robes. Then, with 
all seasons for her own, the somber, winged 
figure of night and death throws flowers on the 
tomb, completing the utterance of life, the 
rhythmical symphony of nature. 

Throughout this work the finest poetic symbol- 
ism is carried out with the most perfect artistic 
harmony. The exigencies ofa decorative paint- 
ing which is to be viewed from a great distance 
are carefully observed, the outlines being strong- 
ly intensified and the color used in rich masses 
against the background of dull gold. The nobie 
beauty of the expression of the faces must be es- 
pecially commended, their absolute freedom 
from affectation and self-consciousness. The 
whole thing is done with delightful enthusiasm 
and vigor and spontaneity. No one sitting in 
front of the great stage can fai] to be moved by 
this noble overture to the concord of the arts be- 
yond. None but a clod can see it without real- 
izing the interdependence of the arts, without 
feeling asense of the divine harmony which 
springs forever from the great heart of nature 


and fills the lifé of man with music.

The Art Institute will open its two lower 
floors tomorrow, showing its new acquisitions of 
antiques, besides the collections of casts, of 
Japanese objects, of metal-work reproductions 
of arms and plate, all of which will be seen to 
better advantage than of old now that their 


_ quarters have been enlarged. Some of the metal- 


and armor. will be seen for the first time. . 


Arundel Society's chromo-lithographic 5 
tions of paintings by the old masters, 10 ot which 
have been presented to the institute by Edward 
Ayre, are another valuable acquisition. . 

The institute has not failed to profit by the re- 
cent excavations in Southern Italy, which in the 
last ten years have brought to light many smgu- 
larly fresh and valuable specimens of Greco-ital- 
ian pottery, Many of these objects were ac- 
quired at the time of their discovery by Judge 
Auguste Mele, and from him purchased by the © 
institute. They include large terra-cotta patere 
and vases, notable for their pure se 
verity of line, beauty of color, drin- 
jancy of varnish and the simple ele- 
gance of their ornamentation. Some of them 
look as fresh as if the designer had painted their 
black background or figures only yesterday. It 
js supposed that these fictile vases were wrought 
by the Greek colonists about the fourth century 
B. C. and earlier at Nola and in other 
provinces of Magna Grecia, where all the 
implements of this art have been discov- 
ered in recent excavations, thereby con- 
tradicting Mommsen’s assertion that these 
vases were never manufactured in Italy 
but imported from Attica, where in fact no vases 
of exactly this character have ever been discov- 
ered. Besides the large vases, which were used 
at banquets, where, tilled with wine, they stood 
on the little table in the center of the trichnium, 
the collection includes smaller vases used at the 
toilet, drinking cups, ladles, and other objects. 

A few Roman marbles are included among the 
antiques—a fine white marble bust of Antoninus 
Pius and two or three heads of women, one well- 
preserved specimen being in black busalt. A 
beautiful little wnmite marble statuette of a nude 
youth is @ rare treacuré, a lovely, joyous little 
sa sure and strong in its expressive model- 

g. 

The casts are now arranged to good advantage 
on the main floor. The room at the northwest 
corner of the building contains the Egpptian, 
Assyrian. and early Greek reproductions, while 
the other galleries are filled with the later work 
of the Greeks ana Romans. The Parthenon 
frieze is inserted ia the wall of the gallery whien 
was formerly used for exhibitions of pictures. 
Work is being pushed forward on the new pict- 
ure-gallemes, now two stories higher than for- 
merly. It is hoped that an exhibition may de 
held there early in the new year. 


* * 

At Thurber's-Gallery may be seen two new 
canvases and a recently published etching by 
Gangengigl. Both the paintings show this art- 
ist’s admirable reproduction of textures and his 
skillful handling of light and shadow in interiors. 
In characterization, too, they, as well as the 
etching, are charming bits, the young violinist in 
72 N Hours especially arousing one’s sym- 
pathy. 


WYNDHAM TOWERS. 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich has set spurs to his 
Pegasus and given the brave beast rein fora 
wide flight. “Wyndham Towers is the spoil of 
a more ambitious invasion of the ethereal realm 
of imagination than this poet of dainty lyrics, 
this singer of well-tuned fancies has hitherto 
attempted. It is rich spoil—stately splendors 
carved and traced with Elizabethan emblems, lit 
with the sunshine of youth and love and streaked 
with the crimson of hate and wrath, but all its 
colors faded und softened and mellowed by 
kindly obliterating, restful Time. We havea 
dark old legend. or Lhe dream ot 
a legend, from the days of Englands 
turbulent youth, but we have it in the 
echo, its harshness hushed to music, its 
terror sogthed to beauty, and all its clamorous 
voices at last dying away in silence. Above the 
tempest the poet shows us veaceful skies and 
below us lie misty centuries veiling and chasten- 
ing tne vivid colors of the past. 

The poem is not dramatic in form or feeling. 
We are not plunged into the midst of the action; 
we watch it from afar and listen to wise com- 
ments through the course of it. An Elizabethan 
poet would have let the tale unfold itself. but in 
this century of Tennyson we must tuke it in nar- 
rative from the mouth of one who meditates 
while his heroes play the game of life. Aad this 
attitude pleases usin Aldrich, who always telis 
a story charmingly, but whose few efforts at 
dramatic blank verse have never been wholly 
successful, lacking the rush of strong measures 
and the vigor of highiy-wrought climaxes. 
In narrative we are willing that his gadencés 
should flow smoothly and sweetly through the 
ecstasies of joy and hate, of. crime and agony, so 
that we are not wounded by the sharp edges of 
these passions. We feel throughout that time has 
sheathed them, and we handle them not 4s 
weapons, but as curious trepbies from an antique 
warfare of human hearts. The poet tells the 
story of this warfare simply and lovingly, with 
fine tact in the selection and grouping of his ma- 
terials and in the rejection ef all details which 
would have clogged his scheme or marred its 
harmony. The faculty of judicious omission is a 
rare one nowadays, and the world is in danger of 
forgetting that it is as necessary to the literary 
sense as an eye for color is to the artistic sense, 
The writer must tone his work as carefully as 
the painter, for harmony is the soul of art. 

No other of Mr. Aldrich’s longer poems is 80 
obedient to the higher laws of harmony, snd no 
other specimen of his blank verse is so obedient 
to the higher laws of rhythm. It is true it halts 
a little now and then, especially at first. A few 
defects in rhythm may be found—a broken move- 
ment or a rigid one—just as occasionally a word 
or two of prose obtrudes itself. No necromancy 
can bewitch into poetry a word like ineisors, 
forexample; and several times in the course of 
the 1,100 lines a fine rhythmical effect is frittered 
away by an undisciplined following of super- 
fiuous verses. Yet such moments come rarely, 
and only the noble beauty of the poem forces 
one to challenge them; for flaws are conspicuous 
in a fine jewel which would pass unnoticed in 
one less pure. 

There are many picturesque figures and fine 
bits of meditative verse. Suits of armor in the 
lofty hall are “those empty shells of valor"; 
„that sexton's son is 

Lean as the shadow cast by a church spire. 

And while lovers were trysting of a moonlit 
night, 

Anon a laugh rang out, melodious, 

Like the merle's note when its eestatic heart 

Is packed with summer-time; then all was still— 

So still the soul of silence seemed to grieve 

The loss of that sweet laughter. 

Brave young Darrell in his envious brother's 

evil thoughts is merely 

A fellow that burns Trinidado leaf 

And sends smoke through his nostril like a flue— 
That gay, mad Darrell who wooed réluctant 
Fortune ia the antechambers of great nobles, 
and would have 

Died 

On London stones for lack of crust to gnaw 

But that he caught the age’s malady, 

The something magica! that was in air, 

And made men poets, heroes. demigods— 

Made Shakspeare, Rawleigh, Grenville, Oxenham, 

And set them stars in the fore-front of Time. 

But in the characterization of Darrell’s evil, 
envious brother perhaps most skill is shown, the 
fellow who bided at home, whose 

Narrow life had run 
Obscurely through an age of great events 
Such as men never saw, nor will again 
Until the globe be riven by God's fire; 
whose unwholesome, jealous spirit 
In the dark 
Gave audience to a host of grievances; 
and whose spasms of hate and wrath received a 
punishment so terrible that even tradition shud- 
dered at it and wreathed it with the supernat- 
ural. 
The poem shows us how. 
Thus fortune hardens the ignoble heart 
and softens the generous daring one. It urges 
us to live and take the risks of lite. 
At worst man dies Lut once— 
So far as known. One may not master death, 
But life should be one’s lackey. 

Like Stevenson, this poet is ardent for action, 
and to his mind a broken weapon is better than 
a rusted one. A meaning ever new and old 
makes this tale of bygone England modern in 
its significance, and etifies all regret that Mr. 
Aldrich should have delved once more in the 
well-wrought Elizabethan mine instead of ex- 
ploring the undeveloped riches of his own coun- 
try. After all, the past of Europe belongs io 
cosmopolitam America, for all nations have re- 
newed their youth in ours. The races of the old 
world are our ancestry, not the simple wander- 
ing, warring tribes, whose rude civil- 
ization or ruder barbarism were alike 
ineffectual for strength and beauty. 
A poet must sing out his heart. ond the heart of 
this poet is not in the future, but in the past, the 
splendid storied past of nations which will lead 
the world no more. He does not feel the vast 
forces speeding from years as yet unlived, which 
begin to convulse the modern world with & new 
birth of thought. His imagination lingers in old 
libraries, wanders among fair gardens, but 4oes 
not set its face to the trackless forests, the wide 
unbroken plains, the bold biesak mountains 
which America must conquer in thought as she 
bas in deed, if she is yet to be the mistress of 
the world. Some time she will conquer them— 
it were disloyaity to think otherwise. 
But however carnestly she faces forth, she 
will always turn at the poet's call to dream de- 
liciously over the unforgotten pens There Will 
always be hours when she will loveto limger 
over that superbly vivid picture of the dark 
davs that came to Wyndham Towers when

CURIOUS FACTS AND STATISTICS. 

Connected with your building are many 
wonderful facts and statistics. Some of 
these were noted in last year’s report, but it 
may be intere: ting to now mention them and 
adda few others.

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JUDGE M’CONNELL DISCOVERS A NEW 
AND PLEASING RECREATION, 


A New Puzzle That Beats the “Pigs in the 
Clover All Hollow, 80 His Honor Says 
Its Advantages and Benefits as Set 
Forth by the Learned Jarist— What the 
Gopher Does and How He Is Captured— 
Its Invention. 


Judge McConnelil’s face wore an alert 
smile. It was not that he was‘resting after 
his daily dose of eloquence in the Cronin 
case, nor that the great trial was near an 
end; it was not that kind of a smile. 

He was chasing the gopher.
